1955  President,  Directors  Take  Office 


Outlook  for   New  Year 
Favorable  in  Virtually 
Every  Economic  Field 

More  than  $120  million  to  be  invested  in 
new  industry  in  San  Francisco  and  the  Bay 
Region,  a  five  to  ten  per  cent  growth  in  San 
Francisco's  position  as  a  distributive  center, 
and  a  somewhat  increased  volume  of  world 
commerce  through  the  Port  of  San  Francisco 
were  among  the  economic  predictions  for 
1955  made  this  week  by  Thos.  J.  Mellon,  in- 
coming President  of  the  San  Francisco 
Chamber. 

Mr.  Mellon,  vice  president  and  general 
manager  of  Wesix  Electric  Heater  Company 
here,  said  the  Chamber's  records  of  activity 
this  year  "solidly  justify''  expectations  of 
upward  movement  in  practically  every  m-jor 
division  of  the  economy  of  San  Francisco, 
the  Bay  Region,  and  northern  California — 
including  construction,  trade,  personal  in- 
come, farm  income,  financial  transactions, 
industry  and  population  increases. 

His  industrial  investment  prediction  for 
the  Bay  Region  was  based  on  "a  noticeable 
increase  in  inquiries  from  eastern  manufac- 
turers during  recent  months  and  the  consum- 
mation of  several  large  land  options  which 
may  materialize  into  multi-million  dollar 
factory  projects  during  1955."  These  factors, 
Mr.  Mellon  obser\-ed,  lead  to  "reasonable  ex- 
pectations" of  more  industrial  commitments 
than  those  of  1954,  which  amounted  to  ap- 
proximately %\'lVi  million  in  the  12  counties. 

"Our  Domestic  Trade  Department,"  Mr. 
Mellon  said,  "reports  a  similar  increase  re- 
cently in  inquiries  of  where  to  buy  manu- 
factured products — leading  us  to  the  conclu- 
sion that  San  Francisco  will  grow  in  stature 
next  year  as  a  distributive  center.  Distribu- 
tors are  in  a  favorable  inventory  position, 
having  worked  out  excess  stocks,  and  are 
now  in  a  position  to  do  increased  buying  in 
1955." 

As  for  the  rise  in  general  economic  pros- 
perity locally  during  1955,  Mellon  attributed 
this  to  an  expected  increase  in  population. 

"People  make  markets,  and  markets  are 
never  .static,"  he  obser\'ed.  "The  San  Fran- 
cisco Bay  Region  at  the  beginning  of  1955 
will  have  acquired  a  half  million  people  since 
the  1950  U.S.  census,  bringing  the  total  esti- 
mated population  to  3,811,580 

"During  19.55  the  Bay  Region  market 
should  grow  at  the  rate  of  about  9,560  per- 
sons each  month,  or  115,000  during  the  entire 
year. 

"Consumers  are  the  key.stone  of  our  econ- 
omy," Mr.  Mellon  declared.  "These  new  con- 
sumers, expected  in  the  Bay  Region  at  the 
rate  of  almost  10,000  each  month,  are  going 
to  need  a  lot  of  attention — which  means  more 
bu.siness.  Several  thousand  new  businesses

Chamber  Opposes  State 
Highway  Revenue  Reduction 

The  Chamber's  Board  of  Directors  has 
ta'Ken  two  actions  aimed  at  providing  more 
adequate  highway  transportation  for  Cali- 
fornia's constantly-increasing  millions: 

1.  Recommended  for  continuance  at  pres- 
ent rates,  beyond  June  30  this  year,  of  the 
accelerated  highway  finance  provisions  of  the 
Statutes  of  1953;  and  continuance  of  present 
allocations   of  funds  to   local   governments. 

2.  Urged  incorporation  by  the  State,  into 
its  freeway  system,  of  all  passenger  loading 
and  unloading  facilities  and  turnouts  "which 
are  justified  for  existing  and  potential  bus 
transportation    in    rural    and   urban   areas." 

On  the  highway  financing,  a  tax  decrease 
of  a  half-cent  is  scheduled  to  go  into  effect 
June  .30  this  would  result  in  loss  of  ap- 
proximately $25  million  a  year  in  funds  avail- 
able for  state  highway  construction.  It  is  this 
decrease  that  the  Chamber  seeks  to  stop  by 
legislation,  according  to  Leonard  S.  Mosias, 
Chairman  of  the  Street,  Highway  &  Bridge 
Section. 

As  for  bus  facilities  on  freeways,  the 
Chamber  stated  this  "holds  one  of  the  great- 
est hopes  for  immediate  improvement  in 
mass  transportation." 


Chamber's  Drive  for  New  Produce  Mart  Moves 
Through  RA,  Planning  Connmission,  Supervisors 

The  Chamber's  drive  to  relocate  San  Francisco's  antiquated  wholesale  pro- 
duce market  moved  a  step  closer  to  realization  when  the  City  Planning  Com- 
mission voted  to  declare  for  redevelopment  the  present  market  area  and  the 
proposed  new  site  in  the  South  Basin  war  housing  area. 

The  Chamber's  proposal  is  now  scheduled  for  hearings  before  the  Commer- 
cial and  Industrial  Development  Committee  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors,  which 

will  report  their  findings  to  the  Board.   Un-      


less  immediate  steps  are  taken  to  designate 
the  South  Basin  site  for  redevelopment,  the 
Federal  Government  will  be  obliged  to  re- 
lease the  area,  the  Chamber  has  repeatedly 
pointed  out. 

Both  the  San  Francisco  Redevelopment 
Agency  and  the  City  Planning  Commission 
acted  favorably  on  the  proposal  after  Cham- 
ber officials  presented  the  results  of  exhaus- 
tive studies  of  the  problem. 

Spearheading  the  Chamber's  drive  to  relo- 
cate the  market  are  officials  of  the  Agricul- 
tural Committee,  headed  by  Ray  B.  Wiser, 
and  the  Industrial  Development  Committee, 
headed  by  James  Q.  Brett.

Elimination  of  Control 
Over  Gas  Sales  Sought 

Regulation  of  the  price  of  natural  gas  sold 
by  independent  producers  is  contrary  to  the 
public  interest,  destroys  production  incentive 
and  smacks  of  socialism,  the  San  Francisco 
Chamber  declared  last  week  in  preparing 
to  petition  that  the  Natural  Gas  Act  be 
amended.  The  Act  as  it  stands,  according  to 
Phil  R.  Bradley,  Jr.,  Chairman  of  the  Cham- 
ber's Mining  Committee,  provides  that  sales 
of  natural  gas,  by  independent  producers  and 
gatherers  in  the  field  in  which  the  gas  is  pro- 
duced be  subject  to  regulation  by  the  Federal 
Power  Commission  when  the  gas  is  ulti- 
mately transported  and  sold  in  other  states. 

Continued  regulation,  Bradley  warned, 
would  also  curtail  the  already  inadequate 
supply  of  gas. 

The  Chamber  is  petitioning  the  California 
congressional  delegation  to  amend  the  Act 
to  eliminate  the  regulatory  features.

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Long  Range  Tidelands  Program 
Urged  by  Chamber  for  Benefit 
Of  Industrial  Expansion 


CHAxMBER   BACKS   PROPOSAL  TO    STIMULATE   CITY'S 
INADEQUATE   TRANSIT  SYSTEM:    URGES  BUS  LEASING 


A  long  range  program  for  development  of 
2,500  acres  of  tidelands  between  Hunters 
Point  in  San  Francisco  and  Sierra  Point  in 
San  Mateo  county  has  been  recommended  by 
the  Chamber's  Board  of  Directors. 

The  Board  acted  on  a  comprehensive  report 
submitted  by  James  Q.  Brett,  Chairman  of 
the  Industrial  Development  Committee.  The 
report  was  compiled  by  a  Sub-committee  on 
Tidelands  headed  by  John  J.  Gould. 

Available  land  for  industrial  expansion  has 
become  very  scarce  in  San  Francisco  and  is 
becoming  scarce  in  San  Mateo  county,  the 
report  stated.  A  tideland  development  pro- 
gram, which  might  take  from  20  to  50  years, 
would  create  a  foundation  for  future  indus- 
trial payrolls. 

The  Boards  of  Supervisors  in  San  Francisco 
and  San  Mateo  counties  are  being  urged  to 
accept  as  a  public  policy  the  adoption  of  a 
tidelands  program.  The  supervisors  are 
urged  to  consider  the  following  methods  of 
reclamation  with  preference  given  in  the 
order  listed:  1.  private  enterprise;  2.  private 
enterprise  using  Reclamation  District  pro- 
visions under  the  State  Water  Code,  or  using 
special  legislation;  and  3.  use  of  the  Cali- 
fornia Community  Redevelopment  law. 

San  Francisco,  Bay  Area  Shoiv 
Big  1954  Industrial  Gains 


More  than  IB'i  million  dollars  in  San  Fran- 
cisco and  $128,520,273  in  the  Bay  Region 
were  invested  during  1954  by  manufacturers 
recognizing  the  vast  industrial  potentials  of 
this  area,  according  to  a  report  made  this 
week  by  the  Industrial  Department. 

In  San  Francisco  alone,  the  past  year  pro- 
duced 18  new  plants  and  72  expansion  proj- 
ects, creating  412  new  jobs.  The  projects 
were  "extremely  diversified,"  but  the  food 
industry  had  the  highest  total  as  well  as  the 
largest  single  project:  the  expansion  by  Gen- 
eral Brewing  Corp. 

Not  since  1947  have  there  been  more  proj- 
ects in  .San  Francisco;  and  the  dollar  total  is 
the  third  highest  since  1945. 

Throughout  the  12-county  Bay  Region,  525 
projects  were  financed:  157  new  plants  and 
3fi8  expansions.  Three  of  the  largest  were 
in  Paper  and  Allied  Products:  Crown-Zeller- 
bach  at  Antioch,  California  Container  Corp. 
at  Santa  Clara,  and  General  Package  Corp. 
at  Sunnyvale. 

Chemicals  continued  strong  in  the  Bay 
Region,  the  Industrial  Department  report 
said,  with  the  new  isophthalic  acid  plant  of 
Standard  Oil  being  the  largest  single  project. 
Approximately  .50  projects  were  recorded  for 
the  Chemical  Industries,  totaling  over  $21 
million. 

The  report  cited  as  an  "unusual  project  of 

note"  developed  last  year  the  titanium  fa-

Alan  K.  Browne  Elected

A  proposed  "shot  in  the  arm"  for  San  Francisco's  presently  inadequate 
transit  facilities  was  backed  full  strength  by  the  Chambei-  of  Commerce  this 
week  when  its  Board  of  Directors  approved  the  Public  Utilitie.s  Commission 
plan  to  modernize  the  Municipal  Railway  by  leasing  buses. 

The  Chamber  supported  the  Municipal  Conference  in  its  request  to  the  Super- 
visors' Finance  Committee  for  $425,172  to  lease  the  fii^st  100  new  coaches,  but 
qualified  its  support  by  stating  that : 

1.  The  Chamber  does  not  agree  to  use  of 
30  of  the  first  100  buses  on  five  specific  ex- 
press routes  proposed  January  14  by  the 
Public  Utilities  management.  This,  the 
Chamber  feels,  is  a  separate  matter,  subject 
to  later  consideration. 

2.  The  Chamber  will  reserve  the  right  to 
oppose  any  particular  agreement  for  leasing 
the  buses  which  it  "feels  is  unsatisfactory 
to  the  city." 

The  bus-leasing  plan  which  received  the 
Chamber's  full  support  proposes  the  leasing 
of  new  motor  coaches  for  si.x-year  periods, 
starting  with  100  coaches.  Continuous  addi- 
tions would  be  made  for  a  period  of  five 
years.  Bids  to  supply  the  buses  will  state 
the  mileage  rate  for  equipment  proposed 
and  an  interest  rate  on  the  investment  accept- 
able to  each  bidder. 

Advantages  of  the  plan,  according  to  F.  B. 
Magruder,  a  Chamber  delegate  to  the  Munici- 
pal Conference  who  made  the  proposal  to  the 
Board,  are:  1.  it  would  provide  an  orderly 
and  businesslike  way  of  securing  modern

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BUSINESS  TREND 

Business  in  San  Francisco  during  1954  es- 
tablislied  a  new  annual  record.  The  San 
Francisco  Chamber  of  Commerce  index  for 
December  rose  to  163.1  or  5.5<7r  above  last 
December,  and  the  twelve  months  averaged 
128.5,  an  increase  of  0.5' r.  The  1954  trend 
patterned  closely  the  preceding  year,  rising 
slightly  above  the  level  of  corresponding 
months  in  1953  six  times — five  were  new 
monthly  highs — and  dipping  below  six  times.

Lia- 
bilities were  up  20.9'f  and  assets  20.4%. 

TRADE 

The  San  Francisco  1954  department  store 
and  apparel  store  sales  tied  1953.  San  Fran- 
cisco total  retail  sales  may  again  reach  ap- 
proximately $1.8  billion  as  in  1953.  Depart- 
ment store  sales  in  Northern  California,  Cali- 
fornia and  the  12th  District  in  1954  were  off 
1%.  Fresno  Area  sales  were  down  3%  and 
Sacramento  Area  sales,  1%,  but  San  Jose 
sales  were  up  1%.  The  Pacific  Coast  mer- 
chant wholesalers  latest  report  reveals  No- 
vember sales  12':;r  ahead  of  a  year  ago  com- 
pared to  a  gain  of  S'^'r  in  the  nation  and 
inventories  were  1%  below  last  year  com- 
pared to  a  gain  of  Vr  in  the  nation.  Novem- 
ber sales  in  all  lines  except  automotive  and 
industrial  equipment  shared  in  the  gain. 

CONSTRUCTION   AND   REAL   ESTATE 

San  Francisco  authorized  8,607  building 
permits  valued  at  $57,745,732  in  1954  com- 
pared to  8,655  valued  at  .$61,493,238  in  1953. 
New  residential  permits  accounted  for  $24,- 
045,998  or  41.6'-  of  the  total.  New  non-resi- 
dential for  $19,329,799  or  33.5',;   and  Addi- 
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tions,  Alterations  and  Repairs  for  $14,369,935 
or  24.9%  of  the  total.  Permits  provided  for 
2,361  new  dwelling  units  in  San  Francisco 
representing  an  increase  of  12'f.  Single 
family  units  accounted  for  1,032,  an  increase 
of  29%.  Nine-county  dwelling  starts  during 
1954  were  up  34'/;  to  40,127.  There  were 
17,116  real  estate  deeds  recorded  in  San 
Francisco  in  1954  and  16,185  mortgages  and 
deeds  of  trust  amounting  to  $171,5.30,790. 

TRANSPORTATION 

1954  freight  car  movements  and  ship  ar- 
rivals were  fewer  than  in  1953  but  airport 
traffic,  truck  and  bridge  traffic  rose  to  new 
highs.  San  Francisco  Airport  business  in- 
creased substantially  over  1953,  planes  in 
and  out  totaled  131,138,  a  gain  of  13.2%,  pas- 
sengers off  and  on  exceeded  two  million  for 
the  first  time  (2,191,135),  a  gain  of  13.7%o. 
Air  freight  gained  14%,  air  express  6'/,  but 
air  mail  settled  1%.  Freight  car  movements 
in  San  Francisco-Oakland  switching  limits  in 
1954  declined  8.6'/r  to  421,469  cars.  Truck 
movements  over  the  Bay  and  Golden  Gate 
Bridges  were  up  3.2%.  Ocean-going  tonnage 
through  the  Port  of  San  Francisco  during 
1954  held  up  within  3%  of  1953.  Foreign 
cargo  accounted  for  50%  of  the  Port's  total 
tonnage  and  was  within  2.5%  of  the  1953 
level.  Coastwise  traffic  amounted  to  131,169 
tons  and  was  practically  the  same  as  in  1953. 
Inter-coastal  traffic  of  447,116  tons  was  off 
6.3%.  The  Port's  total  revenue  tons  of 
5,352,769  was  off  5.5%.  There  were  4,662 
cargo  vessel  arrivals  in  the  San  Francisco 
Bay  during  1954  or  8.6'f  fewer  than  in  1953. 
19.54  Golden  Gate  Bridge  vehicle  crossings 
of  12,585,409  were  up  610,573.  Bay  Bridge 
vehicle  crossings  of  31,218,303  were  419,806 
short  but  would  represent  an  increase  over 
1953  if  adjusted  for  the  abnormal  load  of 
some  750,000  automobile  crossings  during 
the  75-day  Key  System  strike  in  1953  when 
normal  train  and  bus  passengers  were  forced 
to  seek  other  means  of  transportation. 

Out-of-state  vehicle  trafi'ic  entering  North- 
ern California  gateways  during  1954  climbed 
to  new  high  of  798,710  passenger  cars  carry- 
ing 2,170,553  passengers  or  an  increase  of 
1.9%  and  3.5%  respectively. 

UTILITIES 

The  number  of  electric,  gas  and  water  con- 
nections in  San  Francisco  at  the  end  of  1954 
were  all  above  a  year  ago.  Srile  of  elc.trical 
energy  increased  2.4'-  over  1953,  industrial 
and  connnercial  gas,  1.0%,  residential  water. 


2.6%,  and  commercial  and  industrial  water, 
0.3%. 

SAN   FRANCISCO   PENINSULA  GROWTH 

The  Peninsula  accounted  for  one  half  of 
the  nine-county  population  growth  since 
1950,  or  about  218,000  people  bringing  the 
January  1,  1955,  total  to  1,517,800  residents. 
Daily  passenger  movements  through  penin- 
sula gateways  to  and  from  San  Francisco 
had  risen  to  "about  292,000  by  July,  1954,  or 
an  increase  of  38,000  in  two  years — about 
246,000  moved  by  auto.  In  the  housing  field, 
about  86,000  new  dwelling  units  were  added 
in  four  years  accounting  for  50'v  of  the  nine- 
county  total.  New  industry  and  expansions 
reported  on  the  peninsula  in  the  past  si.x 
years  totaled  1,350  projects  and  amounted 
to  an  investment  of  over  $310  milUon.  As- 
sessed valuation  of  the  three  peninsula  coun- 
ties has  risen  $623,600,000  since  1950  to 
$2,666,668,000  in  September,  1954. 

CONSUMER   PRICES 

December  consumer  price  index  for  all 
items  in  San  Francisco  of  115.7  was  1%  be- 
low a  year  ago,  but  the  1954  average  of  116.3 
practically  tied  1953  .  1954  food  prices  were 
down  0.2',;,  apparel,  l.SS'f,  transportation, 
0.8%  and  personal  care,  0.9%.  Housing  costs 
increased  0.3'/r,  rent  3.9';  and  medical,  1.4%.

Introduced  in  Legislature 

At  Request  of  S.  F.  Chamber 


At  the  request  of  the  San  Francisco  Cham- 
ber, legislation  providing  for  completion  of 
plans  and  institution  of  projects  to  furnish 
adequate  fresh  water  for  all  purposes  in  the 
Bay  Region  has  been  introduced  in  both 
houses  of  the  State  Legislature.  The  bills 
are  the  result  of  action  by  the  Chamber's 
Board  of  Directors  last  Oct.  7  when  the 
Chamber's  historic  policy  regarding  Bay 
Region  water  development  was   reaffirmed. 

Introduced  by  Senator  Robert  I.  Mc- 
Carthy and  Assemblyman  Thomas  A.  Ma- 
loney,  the  legislation  authorizes  the  Division 
of  Water  Resources  to  complete  plans  and 
institute  projects  to  furni.sh  adequate  fresh 
water  to  the  nine  Bay  Region  counties. 

Col.  B.  C.  Allin,  consulting  engineer  and 
Chairman  of  the  Chamber's  Technical  Proj- 
ects Committee,  pointed  out  that  a  water 
development  program  is  imperative  in  order 
for  the  Bay  Region  to  compete  with  other 
major  industrial  areas  on  the  Pacific  Coast, 
and  to  assure  water  for  agriculture. 

Peninsula  Future  Is  Unlimited. 
Mellon  Declares  in  Address 


The  future  of  the  Peninsula — San  Fran- 
cisco, San  Mateo  and  Santa  Clara  Counties — 
is  "unlimited,"  President  Thos.  J.  Mellon  told 
members  of  the  Redwood  City  Chamber  at 
their  annual  dinner  meeting  last  week. 

The  Peninsula  has  undergone  a  "sensible 
boom"  in  the  past  five  years,  Mr.  Mellon  said, 
and  the  three  counties  now  have  a  population 
of  about  1,518,000— or  half  that  of  the  entire 
Bay  Area.  More  than  $310,000,000  has  been 
invested  in  Peninsula  industrial  development 
in  the  past  six  years  while  86,000  new  homes 
were  built  in  the  past  five  years. 

Predicting  continued  growth  for  all  phases 
of  the  economy  in  1955,  Mr.  Mellon  said  "even 
the  greatest  of  plans  will  become  realties  on 
the  Peninsula  much  sooner  than  we  think."

GENERAL  BUSINESS  ACTIVITY  REPORT  FOR  JANUARY,  1955 


TREND 

The  widespread  improvements  in  San 
Francisco  and  Bay  Area  business  conditions 
during  January  above  a  year  ago  are  solidly 
confirmed  by  broadly  diversified  reports  to 
the  Chamber's  Research  Department  from 
business  and  government  agencies. 

Every  major  field  of  activity  surged  ahead 
including  construction,  real  estate,  trade, 
financial  transactions,  utilities  and  all  forms 
of  transportation.  But  total  employment  re- 
mained close  to  last  January. 

Our  business  activity  index  at  125.7  moved 
into  a  new  high  area  for  January  and  6.19f 
above  a  year  ago. 
EMPLOYMENT 

During  January  995,800  persons  were  em- 
ployed in  the  Metropolitan  Area,  according 
to  preliminary  estimates  of  the  California 
State  Department  of  Employment.  This  was 
li.fiOO  fewer  than  a  year  ago,  or  0.6'r.  Six 
industry  groups  reported  gains,  and  four, 
losses.  The  construction  contract  industry 
group  with  63,100  employed  gained  SA'/c. 
The  service,  with  213,200  "gained  2.1-;;.  Fi- 
nance, insurance  and  real  estate,  with  fi4,100 
increased  0.59^.  Retail  trade,  with  171,900 
had  a  slight  rise  of  0.27r,  agriculture  group 
with  18,700  gained  5.69f  and  the  miscellane- 
ous group  with  2,600  was  up  4"r.

CONSTRUCTION   AND   REAL  ESTATE 

January  dwelling  unit  starts  in  the  nine 
bay  counties  amounted  to  3,000  compared 
to  2,338  of  a  year  ago — a  gain  of  349' .  Pacific 
Gas  &  Electric  Co.  estimated  that  residential 
construction  for  1955  in  its  service  area  com- 
prising approximately  Northern  California 
amounted  to  63,600  single  family  units  and 
5,390  multi-family  units,  with  a  total  of 
43,210  units  in  its  San  Francisco,  San  Jose, 
East  Bay  and  Northern  Bay  divisions.  San 
Francisco  total  building  permits  authorized 
in  January  amounted  to  $2,896,825,  an  in- 
crease of  3.59'  ;  residential  accounted  for 
.$1,502,000,  non-residential  for  $533,311  and 
additions,  alterations  and  repairs  for  $861,- 
514.  There  were  1,486  real  estate  deeds  re- 
corded in  San  Francisco  in  January — a  gain 
of  12.89' .  The  number  of  loans  on  San 
Francisco  real  estate  increased  10.5''  and 
the  amount,  54.39',  over  last  year. 
FINANCE 

Bank  debits  to  demand  deposits  reported 
by  the  Federal  Reser\'e  Bank  of  San  Fran- 
cisco for  five  bay  area  cities  amounted  to 
$3,940,965,000  in  January — an  increase  of 
.$313  million  or  8.49'  over  a  year  ago.  The 
12th  Federal  Reserve  District  debits  of 
$14,835,070,000  increased  109;.  San  Fran- 
cisco Stock  Exchange  transactions  in  January 
of  1.749,412  shares  with  a  market  value  of 
$42,286,633  topped  January  last  year  by  73  9^ 
in  number  and  102''  in  market  value.  Janu- 
ary commercial  failures  in  San  Francisco 
reported  by  Dun  and  Bradstreet  at  18  were 
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8  more  than  a  year  ago.  but  the  liabilities 

were  279y  lower. 

TRADE 

Department  stores  and  apparel  stores  dol- 
lar sales  in  January  compared  to  January 
last  year  made  strong  gains  throughout  the 
12th  Federal  Reserve  District.  San  Fran- 
cisco-Oakland Metropolitan  Area  department 
stores  sales'  gain  of  109r  were  similar  to 
other  Pacific  Coast  Metropolitan  Area  gains 
except  in  Seattle,  and  was  similar  to  the  12th 
District  average  of  11''.  Apparel  store  sales 
increased  11'/  in  San  Francisco  compared 
to  9';r  in  the  District.  Seattle  topped  all  of 
the  regional  areas  with  an  increase  of  20'y 
in  department  store  sales  and  23''  in  apparel 


store  .sales.  Large  retail  store  sales  in  San 
Francisco  reported  by  the  Census  Bureau  for 
1954  compared  to  1953,  showed  food  sales  up 
69f ,  apparel  group,  2'/' ,  lumber  and  building 
material  dealers,  ll'J  ;  automotive  group 
sales  dropped  10'^  and  furniture  and  appli- 
ance group,  a  like  amount.  Pacific  Coast  Mer- 
chant Wholesalers  sales  in  December  (latest) 
compared  to  a  year  ago  were  up  10  9f  com- 
pared to  5''  in  the  nation.  13  out  of  14  lines 
of  trade  reported  strong  gains. 
TRANSPORTATION 

The  entire  field  of  transportation  in  the 
San  Francisco  area  scored  excellent  gains 
in  January.

Ch(unber  President  to  Oppose 
Engle  Bill  at  Hearings  of 
Congressional  Committee 


Chamber  President  Thos.  J.  Mellon  will  leave 
for  Washington,  D.C.,  next  Tuesday  to  ap- 
pear before  the  House  Committee  on  Interior 
and  Insular  .Affairs  in  opposition  to  the  Engle 
Bill,  H.R.  2.388. 

Backed  by  a  decision  of  the  Chamber's 
Board  of  Directors  to  "take  all  possible  steps 
in  opposition"  to  the  bill,  Mr.  Mellon  will  help 
defend  San  Francisco's  interests  in  tije  vital 
water  resources  question  involved.  The  hear- 
ings will  be  held  March  23,  24  and  25. 

The  bill,  authorizing  the  construction, 
operation  and  maintenance  of  a  hydroelectric 
project  on  the  Tuolumne  River,  would  "mate- 
rially and  adversely  affect  the  long-range 
plans  of  the  City  and  County  of  .San  Fran- 
cLsco,"  according  to  .Mr.  Mellon. 

Since  the  Raker  .Act,  passed  in  1913, 
granted  San  Francisco  the  right  to  develop 
certain  water  and  power  sites,  the  city  has 
followed  a  carefully  laid  development  plan 
designed  to  meet  population  expansion.  Pres- 
ent requirements  of  this  plan  include  the 
building  of  an  "Early  Intake"  plant  on  the 
Tuolumne  River  just  below  the  O'Shaugh- 
nessy  Dam. 

The  Engle  Bill  would  take  away  the  right 
of  the  City  to  construct  the  Early  Intake 
plant  and  give  the  right  (o  the  newly-formed 
Tuolumne  County  Water  District  No.  2,  which 
Congressman  Engle  is  representing. 

"To  take  away  a  major  right  (like  this) 
is  to  endanger  carefully  laid  plans.  It  is 
detrimental  to  the  interest  of  the  people  of 
San  Francisco  as  well  as  those  in  the  com- 
munities who  depend  on  the  city  for  water 
and  power,"  said  Mr.  Mellon  this  week. 


A'eii'  Discussions  Next  W  eek  on 
Produce  Market  Redevelopment 


Further  Chamber  action  to  a-.si=t  city  offi- 
cials in  planning  redevelopment  of  San  Fran- 
cisco's antiquated  wholesale  produce  market 
area  will  be  determined  at  a  meeting  Wed- 
nesday, March  23,  at  the  Chamber  offices, 
according  to  -Alan  K.  Browne,  Chairman  of 
the  Civic  Development  Committee.

CHAMBER  OPPOSES  ABANDONMENT  OF  BRIDGE  RAILS, 
URGES  STATE  HANDLING  IF  KEY  QUITS  OPERATION 


Chamber  Takes  Steps  Toivard 
More  Shipyard  W  ork  on  Coast, 
Building  of  Super -Carriers 


The  San  Francisco  Chamber  went  on  record 
last  week  in  opposition  to  the  Key  System 
Transit  Lines'  proposal  to  abandon  bridge 
railway  ser\-iees  and  to  substitute  motor 
coach  service.  The  Chamber  at  the  same  time 
announced  its  support  of  A.B.  1419  and  S.B. 
1843  recently  introduced  in  the  State  Legis- 
lature, proposing  permissive  legislation  to 
enable  the  California  Toll  Bridge  Authority 
to  operate  the  rail  facilities  over  the  bridge 
if  Key  System  operation  is  terminated. 

The  inter-urban  tracks  will  be  an  essential 
link  in  any  system  of  rapid  transit  develop- 
ment in  the  future,  the  Chamber  said,  adding 
that  abandonment  of  the  railway  and  the  in- 
crease in  the  use  of  buses  would  add  to  the 
already  congested  traffic  in  the  area  of  Fol- 
som.  First  and  Mission  streets. 

The  Chamber  referred  to  the  fact  that  the 
San  Francisco  Bay  Area  Rapid  Transit  Com- 


Clmmber  Moves  Further 

In  Two  Pan  American  Ca^es 


Continuing  the  drive  to  enhance  San  Fran- 
cisco's position  PS  the  "aerial  gateway  of  the 
Western  United  St-tes,"  the  Chamber  has 
taken  action  to  .support  the  applications  of 
Pan  American  World  Airways  for  a  great 
circle  route  to  the  Orient  and  for  extension 
of  the  Latin  American  service  to  San  Fran- 
cisco. 

The  assistance  of  Senator  Will'am  F. 
Knowland  and  Congressman  Will'am  S.  Mail- 
liard  in  obtaining  Presidential  approval  of 
the  great  circle  route  application  was  re- 
ouested  in  letters  from  General  Mrn?ger 
G.  L.  Fox.  ".'^an  Francisco  is  now  at  a  time 
disadvantage  .-gainst  Seattle  and  Vancou- 
ver," Fox  said,  "because  Pan  American's 
present  certificate  requires  a  stop  or  stops 
at  mid-Pacific  islands." 

The  great  circle  route  application  wps  one 
of  the  issues  in  the  Civil  Aeronautics  Board 
Transpacific  Certificate  Renewal  Case.  Presi- 
dent Eisenhower  approved  renewal  of  the 
airline's  present  certificate,  but  reserved  de- 
cision concerning  use  of  the  great  circle  route 
pending  further  study. 

"We  are  somewhat  concerned  because  the 
privilege  of  operating  over  the  great  circle 
route  is  already  available  to  Northwest 
Orient  Airlines  and  Canad'an  Pacific  Air- 
lines," and  may  become  available  to  foreign 
lines.  Fox  said. 

A  comprehensive  brief  in  support  of  the 
Latin  American  service  extension  was  pre- 
pared by  Walter  A.  Rohde,  manager  of  the 
Chamber's  Transportation  Department,  to 
supplement  two  exhibits  submitted  by  the 
Chamber  at  a  C.4B  hearing  here  February  10. 

The  Chamber  brief  stresses  that  .San  Fran- 
cisco requires  one-carrier,  through-plane 
service,  that  it  can  properly  support  the  serv- 
ice; that  .San  Francisco  has  very  substantial 
"community  of  interest"  in  Latin  .Vmerica 
"and,  in  fact,  more  so  than  Los  Angeles  has," 
where  the  service  now  Icrminates. 


mission  is  now  engaged  in  extensive  studies 
which  will  result  in  the  formulation  of  an 
overall  transit  plan  for  the  Bay  Area,  prob- 
ably within  the  next  few  months.  Abandon- 
ment of  the  rail  services  might  result  in  the 
removal  of  the  tracks  from  the  bridge  prior 
to  release  of  the  Commission's  report  which 
may  incorporate  use  of  the  rails  into  its  over- 
all plan. 

If  Key  does  abandon  the  ser\'ice,  however, 
the  Chamber  believes  the  California  Toll 
Bridge  Authority  should  have  the  power  to 
operate  the  rail  lines  and  to  provide  the 
necessary  working  capital  and  personnel, 
"for  the  rapid,  convenient  and  safe  movement 
of  the  greatest  number  of  persons  and  ve- 
hicles over  the  bridge,"  subject  to  results  of 
the  Rapid  Transit  Commission  study.  Such 
power  would  be  given  by  the  two  bills  intro- 
duced. 


U.  S.  Chamber  Manufacturers 
Hold  Meet  in  San  Francisco 


The  rapid  growth  of  San  Francisco  and  the 
Bay  Area  as  an  industrial  center  was  out- 
lined by  President  Thos.  J.  Mellon  at  the 
start  of  an  all-day  meeting  of  the  Manufac- 
ture Committee  of  the  Chamber  of  Com- 
merce of  the  United  States  last  week  at  the 
Fairmont  Hotel.  Mr.  Mellon  and  Chamber 
Manager  G.  L.  Fox  welcomed  the  group  of 
prominent  manufacturers  to  San  Francisco 
at  their  opening  session. 

Members  of  the  San  Francisco  Chamber's 
Manufacturers  Committee,  headed  by  Chair- 
man James  B.  Du  Prau,  attended  the  lunch- 
eon meeting.  Presiding  was  Roy  C.  IngersoU, 
president  of  Borg-Wamer  Corporation,  Chi- 
cago. James  P.  Rogers,  Portland,  Ore.,  labor 
relations  attorney,  spoke  on  "What's  Ahead 
in  Labor  Relations." 

Rogers  predicted  that  the  Taft-Hartley 
Act  will  not  be  changed  much  in  the  foresee- 
able future  and  urged  businessmen  to  "be- 
come politically  active"  in  order  to  protect 
their  interests  in  the  legislative  field. 


Federal  Government  Support 
Of  Maritime  School  Urged 


The  Chamber's  Board  of  Directors  voted  last 
week  to  "take  all  possible  steps  through 
members  of  Congress  and  otherwise"  to  have 
items  restored  to  the  1955-5fi  Federal  budget 
to  provide  Federal  aid  for  the  California 
State  Maritime  .Academy  such  as  has  been 
granted  in  previous  years. 

The  State  of  California  ordinarily  provides 
approximately  $34(),ltU0  and  the  Federal  gov- 
ernment, about  $80,(1(10.  The  latter  was 
dropped  from  the  new  budget. 

The  Chamber's  Shipbuilding  Committee, 
headed  by  Joseph  .\.  Moore,  Jr.,  believes  the 
.\cademy  essential  to  national  defen.se  and 
(he  federal  appropriation  necessary  in  order 
to  keep  the  training  facility  in  operation. 


A  double-barreled  shot  at  federal  powers 
responsible  for  either  more  or  less  shipbuild- 
ing for  the  West  Coast  has  been  fired  by  the 
Board  of  Directors  of  the  San  Francisco 
Chamber,  on  the  heels  of  a  turn-down  last 
week  by  the  House  Armed  Services  Com- 
mittee of  a  measure  which  would  have  guar- 
anteed more  Pacific  Coast  ship  work: 

1.  Thos.  J.  Mellon,  President  of  the  Cham- 
ber, promised  that  either  he  or  another  Cham- 
ber official  will  go  to  Washington,  D.C.,  next 
week  and  talk  personally  with  members  of 
the  .^rmed  Services  Committee,  toward  the 
end  of  getting  back  into  a  billion-dollar  Navy 
shipbuilding  program  bill  (H.R.  4179)  the 
amendment  "to  assure  allocation  of  suffi- 
cient vessel  construction  ...  to  the  Pacific 
Coast  to  maintain  shipyard  facilities  .  .  .  ade- 
quate to  meet  the  requirements  of  national 
security." 

2.  The  Chamber  Directors  voted  unani- 
mously to  take  direct  action  with  the  Navy, 
members  of  Congress,  "and  other  interests" 
that  will  result  in  the  construction  of  a  super- 
carrier  of  the  Forrestal  class  at  the  San 
Francisco  Naval  Shipyard.  The  Chamber 
questioned  the  thesis  that  building  super- 
carriers  here  would  cost  more  than  on  the 
east  coast  and  said  it  would  actively  solicit 
construction  of  one  or  more  of  a  remaining 
four  which  it  is  expected  will  be  built.

mittee  headed  by  Joseph  A.  Moore,  Jr.,  re- 
questing that  the  section  (402)  dealing  with 
Pacific  Coast  allocation  of  shipwork  be  voted 
back  into  the  naval  composition  bill.  They 
also  voted  to  urge  advocacy  by  the  Chamber 
of  federal  legislation  to  require  new  warship 
construction  in  private  as  well  as  naval  ship- 
yards. 

Section  402 — on  behalf  of  which  the  Cham- 
ber's president  or  an  appointed  representa- 
tive will  go  to  Washington — reads  as  follows: 

"The  Department  of  the  Navy  shall  con- 
struct upon  the  Pacific  Coast  of  the  United 
States  such  vessels  as  the  President  may  de- 
termine to  be  necessary  in  order  to  maintam 
shipyard  facilities  upon  the  Pacific  Coast 
adeci'uate  to  meet  the  requirements  of  na- 
tional security." 

This  is  the  section  that  the  House  Armed 
Services  Committee  struck  out. 

The  Chamber  will  seek  additional  support 
of  this  legislation  by  both  Mayor  Robinson's 
and  Governor  Knight's  committees  on  ship- 
building, and  by  individual  members  of  the 
San  Francisco  Chamber. 

On  the  super-carrier  matter,  the  Chamber 
pointed  out  that  the  Navy  has  started  a  pro- 
gram of  building  probably  as  many  as  eight 
of  the  Forrestal  class.  .Appropriations  for 
four  have  already  been  made,  and  contracts 
for  them  let  to  yards  all  on  the  Atlantic 
Coast.  Provisions  for  a  fifth  super-carrier 
are  contained  in  the  195.5-56  federal  budget. 
Each  ship  costs  approximately  .$200  million. 

"It  is  expected,"  said  the  Chamber  report, 
"that  these  super-carriers  will  operate  in  the 
Pacific  Ocean  as  well  as  elsewhere,  requiring 
that  the  facilities  and  personnel  of  at  least 
one  Pacific  Coast  yard  should  be  adaptable 
to  their  construction,  maintenance  and  repair. 

"It  is  understood  that  one  of  the  drydocks 
at  the  San  Francisco  Naval  Shipyard  and 
other  facilities  are  readily  adaptable  to 
super-carrier  construction."

The  number  of  persons  entering  and  leaving  San  Francisco  daily  via  private 
automobile  and  public  transit  means  (see  charts  and  arrows  above)  is  ever 
increasing,  according  to  a  study  completed  by  the  Chamber's  Research  Depart- 
ment. Since  1952,  the  gain  has  been  30,13.t.  The  Peninsula  gateway  accounts 
for  49.3  per  cent  of  the  present  total — a  gain  of  7.5  per  cent  in  two  years; 
the  East  Bay  accounts  for  35.8  per  cent — a  gain  of  0.3  per  cent;  and  the 
North  Bay  accounts  for  U.9  per  cent — a  12.7  per  cent  gain. 

Of  the  580,482  total  to  and  from  all  three  areas  daily.  478,870  use  private 
automobiles  and  101,612  use  public  transit  means.  In  1952  these  figures  were, 
respectively,  434.945  and  115,404. 

As  for  the  number  of  vehicles  entering  or  leaving  San  Francisco  daily,  the 
total  is  272,492—145,000  Peninsula,  86,860  East  Bay  and  40.635  North  Bay.

GENERAL  BUSINESS  ACTIVITY  REPORT  THROUGH  FEBRUARY,  1955 


TREND 

Continued  v.-idespread  improvement  in  San 
Francisco  and  Bay  Area  business  over  a  year 
ago  is  confirmed  by  the  current  survey  of  the 
Chamber's  Research  Department.  In  Feb- 
ruary, as  in  the  preceding  month,  every 
major  field  of  activity  exceeded  last  year's 
level  including  construction,  real  estate, 
trade,  financial  transactions,  utilities,  and 
all  forms  of  transportation.  Our  business 
activity  inde.x  at  123.8  represented  a  new 
high  for  February  and  was  2A9r  above  last 
year;  the  average  for  the  first  two  months 
was  up  i.'i'/i. 

EMPLOYMENT 

Employment  increases  over  February  last 
year  occurred  in  seven  out  of  ten  industry 
groups  in  the  six-county  metropolitan  area 
and  total  employment  at  991,300  was  only 
slightly  (0.2%)  below  February  last  year. 
On  the  up  side,  construction  employment 
rose  2','r  to  60.700  employees;  finance,  real 
estate  and  insurance  0.5'r  to  64,800;  retail 
trade,  0.8%  to  169,500;  wholesale  trade,  0.3' r 
to  71,300;  service,  2.5%  to  214,000;  and  agri- 
culture, 4% ,  to  18,100  employees.  Govern- 
ment employment  settled  1.7%  to  85,100; 
transportation,  communication  and  utilities 
settled  2.2%  to  108,000;  and  manufacturing. 
3.4%  to  197,700.  February  six-county  un- 
employment amounted  to  5.2%  of  the  labor 
force  compared  to  5.3'/  of  a  year  ago. 

CONSTRUCTION   AND   REAL   ESTATE 

Dwelling  starts  in  the  Bay  Area  (0  coun- 
ties) during  January  and  February  led  simi- 
lar periods  last  year  by  more  than  a  third 
and  totalled  5,952,  but  Bay  Region  (13  coun- 
ty) estimated  population  increase  in  the  next 
five  years  indicates  a  need  of  about  .S28,00li 
dwelling  units  or  an  average  annual  oppor- 
tunity for  about  59,000  dwelling  units  com- 
pared to  the  average  production  of  about 
44.000  in  the  past  five  years  and  nearly 
50,000  in  1954. 

San  Francisco  building  permits  authorized 
in  February  of  .$4,744,284  was  165%  above 
last  February;  residential  accounted  for 
$2,O02,'2O0;  non-residential  for  $1,316,320; 
and  additions,  alterations  and  repairs  for 
$1,425,764.  Real  estate  activity  in  San  Fran- 
cisco continued  to  roll  ahead  of  a  year  ago 
with  the  first  two  months  up  13.4%  and  loans 
on  San  Francisco  real  estate  66%  above  a 
year  ago. 

FINANCE 

February  bank  debits  in  the  five  Kay  .Ar"^ 
cities  reported  by  the  Federal  Reserve  Brnk 
amounted  to  $3,823,048,000,  an  increase  of 
$142  million,  or  3.9%.  Most  other  metropoli- 
tan areas  in  the  12th  Federal  Reserve  District 
reported  stronger  increases  with  the  Dis- 
trict's transactions  up  9%.  San  Francisco 
Stock  Exchange  transactions  in  February 
continued  to  overshadow  those  of  a  year  ago 
with  an  increase  of  54'^  in  number  of  shares 
traded  and  66' r  in  market  value  bringing 
the  gains  for  the  first  two  months  to  64%  and 
84'/  respectively.  Dun  and  Bradstreet  re- 
ported 14  commercial  failures  in  San  Fran- 
cisco in  February  with  liabilities  of  $86fi,6.'fO 
and  assets  of  $763,669.  The  four  largest 
involved  a  toy  concern,  a  food  distribution 
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concern,   a  bakery  end  an  electric  concern. 

TRADE 

Department  and  apparel  store  sales  in  the 
San  Francisco-Oakland  metropolitan  area 
were  above  the  gains  reported  for  California 
and  the  12th  Federal  Reserve  District  in  Feb- 
ruary and  the  first  two  months.  Metropolitan 
.'\rea  di'])artment  stores  were  up  I'i'/r  in  Feb- 
ruary and  11';  for  the  two  months  compared 
to9'(  and9'f  respectively  in  California  and 
17c  and9'r  respectively  for  the  12th  District. 
.A.pparel  store  sales  in  the  Metropolitan  Area 
were  up  5'/   and  8'/   respectively  compared 


to  5'f  and  6'.  in  California  and  4'<  and  7% 
in  the  12th  District.  Large  retail  store  sales 
in  San  Francisco  reported  by  the  Bureau  of 
the  Census  for  January  reveal  motor  vehicle 
sales  329/  above  a  year  ago,  department  and 
apparel  stores  and  grocery  stores,  all  4%, 
and  lumber  and  building  materials,  33%. 

TRANSPORTATION 

February  reports  from  the  transportation 
field  also  revealed  continued  improvements 
over  last  year.  San  Francisco  Airport  plane 
traffic  increased  17.5' r  and  passenger  traffic 
22.2' r;  air  mail  poundage  rose  26.4%r,  air 
express,  16.4%  and  air  freight,  53. 8'^.  Truck 
movements  increased  6.9'*  ,  freight  car  move- 
ments, 1.2%,  Bay  Bridge  vehicle  traffic, 
0.4'r,  and  Golden  Gate  Bridge,  9.4'/.  Out-of- 
state  vehicles  entering  Northern  California 
gateways  in  February  were  4.5%  above  a 
year  ago. 

UTILITIES 

February  industrial  and  commercial  gas 
sales  in  San  Francisco  increased  6. 9'/  and 
electrical  energy,  2.2'//,  but  residential  water 
and  commercial  and  industrial  water  con- 
sumption were  both  off  2.2%. 

FOOD   PRICES 

February  food  prices  in  San  Francisco 
were  0.6'//  above  January  and  0.4'//  above 
February  last  year.

The  building,  with  525,U0(I  square  feet  of 
space  plus  parking  facilities,  would  be  com- 
pleted in  about  two  and  a  half  years.  The 
project  must  be  approved  by  the  Bureau  of 
the  Budget  and  Congress.

5.    "Field  men  from  San  Francisco  com- 
panies should  be  encouraged  to  play  active 
roles  in  local   Bakersfield  organizations,  en-

"The  people  of  the  Bay  Area  are  interested 
in  conservation  of  water — not  in  barriers 
alone,"  the  San  Francisco  Chamber  declared 
this  week  in  urging  passage  of  legislation 
aimed  at  an  over-all  solution  to  water  re- 
sources problems  instead  of  emphasis  on 
barriers  or  any  other  specific  means. 

Senate  Bill  1488  and  Assembly  Bill  24.38, 
introduced  at  the  Chamber's  request  and  now 
pending,  would  provide  for  a  "full  and  com- 
prehensive study  outlining  development  of 
the  water  resources  of  all  nine  Bay  Area 
counties,  regardless  of  whether  salinity  con- 
trol barriers  are  found  to  be  feasible,"  ac- 
cording to  the  Chamber. 

Col.  B.  C.  AUin,  consulting  engineer  and 
Chairman  of  the  Chamber's  Technical  Proj- 
ects Committee,  said  the  bills  represent  the 
first  official  Bay  Area  action  in  history  aimed 
at  securing  adequate  water  resource  plans 
for  the  entire  nine  counties.  He  said  passage 
of  the  legislation  is  "imperative  for  the  fu- 
ture of  tile  area." 

"What  the  people  want,"  Allin  declared, 
"is  legislative  commitments  of  the  state  to 
provide  the  best  means  of  attaining  water 
resource  security — the  best  means  to  be  de- 
termined by  the  state. 

"It  is  unfortunate,"  he  said,  "that  the  San 
Francisco  Chamber  of  Commerce's  efforts  for 
eight  years  or  more  to  have  a  proper  study 
and  plan  of  water  supply  developed  for  the 
area  have  been  frustrated  by  partisan  in- 
clinations toward  barriers  and  other  specific 
schemes.  However,  now  is  the  time  to  get 
action,  and  the  Chamber  is  seeking  area-wide 
support  of  this  legislation."

The  Chamber's  Board  of  Directors  has 
voted  to  support  enactment  of  four  proposals 
before  the  State  Legislature  to  clarify  work- 
men's compensation  awards  under  the  Lever- 
ing Act.  oppose  proposals  for  expansion  of 
benefits,  and  oppose  establishment  of  a  State 
Labor  Relations  Board. 

.At  the  request  of  Vincent  Cullinan.  Chair- 
man of  the  Chamber's  Legislative  and  Na- 
tions .Affairs  Section,  the  Board  of  Directors 
voted  to: 

1.  Approve  enactment  of  A.I!.  HI  14  which 
would  add  Section  4f.fi4  of  the  Labor  Code. 
Section  4fifi4  would  provide  thrt  in  any  case 
where  it  is  claimed  that  disability  resulted 
from  a  disease  either  caused  or  aggravated 
by  the  employment,  any  party  would  be  en- 
titled, on  demand,  to  special  findings  of  fact 
as  to  extent  and  portion  of  such  disease,  if 
any:  (1)  existing  prior  to  the  injury;  (2)  di- 
rectly attributable  to  the  injury;  and  (.3)  de- 
veloping subsequent  to  the  injury,  but  inde- 
pendent thereof. 

2.  Approve  enactment  of  A.B.  :5115, 
amending  Section  4750  of  the  Labor  Code, 
which  provides  that  an  employee  suffering 
from  a  previous  permanent  disability  or  im- 
pairment who  sustains  a  permanent  injury 
thereafter  shall  not  receive  compensation  for 
the  later  injury  in  excess  of  the  compensa- 
tion allowed  for  the  injury  by  itself  and  not 
in  conjunction  with  the  previous  disability. 


Industrial  Expansion  for  First  Two  Months 
Reaches  Next  -  to  -  Highest  Level  Ever  Recorded 


Industrial  development  in  the  San  Francisco 
Bay  Region  for  the  first  two  months  of  1955 
rose  to  the  highest  level  ever  recorded  with 
the  exception  of  195.3  which  included  the  Ford 
Milpitas  Project,  according  to  a  report  issued 
this  week  by  the  Chamber's  Industrial  De- 
partment. Eighty-eight  projects  with  com- 
mitments of  .?42,9(l4,.325  made  the  two-month 
total  approximately  121)  per  cent  greater 
than  the  same  period  in  1954.  The  dollar 
gain  over  last  year  was  $2.'i,93T.5fi5. 

San  Francisco  County  in  these  same  two 
months  recorded  S833,OIMI.  Four  more  proj- 
ects than  in  January  and  February  of  1954 
were  recorded,  and  72  new  jobs  were  created. 

"Surely,  with  such  an  assuring  start  and 
the  magnitude  of  n^any  of  these  projects — 
chief  among  them.  Standard  Oil  and  duPont 
— we  can  look  forward  to  an  exceptional 
year,"  said  John  B.  Watson.  Chairman  of  the 
Industrial  Advisory  Committee. 

"This  report  forecasts  a  great  economic 
future  in  which  all  of  the  people  of  the  Bay 
Region  will  share." 

The  recorded  statistics  for  the  48  counties 
comprising  Northern  California  attested  to 
the  f.nr-reaching  effects  of  such  development. 
There  were  1118  projects  committing  S4li,- 
1()4.S51— more  than  twice  that  of  1954.

The  Chamber  through  its  Transportation  De- 
partment is  currently  studying  a  proposal  by 
the  Public  Utilities  Commission  to  create  a 
San  Francisco  Bay  Drayage  Area  in  the  en- 
tire territory  bounded  by  San  Francisco, 
Richmond  and  San  Jose,  subject  to  new 
freight  classifications  and  rate  structure. 

Walter  A.  Rohde,  Transportation  Depart- 
ment Manager,  was  authorized  by  the  Cham- 
ber's Board  to  attend  the  initial  hearing  on 
the  proposal,  P.U.C.  Case  5441,  April  fi  in 
San  Francisco.  Rohde's  staff  is  now  studying 
the  matter,  preparing  to  formulate  conclu- 
sions and  suggest  Chamber  policy  prior  to  a 
second  hearing  in  approximately  one  month. 

"The  proposal  is  of  revolutionary  charac- 
ter and  has  many  ramifications,"  said  Rohde. 

Other  recent  Chamber  action  in  the  field  of 
transportation  included  agreement  by  the 
Board  of  Directors  to  oppose  H.R.  765  deal- 
ing with  freight  and  transportation  charges 
by  manufacturers.

Chamber  Takes  Position 
On  Aviation  Legislation 


Support  of  two  bills  in  the  current  State 
Legislature  affecting  the  aviation  industry, 
A.B.  ;3737  and  A.C.R.  44,  and  opposition  to  a 
third,  A.B.  2996,  were  announced  last  week 
by  the  Chamber. 

A.B.  3737  would  amend  the  Alcoholic  Bev- 
erage Act  so  as  to  permit  the  issuance  of 
general  licenses  to  airline  companies.  Pres- 
ently, according  to  Clay  Bernard,  chairman 
of  the  Chamber's  Aviation  Section,  the  law 
is  "hazy"  as  to  jurisdiction  of  the  Alcoholic 
Beverage  Control   Board  over  the  airlines. 


The  Chainber  has  reaffirmed  support  of 
voluntary  fair  employment  practices  in  op- 
position to  compulsory  fair  employment 
practices  as  embodied  in  three  bills  now 
before  the  state  legislature — S.B.  1765,  A.B. 
1868  and  A.B.  971. 

The  Chamber  has  cooperated  actively  with 
San  Francisco  employer  groups  in  behalf  of 
the  voluntary  employment  practices  pro- 
grams, according  to  a  report  submitted  by 
James  B.  Du  Prau,  Chairman  of  the  Manu- 
facturers Committee.  "We  have  found  San 
Francisco  employers  in  general  to  be  in  sym- 
pathy with  voluntary  fair  employment  prac- 
tices and  desirous  of  cooperating  in  behalf 
of  fair  practices,"  the  report  stated.

done  under  the  Workmen's  Compensation 
statute  pending  action  of  the  Commission 
approving  or  disapproving  the  compromise. 

4.  Approve  enactment  of  A.B.  3117,  add- 
'ng  to  Section  4453  of  the  Labor  Code  a  pro- 
vision that  where  the  employee  has  worked 
intennittently,  irregularly  or  less  than  full 
time  during  the  52  weeks  immediately  pre- 
ceding his  injury,  it  shall  be  presumed  that 
his  average  weekly  earnings  do  not  exceed 
't,o  of  his  actual  earnings  during  that  period. 

5.  Oppose  S.B.  418  and  A.B.  911  providing 
for  expansion  of  benefits  of  Sections  3212, 
3212.5.  4850  and  4851  of  the  Labor  Code  to  ■ 
deputies  and  agents  of  the  Labor  Commis- 
sioner who  are  engaged  in  law  enforcement 
service,  and  to  deputy  sheriffs,  marshals,  con- 
stables and  their  deputies. 

At  the  request  of  the  Chamber's  Manufac- 
turers Committee,  the  Board  voted  to  oppose 
A.B.  2044  and  A.B.  2173  which  provide  for 
establishment  of  a  State  Labor  Relations 
Board.  Establishment  of  such  a  board  would  ! 
tend  to  break  down  the  effectiveness  of  pres- 
nt  labor-management  negotiation  associa- 
tions, the  Chamber  contends. 


A.C.R.  44  would  create  a  joint  interim  i 
■•ommittee  to  make  a  complete  study  of  the  ' 
Jalifornia  aviation  field,  including  such  i 
questions  as  continuation  and  financing  of 
the  California  Aeronautics  Commission. 

\.B.  2296,  which  the  Chamber  is  opposing, 
would  give  the  State  Public  Utilities  Com- 
mission additional  regulatory  powers  over 
commercial  air  transportation  within  the 
state.

Bills  to  Increase  Municipal 
Court  Pay  Opposed  by  C  of  C 


Opposition  to  legislation  fixing  new  salary 
rates  for  employees  of  the  municipal  court 
in  San  Francisco  has  been  voted  by  the  San 
Francisco  Chamber  after  studying  a  Munici- 
pal Conference  report  showing  that  the  in- 
creases would  be  "unfair  to  the  taxpayer 
and  other  city  employees." 

Opposition  to  salary  increases  embodied 
in  S.B.  593  and  .\.B.  806  is  based  on  the  fact 
that  the  rates  proposed  for  municipal  court 
employees  are  substantially  higher  than  the 
salaries  for  personnel  performing  similar  or 
comparable  work  in  other  departments  of 
the  city  and  county  governments. 


On  the  heels  of  approval  by  the  Board  of 
Supervisors  of  the  Chamber's  proposal  to 
irclaim  tidelands  between  Hunters  Point  and 
the  county  line,  Thos.  J.  Mellon,  Chamber 
President,  pledged  last  week  to  call  137  tide- 
lands  property  owners  to  a  special  meeting 
to  move  the  project  along. 

"At  this  meeting  (to  be  held  in  the  near 
future)  we  can  take  the  next  logical  step," 
said  Mr.  Mellon,  "which  is  to  determine  the 
desires  cf  the  property  owners  and  others 
whose  land  is  held  by  title  insurance  com- 
panies, regarding  reclamation  of  some  600 
acres." 

He  commended  the  Supervisors'  move,  say- 
ing, "This  is  the  type  of  progressive  action 
that  assures  .San  Francisco's  future  as  the 
industrial  and  business  center  of  the  West." 

Both  the  Chamber  and  the  Supervisors  are 
in  complete  agreement  regarding  the  priority 
of  private  enterprise  in  reclamation  of  the 
tidelands.  An  investigation  is  now  being 
made  to  determine  whether  it  will  be  neces- 
sary to  have  legislation  introduced  at  the 
present  session  of  the  Legislature  to  facili- 
tate the  project. 

The  tidelands  project  was  recommended 
January  20  of  this  year  from  a  report  sub- 
mitted by  the  Industrial  Development  Com- 
mittee chairmanned  by  James  Q.  Brett.

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GENERAL  BUSINESS  ACTIVITY  REPORT  THROUGH  MARCH,  1955 


Around-the-Bay  Trend 

General  Business  Activity  throughout  the 
Bay  Region  attained  the  best  March  level  in 
history  and  continued  to  reveal  wide  spread 
improvement.  First  quarter  activity,  likewise 
established   a  new   record  for  that   period. 

Around-the-bay,  progress  is  on  the  march. 
In  the  Peninsula,  in  the  East  Bay  and  the 
North  Bay — new  subdivisions,  new  homes, 
new  families,  new  businesses  and  shopping 
centers,  new  cultural  and  recreational  facili- 
ties, new  and  expanding  industries,  new  and 
improved  roads  and  highways  stand  out  in 
bold  relief  to  support  the  analytical  reports 
which  but  briefly  indicate  the  significance 
of  the  growth  and  numerous  developments 
under  way  in  these  areas. 

Home  builders  in  March  in  the  nine-county 
area  reported  5,(120  dwelling  unit  starts,  the 
highest  on  record,  and  2,060  above  February 
and  2,012  above  March  last  year,  bringing 
the  first  quarter  total  to  10,972  units,  or  50'  f 
ahead  of  last  year.  Financial  transactions  of 
five  Bay  Area  cities  in  March  were  up  $518 
million  or  12'f  above  last  year  and  first 
quarter  volume  was  up  8.3'/< .  Metropolitan 
trea  department  store  March  sales  were  up 
12''/<  and  first  quarter,  ll'/'r.  Out-of-state 
travelers  entering  Northern  California  dur- 
ing March  increased  11.2';  and  first  quarter 
travel  was  up  Ifi.V/r.  Freight  car  movements, 
truck  traffic,  bridge  traffic,  airport  traffic, 
all  likewise  experienced  sharp  increases  dur- 
ing March  and  the  first  quarter  over  last 
year.  Merchant  wholesaler  sales  on  the 
Pacific  Coast  during  the  first  two  months 
were  up  12';<  compared  to  6%  in  the  nation. 

March  total  employment  in  the  six-county 
metropolitan  area  at  993,600  represented  a 
modest  increase  over  February  and  a  slight 
increase  over  March  last  year.  Construction, 
trade,  and  service  industry  groups  all  re- 
ported increases  over  last  year,  but  the  trans- 
portation, communication  and  utility  and 
manufacturing  industry  groups  reported 
small  declines.  The  financial,  real  estate  and 
insurance  group  and  agricultural  group  re- 
mained at  about  the  same  level  as  a  year  ago. 

Unemployment  was  down  8,200  from  a 
year  ago  to  50,000  in  the  six-county  metro- 
politan area  or  4.8'yf  of  the  total  labor  force 
compared  to  5.2'/c  in  February  and  S-S":-;  a 
year  ago. 

San  Francisco  Coins  Are  Numerous 

Indicative  of  the  sharp  business  rise  experi- 
enced in  San  Francisco  is  our  Activity  Index 
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which  in  March  rose  to  145  or  8.1 '^v  above 
March  last  year  and  17  9r  above  the  preceding 
months.  The  three  months  average  at  131.5 
was  up  5.6'7r.  In  the  construction  field  in 
March  total  building  permit  value  exceeded 
last  March  by  29.8 '/r  and  residential  value 
soared  102.2';r  with  the  number  of  dwelling 
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units  provided  for  up  llO'/r.  Real  estate 
deeds  recorded  were  up  5.8%  and  value  of 
mortgages  and  deedsof  trust  recorded  24.6''/^. 
Department  store  sales  advanced  6.3 '/f   and 


financial  transactions  11.3'/r  with  a  volume 
of  stock  exchange  transactions  up  'ZO.l'/h  in 
number  and  48.89r  in  market  value.  Liabili- 
ties of  commercial  failuies  were  down  24.5'%.

In  the  utility 
field  in  San  Francisco,  industrial  and  com- 
mercial gas  sales  were  8.1',r  over  last  March, 
electrical  energy  sales  2.2',/  and  industrial 
and  comiTiercial  water  consuinption,  (1.2'/r. 
Bay  Bridge  traffic  increased  5.69^^  and  Golden 
Gate  Bridge  traffic  14.2',r.  Tourist  and  settler 
inquiries  received  by  the  San  Francisco 
Chamber  of  Commerce  during  March  and  the 
first  quarter  were  up  169f .

March  consumer  prices  in  San  Francisco 
according  to  the  U.S.  Departinent  of  Labor 
index  at  115.6  was  0.89f  below  last  year. 
Food  prices  were  down  0.19* ,  apparel,  0.494, 
housing,  1.97r,  transportation,  l.SVc,  per- 
sonal care,  1.994  and  miscellaneous  O-B'/r.

CHAMBER  ADOPTS  AIR  POLLUTION  CONTROL  POLICY. 
OPPOSES  TWELVE  BILLS,  URGES  REGIONAL  APPROACH 


Support  Given  P.G.  &  E. 
Trinity  Riier  Proposal 


In  a  move  designed  to  eliminate  the  "emo- 
tional approach"  contained  in  some  of  the 
42  bills  before  the  State  Legislature  relating 
to  air  pollution  control,  the  San  Francisco 
Chamber  has  adopted  a  policy  calling  for 
control  on  a  regional  basis  under  the  direc- 
tion of  city  and  county  governments. 

Acting  on  reports  from  the  Chamber's 
Technical  Projects  Committee,  the  Board  of 
Directors  voted  to: 

1.  Support  legislation  which  recognizes 
that  the  only  practical  approach  to  the  con- 
trol of  air  pollution  is  the  regional  (multi- 
county)  one,  and  which  provides  for  coordi- 
nated regulation  by  city  and  county  govern- 
ments, through  authority  now  properly  in- 
vested in  those  governments,  without  giving 
police  powers  to  any  newly  created  air  pollu- 
tion control  agency. 

2.  Oppose  any  proposed  legislation  which 
would  require,  as  means  to  control  air  pollu- 
tion, devices  not  yet  adequately  proven 
effective. 

3.  Advocate  that  any  money  appropriated 
by  the  State  Legislature  for  research  in  the 
field  of  air  pollution  should  be  allocated  to 
a  commission  made  up  of  an  unbiased  group 
of  individuals  with  backgrounds  in  technical 
research.  The  commission  should  be  respon- 
sible for  the  allocation  of  such  appropriation 
to  individual  agencies  or  organizations,  gov- 
ernment or  private,  after  a  competent  evalua- 
tion of  the  facilities  of  each  to  determine 
which  are  best  qualified  to  carry  on  research 
in  the  various  phases  of  the  air  pollution 
problem. 

The  Technical  Projects  Committee  reports, 
signed  by  Chairman  B.  C.  AUin,  pointed  out 
that  in  the  current  studies  of  air  pollution 
the  greatest  problem  is  still  to  determine 
what  needs  to  be  controlled.  John  0.  Ciprico 
heads  the  Chamber's  Air  Pollution  Sub- 
Committee. 

Air  pollution  is  not  confined  to  the  bounda- 
ries of  individual  cities  or  counties,  and  con- 
trol cannot  be  accomplished  by  voluntary 
means,  the  report  stated. 

"It  will  be  necessary,"  the  report  warned, 
"to  make  available  comparatively  large  sums 
of  money  to  carry  on  research  in  the  several 
phases  of  the  air  pollution  problem."  Alloca- 
tion of  the  money  should  be  the  responsibility 
of  a  group  of  unbiased  and  technically  quali- 
fied persons.

The  Chamber  opposes  the  bills  because 
they  either  appropriate  excessive  or  insuffi- 
cient amounts  of  money,  remove  control 
from  the  local  level,  or  would  require  the  use 
of  nonexistent  devices  to  control  exhaust  on 
automobiles.

Support  of  the  Pacific  Gas  and  Electric  Com- 
pany's proposal  to  construct  all  power  gen- 
eration and  transmission  facilities  as  part 
of  the  planned  Trinity  River  project,  at  a 
saving  of  $50,000,000  to  the  federal  treasury, 
was  voted  last  week  by  the  San  Francisco 
Chamber's  Board  of  Directors. 

The  action  places  the  Chamber  in  dis- 
agreement with  Congressman  Clair  Engle 
of  California,  who  on  March  7  introduced  a 
bill  "to  authorize  the  Secretary  of  the  In- 
terior to  construct,  operate  and  maintain 
Trinity  River  Division,  Central  Valley  Proj- 
ect, California,  under  federal  reclamation 
laws." 

The  Chamber  has  long  advocated  the  de- 
velopment of  natural  resources  by  private 
enterprise  whenever  possible.  This  action 
reaffirms  the  policy. 

At  a  recent  hearing  before  the  House  Com- 
mittee on  Interior  and  Insular  Affairs,  the 
1'.  G.  and  E.  offered  to  construct  all  power 
feneration  and  transmission  facilities  of  the 
Trinity  River  Project  entirely  at  its  own 
expense. 

■■\ccording  to  a  report  submitted  by  B.  C. 
.Allin,  Chairman  of  the  Chamber's  Technical 
I'liijects  Committee,  the  company  has  devel- 
iiped  plans  insuring  that,  if  permitted  to  be- 
c  "iiie  a  partner  in  the  project,  "construction 
of  this  needed  water  conservation  facility 
can  be  accomplished  with  the  least  cost  to  the 
federal  taxpayers  and  with  maximum  benefits 
to  California  water  users." 

A  study  of  the  P.  G.  and  E.  proposal  by 
the  Water  Subcommittee  of  the  Chamber's 
Technical  Project  Committee  submitted  by 
D.  I.  Anzini,  revealed  that  many  important 
benefits  would  accrue.

GOLDEN  GATE  TRADE  AND  MARITIME  FESTIVAL

The  "compliments  and  thanks"  of  the  San 
Francisco  Chamber  of  Commerce  for  legis- 
lative action  which  removed  the  threat  of  an 
additional  six  or  seven  million  dollars  in  the 
city's  taxes  were  expressed  last  week  in  com- 
munications to  Senator  Robert  I.  McCarthy 
and  Senator  Charles  Brown. 

Chamber  President  Thos.  J.  Mellon  in- 
formed the  legislators  that  the  Chamber 
"appreciates  your  thoughtfulness  in  amend- 
ing SCA  28  to  recognize  that  as  originally 
introduced  it  would  have  had  the  peculiar 
efltect  on  the  City  and  County  of  San  Fran- 
cisco of  exposing  properties  owned  by  it  in 
other  counties  to  imposition  of  some  six  or 
seven  million  dollars   in   additional    taxes." 

SCA  28,  originally  introduced  by  Senator 
Brown,  related  to  taxation  of  city-owned  im- 
provements located  outside  the  city.  Before 
revision  last  week  to  exempt  properties  owned 
by  a  combined  city-county,  the  proposed 
amendment  would  have  allowed  outside  coun- 
ties to  assess  San  Francisco's  Crystal  Springs 
water  properties,  Tuolumne  power  properties 
and  other  properties  having  value  of  about 
$160  million  at  as  high  as  .50  per  cent  of  their 
value.  San  Francisco  heretofore  has  paid 
taxes  on  the  land  which  it  holds  in  areas  out- 
side its  boundaries  simply  at  the  rate  at 
which  the  land  or  property  was  assessed  at 
the  time  of  purchase. 

On  April  28  the  Chamber's  Board  of  Direc- 
tors, acting  on  a  report  signed  by  Tax  Section 
Chairman  F.  B.  Magruder,  voted  to  oppose 
SCA  28  as  originally  written,  and  last  week's 
amending  action  followed.

workable  plan  for  accjuisition  of  the  site. 

Randall  Larson,  Chairman  of  the  Legal  and 
Finance  Subcommittee  of  the  Chamber's  Pro- 
duce Market  Section,  told  the  meeting  that 
"we  want  every  step  to  be  taken  as  rapidly 
as  possible  to  acquire  South  Basin." 

In  the  meantime,  members  of  the  San

Dealers  Association  are  proceeding  with 
plans  to  activate  a  corporation  to  engage  in 
construction  of  a  new  market  for  San  Fran- 
cisco.

The  Chamber's  Board  of  Directors  has  voted 
to  support  A.B.  3788,  "The  Air  Shed  Air 
Pollution  Control  Law,"  now  before  the  State 
legislature  supporting  the  Chamber's  policy 
on  air  pollution  adopted  April  21. 

Aiming  for  elimination  of  the  "emotional 
approach"  contained  in  some  of  the  42  bills 
before  the  legislature  relating  to  air  pollu- 
tion control,  the  Chamber  and  other  propon- 
ents of  A.B.  3788  advocate  control  on  a  re- 
gional basis  without  giving  police  powers  to 
any  newly  created  agency. 

A.B.  3788,  developed  by  the  Contra  Costa 
County  Board  of  Supervisors,  divides  the 
state  into  eight  regions,  consisting  of  not  over 
three  air  basins  each,  for  purposes  of  estab- 
lishing air  pollution  control  districts.  A  dis- 
trict may  be  formed  by  two  or  more  boards  of 
supervisors,  and  the  other  counties  in  the 
basin  or  region  would  then  be  required  to 
join.  The  San  Francisco  area  will  be  known 
as  the  Bay  Air  Shed  with  North  (Marin, 
Sonoma,  Napa,  Solano)  and  South  (Contra 
Costa,  Alameda,  Santa  Clara,  San  Mateo, 
San  Francisco)  air  basins.

Industrial  Arts  at  deYoung  IVIuseum 

In  conjunction  with  World  Trade  Week,  fourteen  countries  are  represented  in  a  special 
exhibition  of  industrial  arts  at  the  M.  H.  deYoung  Memorial  Museum  in  Golden  Gate  Park. 

Primarily  concerned  with  acquainting  the  public  with  the  wealth  and  variety  of  imported 
goods  the  display  also  features  trend-setting  designs  from  around  the  globe  demonstrating  the 
vital  new  role  being  assumed  by  art  in  everyday  living. 

The  exhibition  is  set  up  in  three  museum      ^ 


galleries  as  a  miniature  world  trade  fair 
showing  the  best  of  contemporary  design  in 
the  national  character  of  the  various  partici- 
pating countries.  Represented  are:  Australia. 
Belgium.  Canada.  Denmark,  France,  Ger- 
many. India,  Italy,  Japan,  The  Netherlands, 
Norway.  Pakistan.  Sweden,  and  the  United 
Kingdom. 

From  Sweden  and  Denmark  comes  furni- 
ture superbly  designed  and  executed  for  the 
modern  smaller  rooms  and  lower  ceilings. 
There  is  also  furniture  from  Canada  and  Italy 
including  individual  pieces  by  the  noted  de- 
signer, Giovanni  Ponti. 

A  good  portion  of  the  exhibit  is  devoted  to 
glassware,  highlighted  by  contemporary  de- 
signs in  crystal  by  Daum  and  Baccarat  of 
France,  crystalware  from  Belgium,  and  the  fa- 
mous blown  glass  from  Venice  and  Germany. 

The  traditional  makers  of  fine  dinnerware 
in  England  and  Germany  display  place  set- 
tings, as  do  Italy,  Sweden,  Denmark  and 
Japan. 


The  story  of  the  Australian  mother-of-pearl 
shell  industry  is  depicted  in  photographs  and 
stages  of  manufacture  from  raw  shell  into 
finished  articles. 

Dress  fabrics  include  French  silks,  and  wool- 
ens from  Rodier  and  Lesur  of  France,  Italian 
silks,  richly  colored  saris  from  India,  brocades 
from  Japan,  and  Australian  silks  and  cottons. 
Scarves  and  gloves  from  France,  scarves,  em- 
broidered slippers  and  handbags  from  Paki- 
stan, and  jewelry  from  various  countries  are 
among  the  many  costume  accessories  shown. 

The  exhibition  of  Contemporary  Industrial 
Arts  of  Fourteen  Countries  is  sponsored  by 
Consulates,  Commercial  Officers,  and  Foreign 
Chambers  of  Commerce  of  the  participating 
countries,  and  the  World  Trade  Committee, 
World  Trade  Association  of  the  San  Francisco 
Chamber  of  Commerce.

Support  of  .■Assembly  Constitutional  Amend- 
ment 41,  which  would  prohibit  a  city  or 
county  from  imposing  a  tax  on  net  income, 
has  been  voted  by  the  Chamber's  Board  of 
Directors. 

The  Board  acted  on  a  report  signed  by 
J.  Howard  Patrick,  President  of  the  Cham- 
ber's Retail   Merchants  Association. 

At  present  there  are  federal  and  state  in- 
come tax  forms  to  fill  out,  the  report  stated, 
and  a  city  tax  would  necessitate  three  sets  of 
exemptions,  deductions,  regulations  and  com- 
putations to  file. 

Since  the  tax  would  apply  to  non-residents, 
it  would  tend  to  encourage  off'ices  and  indus- 
try to  move  out  of  a  municipality,  and  could 
lead  to  double  taxation  where  employees  are 
living  in  one  city  and  are  employed  in 
another. 

In  addition,  the  report  stated,  employees 
living  outside  of  the  city  would  retaliate  and 
do  little  or  no  purchasing  of  goods  in  the 
city  where  they  are  employed.

The  San  Francisco  Chamber  has  voted  to  op- 
pose federal  legislation  to  remove  the  retail 
industry  exemption  in  the  Fair  Labor  Stand- 
ards Act. 

The  Chamber's  Board  acted  on  a  report  of 
the  Chamber's  Retail  Merchants  Association 
which  stated  that  "it  would  be  administra- 
tively impossible  to  supervise  1,700,000  retail 
establishments"  now  specifically  exempt  from 
minimum  wage  and  maximum  hours  provi- 
sions of  the  FLSA. 

RMA  President  J.  Howard  Patrick  re- 
ported that  any  legislation  to  remove  or  seri- 
ously modify  the  retail  exemption  in  the 
FLSA  could  result  in  an  increase  in  consumer 
prices,  curtailment  of  retail  services,  or  a 
decrease  in  job  opportunities. 

Retailing  is  primarily  local  in  character, 
Patric'K  said,  and  in  legislation  affecting  re- 
tailing, consumers  should  be  considered  first. 
Application  of  FLSA  to  retailing  would  de- 
crease service  and  increase  prices  artificially. 

.Average  retail  employee  earnings  have 
risen  proportionately  to  employee  earnings 
in  covered  industries,  Patrick  reported,  and 
the  retail  exemption  from  the  FLSA  has  not 
stood  in  the  way  of  the  trend  toward  a  snorter 
work  week  for  retail  employees. 


'First -Victory    in  Pan- Am 
Guatemala  Case  Reported 


Walter  A.  Rohde,  Manager  of  the  Chamber's 
TransportEtion  Department,  last  week  re- 
ported the  initial  victory  in  the  case  of  Pan 
.American  Airway's  application  for  extension 
of  its  Latin  .American  service  to  San  Fran- 
cisco— a  matter  in  which  the  Chamber  has 
been  extremely  active. 

Rohde  reported  that  Chief  Examiner 
Francis  W.  Brown  has  ruled  in  favor  of  Pan 
.American's  serving  San  Francisco  as  a  co- 
terminal  with  Los  Angeles  in  its  Los  Angeles- 
Guatemala  route.  Rohde,  who  in  briefs  and 
appearances  has  actively  defended  San  Fran- 
cesco's position  as  desiring  co-terminal  status, 
said  the  final  decision  will  be  rendered  shortly 
by  the  Civil  Aeronautics  Board  but  that  the 
Examiner'j  opinion  is  a  "favorable  sign."

Maloney,  the  bill  would  permit  some  100  or 
more  owners  of  the  land  involved  to  form 
a  Hunters  Point  Reclamation  District.  Plans 
call  for  the  financing  of  the  development  by 
the  private  owners. 

The  Chamber  sparked  the  reclamation 
plan  last  year,  and  Chamber  representatives 
have  been  active  in  pushing  the  program  in 
the   stale   legislature.

Bradford  to  Speak  at  Luncheon 


Robert  B.  Bradford,  regional  director  of  the 
General  Services  Administration  in  San 
Francisco  which  annually  spends  some 
.'?8.5,000,000,  will  give  a  "Report  to  the  Tax- 
payer" at  a  Chamber-sponsored  luncheon 
Wednesday,  June  8,  in  the  Italian  Room  of 
the  St.  Francis  Hotel.

Bradford,  whose  GSA  region 
includes  Arizona,  California,  Nevada,  Hawaii 
and  the  Pacific  Islands,  is  one  of  the  out- 
standing government  administrators  in  the 
West.

President  Thos.  J.  Mellon  has  been  author- 
ized by  the  Chamber's  Board  of  Directors  to 
appoint  a  committee  for  the  purpose  of 
I'valuating  and  selecting  a  consulting  firm  to 
make  an  economic  survey  of  the  present 
wholesale  produce  market  area.  The  com- 
mittee will  provide  basic  data  for  prepara- 
tion of  a  preliminary  redevelopment  plan 
by  the  City  Planning  Department. 

Designed  "to  get  the  project  off  dead  cen- 
ler,"  the  technical  study  would  determine 
the  most  desirable  and  economically  logical 
re-use  of  the  28-block  area.  .Since  the  city 
agency  is  not  in  a  position  to  develop  the 
desired  data,  the  Chamber's  Civic  Develop- 
ment Committee  recommended  engaging  a 
consulting  firm. 

Meanwhile,  both  the  Chamber  and  the 
city's  Board  of  Supervisors  have  taken  ac- 
tion to  delay  federal  government  action  on 
the  South  Basin  area,  the  proposed  new  pro- 
duce market  site.  The  Public  Housing  Ad- 
ministration has  been  requested  to  halt  for 
six  months  (1)  the  sale  and  demolition 
of  temporary  war  housing  in  South  Basin 
and  (2)  the  return  of  privately  owned 
leased  lands  to  the  owners. 

The  delay  is  necessary  in  order  that  the 
city  may  take  the  required  steps  under  the 
California  Community  Redevelopment  Law- 
for  the  redevelopment  of  the  area,  Chamber 
President  Mellon  pointed  out. 


Quarterly  Industrial  Growth 
Doubles  Last  Year's  Figures 


First  quarter  industrial  development  in  the 
San  Francisco  Bay  Region  surpassed  the 
like  period  in  1954  by  more  than  100  per 
cent,  the  Chamber's  Industrial  Department 
reported  this  week.  A  $67,477,725  commit- 
ment by  industry  is  the  next-to-greatest 
first  quarter  amount  since  the  end  of  World 
War  II. 

In  the  month  of  March,  industry  an- 
nounced 15  projects  in  San  Francisco — one 
new  plant  at  $25,000  and  14  expansions  at 
$554,200.  The  projects  created  4;j  employ- 
ment opportunities.  Hamm's  Brewing  Com- 
pany and  Soule  Steel  Company  accounted 
for  the  two  largest  projects. 

March  in  the  San  Francisco  Bay  Region 
accounted  for  10  new  plants  at  $644,200  and 
:!9  expansions  at  $23,929,200.  The  largest 
single  project  was  that  of  Tidewater  Asso- 
ciated Oil  Company  at  its  Avon  site. 

The  48  counties  comprising  Northern 
California  also  set  a  fir.st  quarter  record 
comparable  to  the  Bay  Region.  In  March, 
industry  committed  $674,200  for  12  new 
plants,  and  $27,685,011  for  65  expansions.

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GENERAL  BUSINESS  ACTIVITY  REPORT  THROUGH  APRIL,  1955 


Around-the-Boy  Trend 

April  and  the  first  fourth  months  general 
business  activity  in  San  Francisco  and  the 
Bay  Region  were  at  new  highs  for  these 
periods. 

Around-the-bay  financial  transactions  — 
five  bay  cities — in  April  exceeded  last  year's 
by  $281.5  million  or  T.S^r,  and  the  four 
months'  cumulative  increased  $1.3  billion,  or 
8.1',/  above  a  year  ago.  Dwelling  unit  starts 
in  the  nine-county  area  reached  a  new  high 
for  April  at  4,550  and  were  1,015  above  April 
last  year.  The  four  months  total  of  15,584 
units  were  43.4%  above  a  year  ago.  Depart- 
ment store  sales  for  San  Francisco-Oakland 
metropolitan  area  topped  last  April  by  87o 
and  the  four  months  total  was  10%  above  a 
year  ago  compared  to  6%  and  9%  respec- 
tively in  California.  April  apparel  store  sales 
in  the  Metropolitan  Area  were  up  2%  and  7% 
respectively. 

Taxable  retail  sales  during  1954  in  the  nine 
bay  counties  amounted  to  $3,843,415,000,  an 
increase  of  $1.7  million  over  1953.  The  three 
Peninsula  county  sales  of  $2,206,749,000 
were  up  $28,066,000  and  accounted  for  57.4% 
of  the  nine-county  total  compared  to  56.7'.; 
in  1953. 

Freight  car  movements  during  April  and 
the  first  four  months  in  the  San  Francisco- 
Oakland  switching  limits  were  up  8.2'/r  and 
3.8'/r  respectively.  Truck  movements  over 
the  bridges  increased  5.7'/r  during  April  and 
7.4'/r  for  the  four  months  period.  Vehicle 
crossings  on  the  Bay  Bridge  were  up  4.8 '/r 
during  April  and  3.9'a  for  the  four  months 
period  and  on  the  Golden  Gate  Bridge,  8.1 '/r 
and  10.1%  respectively.  During  April  54,281 
out-of-state  passenger  vehicles  entered 
Northern  California,  a  gain  of  7.3%  over  last 
April  and  the  first  four  months  entries  were 
up  13.8'/r.  Merchant  wholesalers  sales  on 
the  Pacific  Coast  during  the  first  three 
months  were  up  9%  compared  to  T/r  in  the 
United  States.  All  lines  reflected  good  gains 
during  the  three  months  period.  The  gain 
in  sales  of  electrical,  hardware,  furniture  and 
home  furnishings  lines  were  nearly  three 
times  that  reported  for  the  nation.  During 
this  same  period,  the  increase  in  dry  goods 
sales  was  seven  times  the  increase  of  the 
nation. 

April  employment  in  the  San  Francisco- 
Oakland  metropolitan  area  at  1,008,400  rep- 
resented an  increase  of  8,200  over  March  and 
7,900  over  April  last  year.  Every  industry 
group  reported  improvement  in  employment 
in  April  over  March  and  seven  out  of  ten 
industry  groups  in  the  area  exceeded  the 
April  level  of  a  year  ago.  Those  slightly 
below  were  manufacturing,  transportation, 
communications  and  utilities  and  govern- 
ment. However,  in  the  non-durable  division 
of    manufacturing    April    employment   was 


above  April  last  year.  Unemployment  in 
April  dropped  to  4.1  Or  of  the  total  labor 
force.

April  business  activity  in  San  Francisco 
established  a  new  April  high.  Our  business 
activity  index  at  131.6  represented  an  in- 
crease of  5.7%  over  last  April  and  the  four 


months  average  of  131.5  was  5.6%o  ahead  of 
last  year.  In  San  Francisco  at  the  end  of  the 
first  four  months,  the  value  of  total  construc- 
tion authorized  was  up  20.9'/r  with  residen- 
tial value  up  32.9%  and  non-residential  2.5% 
Additions,  alterations  and  repairs  were  up 
30. 3'/!-,  real  estate  deeds  recorded  11.9%,  re- 
tail department  store  sales  5.1%,  bank  debits, 
7%  and  San  Francisco  Stock  Exchange  trans- 
actions, 45''J  and  the  market  value  56.5% ;  the 
number  of  commercial  failures  increased 
12.3%  and  the  liabilities  4.T/c.  Revenue  ton- 
nage through  the  port  of  San  Francisco  dur- 
ing the  first  four  months  compared  to  a  same 
period  last  year  was  up  4.8'/r  and  foreign 
tonnage  5.2'/r..  Industrial  and  commercial 
gas  sales  increased  6.8%)  and  electrical 
energy  sales  3'/r  during  the  same  period,  but 
commercial  and  industrial  water  consump- 
tion settled  2'.v.  Written  inquiries  at  the 
Chamber  of  Commerce  from  tourists  and 
settlers  during  the  first  four  months  were 
9.4%  over  the  same  period  last  year.  Con- 
sumer retail  food  price  index  for  April  at 
113.5  was  0.4 '/c  below  April  a  year  ago. 


SURVEY  OF  BUSINESS  CONDITIONS  IN  SAN  FRANCISCO 
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Mining  Committee  Vrges 
Revision  of  Legislation 
To  Remove  Abuse  of  Laws 


Revision  of  existing  Federal  mining  legisla- 
tion to  remove  the  primary  causes  of  abuse 
of  the  laws  is  being  supported  by  the  San 
Francisco  Chamber. 

After  hearing  a  report  signed  by  Mining 
Committee  Chairman  Phil  R.  Bradley,  Jr., 
the  Chamber's  Board  of  Directors  last  week 
agreed  to  support  Congressional  legislation 
embodied  in  HR  5561  and  S.  171.3. 

The  proposed  legislation  would  remove  the 
primary  causes  of  abuse  of  existing  mining 
laws  and  provide  for  the  multiple  use  of  the 
"surface  of  mining  claims  hereafter  located 
prior  to  patent."  At  the  same  time,  the  legis- 
lation would  guarantee  the  miner  his  full 
rights  for  prospecting  and  developing  and 
the  same  rights  upon  patenting  of  his  claim 
as  if  these  measures  were  not  enacted. 

A  further  accomplishment  of  the  legisla- 
tion would  be  to  halt  that  type  of  abuse 
which  results  in  destruction  of  timber  and 
other  natural  resources  on  the  public  lands. 

Thousands  of  claim.s  of  dubious  legality  to 
the  public  lands  have  been  filed  ostensibly 
for  mining  purposes,  when  actually  the  intent 
was  to  obtain  valuable  timber,  sites  for  sum- 
mer cabins,  hot-dog  stands  and  filling  sta- 
tions, according  to  the  Chamber. 


Pan-Atlantic  Supported  in 
Bid  for  Coastal  Service 


The  San  Francisco  Chamber  is  supporting 
the  applications  of  the  Pan-Atlantic  Steam- 
ship Corporation  for  authority  to  take  over 
the  intercoastal  service  formerly  operated 
by  the  Waterman  Steamship  Corporation. 
The  line  gives  freight  and  limited  passenger 
service  between  Bay  Area  ports  and  several 
on  the  east  and  south  coasts  of  the  nation. 

Acting  on  a  report  s'gned  by  D.  .J.  McGan- 
ney.  Chairman  of  the  Chamber's  Transporta- 
tion Committee,  the  Chamber's  Board  of  Di- 
rectors instructed  Transportation  Depart- 
ment Manager  Walter  ,-\.  Rohde  to  inform 
the  Interstate  Commerce  Commission  of  the 
Chamber's  position.  Rohde,  in  a  wire  to  the 
I.C.C.,  urged  prompt  granting  of  authority 
to  Pan-.Atlantic  to  operate  temporarily  in  the 
intercoastal  ser%-ice.  He  gave  notice  that  the 
Chamber  will  support  Pan-Atlantic's  applica- 
tion for  permanent  intercoastal  ser\'ice  when 
the  latter  comes  up  for  hearing. 

Waterman  for  years  has  been  the  only  in- 
tercoastal carrier  giving  San  Francisco  a 
serN'ice  in  both  directions. 

Oicnership  and  Operation  of 
Golden  Gate  Bridge  Opposed 

Opposition  to  proposed  legislation  providing 
for  State  ownership  and  operation  of  the 
Golden  Gate  Bridge  and  Highway  District 
has  been  urged  by  the  Chamber's  Board. 

A  vote  to  oppcse  Senate  Bills  .332  and  333 
followed  a  report  by  Alan  K.  Browne,  Civic 
Development  Committee  Chairman,  and 
Leonard  S.  Mosias,  Street,  Highway  and 
Bridge  Section  Chairman. 

The  legislation,  if  passed,  would  have  ques- 
tionable constitutionality  and  would  "abro- 
gate the  rights  of  the  bondholders  guaran- 
teed to  them  by  the  bond  contract,  resulting 
in  serious  repercussions  affecting  the  bor- 
rowing of  the  State  and  its  political  subdivi- 
sions," according  to  Browne  and  Mosias. 


Chamber  W  ins  Long  Fight 
To  Protect  Freight  Rates 
Between  Bay,  Northwest 

A  campaign  launched  years  ago  by  the  San 
Francisco  and  Oakland  Chambers  of  Com- 
merce to  protect  freight  rates  of  the  San 
Francisco  Bay  Area  from  unjust  competition 
by  Los  Angeles,  bore  fruit  last  week  in  a 
decision  by  the  Interstate  Commerce  Com- 
mission that  the  San  Fiancisco  area  is  en- 
titled to  reasonably  lower  rates  to  the 
Pacific  Northwest  than  Los  Angeles. 

Walter  A.  Rohde,  Manager  of  the  San 
Francisco  Chamber's  Transportation  Depart- 
ment, described  the  decision  as  "the  answer 
to  a  long-standing  question  highly  important 
to  the  industrial  and  commercial  development 
of  this  region." 

"Although  the  case  involved  motor  carrier 
rates  reduced  to  meet  rates  to  freight  for- 
warders using  rail  cars,  the  decision  in  effect 
serves  notice  on  all  types  of  carriers  that  in 
competing  for  the  traffic  from  the  Los  An- 
geles area  they  must  not  disregard  the  inter- 
ests of  the  Bay  Area  in  the  Pacific  North- 
west," Rohde  said.

Chamber  JVins  Action  on  Bills 
For  Air  Pollution  Control

Testimony  by  a  San  Francisco  Chamber 
representative  has  brought  about  favorable 
action  on  two  bills  for  San  Francisco  Bay 
Area  regional  air  pollution  control  embody- 
ing the  Chamber's  policy  on  the  subject, 
and  on  another  bill  appropriating  $1,070,000 
for  air  pollution  research. 

The  action  was  taken  by  the  Assembly 
Committee  on  Conservation,  Planning  and 
Public  Works  immediately  following  the 
testimony  of  Handle  P.  Shields,  Manager 
of  the  Chamber's  Public  Affairs  Dept. 

Shields'  testimony,  in  which  he  outlined 
the  Chamber's  policy  on  air  pollution  ap- 
proved by  the  Board  April  21,  apparently 
"resolved  the  doubts"  of  some  committee 
members. 

One  bill  sets  up  a  nine-county  air  pollu- 
tion control  district,  operated  by  a  govern- 
ing board  and  financed  by  a  local  tax  levy 
not  exceeding  two  cents  per  $100  assessed 
valuation.  The  second  bill  would  divide  the 
state  into  eight  "air  sheds,"  including  a 
nine-county  Bay  .-Vrea  Region. 


Support  of  legislation  to  provide  for  "proper 
development"  of  the  State's  tidelands  oil 
and  gas  reserves  on  a  competitive  basis,  and 
in  such  a  manner  as  to  safeguard  beach 
areas,  has  been  voted  by  the  San  Francisco 
Chamber. 

E.xisting  legislation  "is  a  barrier  to  off- 
shore oil  development  because  of  its  limiting 
provisions,"  the  Chamber's  Directors  were 
told  in  a  report  signed  by  Mining  Commit- 
tee Chairman  Phil  R.  Bradley,  Jr. 
The  Chamber's  policy  now  advocates: 
1.  Support  of  legislation  which  authorizes 
leasing  of  offshore  submerged  lands  to  pro- 
vide for  proper  development;  2.  Leasing  of 
such  properties  on  a  competitive  basis  to 
individuals  or  companies  that  are  qualified 
to  plan  and  execute  orderly  and  efficient 
exploratory  and  production  programs;  and 
3.  Insurance,  by  legislation,  that  lessees  con- 
duct their  exploratory  and  production  opera- 
tions in  such  a  manner  as  to  safeguard  the 
present  and  future  value  of  shoreside  rec- 
reational and  scenic  areas  and  all  other 
types  of  properties. 


Trade  Group  Brings  Valuable 
Tips  From  Oregon  Businessmen 


Improvement  in  freight  and  passenger  serv- 
ice between  San  Francisco  and  Southern 
Oregon  was  requested  by  businessmen  in 
Grants  Pass,  Medford  and  Ashland  when 
the  cities  were  visited  recently  by  a  trade 
promotion  delegation  of  the  Chamber's 
Domestic  Trade  Department. 

The  southern  Oregon  businessmen  re- 
ported that  they  have  historically  regarded 
their  communities  as  "in  the  San  Francisco 
sales  territory,"  and  expressed  a  desire  for 
expansion  of  sales  service  from  San  Fran- 
cisco. The  Chamber  delegation  was  im- 
pressed with  the  vacation  facilities  and  trade 
possibilities  in  the  area. 

The  southern  Oregon  businessmen  were 
unanimous  in  their  requests  for  San  Fran- 
cisco Chamber  support  for  improvement  in 
highways,  and  freight  and  passenger  serv- 
ice, and  rate  adjustments.

Following  the  Chamber-sponsored  meeting 
last  month  on  the  site  for  a  new  federal 
office  and  courts  building,  the  city's  Board

The  proposal  is  being  considered  by  Rob- 
ert Bradford,  regional  chief  of  the  General 
Services  Administration,  which  will  erect 
the  six-story  building  costing  between  $14,- 
000,000  and  $17,000,000.

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Chamber  Realizes  J  ictory 
In  Passage  of  Bill  for 
Tidelands  Development 


One  of  the  most  expeditious  series  of  develop- 
ments for  the  good  of  San  Francisco  and  its 
industrial  future  ever  to  occur  as  a  direct 
result  of  Chamber  of  Commerce  action  came 
to  a  climax  early  this  week  with  passage  by 
the  California  State  Legislature  of  the  Cham- 
ber-sponsored tidelands  development  bill, 
A.B.  3806. 

Authored  by  Assemblyman  Thomas  A.  Ma- 
lorey  and  co-authored  bv  Assemblymen  Ed- 
ward Gaffney,  Caspar  Weinberger,  John 
O'Connell  and  Charles  Meyers,  the  measure 
now  headed  for  Governor  Knight's  signature 
authorizes  reclamation  procedures  for  some 
600  acres  of  tidelands  in  the  Hunters  Point 
area. 

Containing  all  of  the  principles  and  poli- 
cies embodied  in  the  recommendation  in  Janu- 
ary of  this  year  by  the  Chamber's  Industrial 
Development  Committee,  A.B.  .3806  author- 
izes the  setting  up  of  a  Hunters  Point  Recla- 
mation District  to  administer  and  operate  a 
program  to  reclaim  the  tidelands  for  indus- 
trial use. 

Its  passage  is  hailed  by  Chamber  President 
Thos.  J.  Mellon  and  Industrial  Development 
Committee  Chairman  James  Q.  Brett  as  the 
carrying  out  of  a  vital  responsibility  of  the 
City  and  the  Chamber  to  create  additional 
land  for  industrial  expansion. 

The  project,  looked  on  as  indispensable  to 
San  Francisco's  future,  was  fathered  through 
the  Board  of  Supervisors  by  Supervisor 
Matthew  C.  Carberry  and  Chamber  repre- 
sentatives, urged  among  more  than  100  tide- 
lands  property  owners,  carried  to  the  State 
Legislature  through  -Assemblyman  Maloney, 
and  supported  vigorously  in  both  houses  by 
Mr.  Mellon  and  Chamber  legislative  repre- 
sentatives. The  entire  period  of  development 
of  the  project  from  birth  of  the  plan  to  legis- 
lative consummation  was  less  than  five 
months,  "thanks  to  wonderful  cooperation  by 
property  owners,  Supervisors,  Mayor  Robin- 
son and  State  legislators,"  according  to 
Chamber  spokesmen. 

President  Mellon  wrote  Governor  Knight 
this  week  urging  his  early  signing  of  the  bill. 

Chamber-Backed  Air  Pollution 
And  Bus  Turnout  Bills  Passed 


Chamber  victories  in  this  week's  closing  ses- 
sions of  the  State  Legislature  in  behalf  of 
San  Francisco's  development  included  A.B. 
.3.54.5,  Assemblyman  Richard  J.  Dolwig's  bill 
as  amended,  establishing  a  nine-county  San 
Franci.sco  Bay  Region  air  pollution  control 
district.  The  bill  had  received  a  great  deal 
of  attention  by  Chamber  representatives  in 
Sacramento  this  week. 

Won,  also,  was  A.B.  1187,  the  "bus  turn- 
out" measure  which  the  Chamber's  Board  of 
Directors  approved  and  urged  in  January  of 
this  year.  This  provides  for  passenger  load- 
ing and  unloading  facilities  and  turnouts  on 
freeways,  where  justified  for  bus  transporta- 
tion needs.

FINAL  FREEWAY  LINK  TO  BAY  BRIDGE  SCHEDULED  FOR 
OPENING  TUESDAY;  CHAMBER  PLANS  CEREMONIES 


Program  Completed  for  Trade 
Trip  to  Hawaii  This  Summer 


An  important  moment  in  the  growth  of  San  Francisco's  great  skyways  will  be 
observed  with  ceremony  Tuesday  morning,  June  14,  when  the  final  links  of 
the  downtown  Bayshore  Freeway  are  opened  for  traffic  under  auspices  of  the 
San  Francisco  Chamber  of  Commerce. 

The  "armistice"  hour  of  11  a.m. — when  the 
San  Francisco  Skyway  to  the  Bay  Bridge  and 
the  eastbound  connections  from  the  Central 
Freeway  and  the  on-ramp  at  8th  and  Bryant 
Streets  are  opened — has  been  chosen  to  sym- 
bolize the  end  of  "hostiilities  between  motor- 
ists and  traffic  congestion"  in  the  areas 
affected.  For  the  first  time,  large  numbers 
of  drivers  approaching  or  leaving  the  Bay 
Bridge  will  be  able  to  make  full  use  of  the 
freeway,  thus  affording  a  substantial  meas- 
ure of  relief  from  congestion  for  streets  in 
the  downtown  South-of-Market  area. 

The  openings  will  climax  a  six-year  period 
of  concerted  effort  representing  a  construc- 
tion expenditure  of  $23,000,000  and  a  total 
length  of  six  miles  of  modern  freeway  from

Shelley  Spurs  Chamber-Backed 
Bay  Study  Project  in  Congress 


Vigorous  action  in  furtherance  of  the  Cham- 
ber-supported San  Francisco  Bay  Study 
Project  was  reported  recently  to  the  Cham- 
ber by  Congressman  John  F.  Shelley. 

In  a  letter  to  G.  L.  Fox,  Chamber  General 
Manager,  Congressman  Shelley  told  of  a 
thorough  presentation  he  made  before  the 
Public  Works  Subcommittee  of  the  House 
Committee  on  Appropriations,  urging  a  $500,- 
000  appropriation  "to  permit  an  early  com- 
pletion of  the  model  of  San  Francisco  Bay 
which  is  essential  before  the  study  itself  can 
advance  beyond  the  initial  stages." 

Shelley  pointed  out  that  the  model,  when 
completed,  will  serve  as  the  basis  for  an  over- 
all survey  of  the  Bay  and  its  surrounding 
area.  The  study  will  be  aimed  at  a  compre- 
hensive plan  for  full  economic  development 
of  the  Bay  Area,  its  port  and  navigation  fa- 
cilities and  the  conservation  and  control  of 
water  and  other  available  resources  which 
are  not  now  utilized  to  the  best  advantage. 

The  $500,000  urged  for  the  next  fiscal  year 
will  make  completion  of  the  scale  model  pos- 
sible—the first  step  in  the  $2,500,000  study 
already  authorized,  Shelley  pointed  out. 


Summer  Market  Invitations  Out 


San  Francisco  as  a  top  wholesale  market 
center  is  being  publicized  again  by  the 
Chamber  ,the  City  and  County  and  the  West- 
ern Merchandise  Mart,  through  invitations 
to  home  goods  buyers  all  over  the  country 
to  attend  the  Western  Summer  Market  in  the 
Mart,  July  18-22.

mented with  home  goods  from  the  world's 
markets." 


Chamber  Action  Instrumental 
In  Netv  Bill  Repealing  Tax  on 
Goods  Sent  to  Export  Packers 


Mellon  Lauds  Senator's  Action 
In  Quelching  Proposal  to  Stop 
Sh ipbuilding  Differentitds 


Active  follow-through  by  Chamber  commit- 
tees and  legislative  representatives  of  this 
organization's  support  of  California  State 
Assembly  Bill  23fil.  repealing  sales  tax  as- 
sessments on  goods  delivered  to  export 
packers,  paid  off  this  week  when  the  measure 
was  passed  by  both  houses  of  the  Legislature. 

Headed  for  signature  by  Governor  Knight, 
the  bill  will  repeal  a  three  per  cent  .State 
sales  tax  now  levied  on  the  F.O.B.  value  of 
goods  consigned  to  packing  firms  for  prepa- 
ration for  overseas  shipment. 

The  State  Board  of  Equalization  assess- 
ment, according  to  George  C.  Fortune.  Chair- 
man of  the  Chamber's  World  Trade  Commit- 
tee which  in  April  of  this  year  went  on  record 
against  it,  has  driven  a  great  deal  of  busi- 
ness away  from  California  industry.  Large 
firms,  particularly  engineering  concerns  do- 
ing foreign  construction  work,  have  changed 
their  methods  of  purchasing  to  the  extent 
that  they  were  buying  outside  the  State  of 
California  in  order  to  minimize  all  possibility 
of  having  to  pay  a  sales  tax  on  shipments 
destined  for  overseas. 

"Not  only  have  the  ports  of  California  lost 
this  business  but  California  manufacturing 
industries  have  suffered  great  losses,"  said 
Fortune. 

After  the  Chamber's  Board  of  Directors 
approved  support  of  the  bill  repealing  the 
tax,  letters  were  sent  to  each  member  of  the 
Senate  Committee  on  Revenue  pnd  Taxation, 
followed  by  a  telegram  May  26  to  James  J. 
McBride,  chairman  of  the  committee,  re- 
affirming the  Chamber's  position.  Randle  P. 
Shields,  the  Chamber's  Legislative  Repre- 
sentative, followed  through  in  Sacramento 
and  the  measure  was  passed  Monday. 


San  Francisco  Chamber  of  Commerce  Presi- 
dent Thos.  J.  Mellon  expressed  gratification 
this  week  because  of  the  action  of  Senator 
Warren  Magnuson  which  in  effect  "kills"  a 
proposal  to  eliminate  the  six  per  cent  differ- 
ential applying  to  certain  bids  of  Pacific 
coast  shipbuilders. 

Magnuson,  chairman  of  the  Interstate  and 
Foreign  Commerce  committee,  announced 
that  his  committee  would  not  hear  S.B.  2038, 
which  would  eliminate  the  differential  which 
the  San  Francisco  Chamber  advocated  in  the 
Merchant  Marine  Act  of  1936. 

Mellon  and  Chamber  General  Manager 
G.  L.  Fox  had  contacted  the  California  sena- 
tors and  San  Francisco  congressmen  regard- 
ing the  proposed  legislation,  introduced  by 
Senator  Butler  of  Maryland. 

"In  view  of  present  national  defense  prob- 
lems and  the  status  of  the  shipbuilding  indus- 
try, we  cannot  understand  why  such  a  meas- 
ure should  be  introduced  at  this  time,"  the 
Chamber  officials  said. 

The  differential  is  necessitated  by  the  wide 
fluctuations  in  shipbuilding  work  available 
to  Pacific  coast  yards,  and  the  costs  of  ship 
components  which  must  be  acquired  in  many 
instances  from  eastern  sources  and  shipped 
to  the  coast. 
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EICHHOLZ,  BACK  FROM  TOKYO  FAIR  CONSULTING  JOB, 
TELLS  OF  JAPAN'S  NEED  FOR  INCREASING  EXPORTS 


Alvin  C.  Eichholz,  Manager  of  the  Chamber's 
World  Trade  Department,  returned  May  31 
from  a  six-week  assignment  as  United  States 
advisor  to  the  International  Trade  Fair  in 
Tokyo  with  a  reminder  to  San  Franciscans 
of  the  urgent  need  for  an  increase  of  Japa- 
nese imports. 

Eichholz  was  a  member  of  a  four-man  team 
of  experts  representing  the  United  States  a.'i 
general  consultants  to  the  trade  fair  which 
ran  from  May  5-18.  John  J.  Judge,  Manager. 
San  Francisco  Field  Office,  U.S.  Deparmcnt 
of  Commerce,  was  another  San  Franci.scan 
on  the  team.  Prior  to  the  fair,  the  group 
spent  some  time  visiting  the  leading  cities 
in  Japan  and  conferring  with  trade,  financial 
and  industrial  leaders  on  mutual  marketing 
problems. 

"Japan's  economy  must  resolve  fundamen- 
tal financial  and  economic  problems  and  ex- 
pand her  export  trade  throughout  the  world 
in  order  to  exist  as  a  member  of  the  free 
nations,"  Eichholz  declared  this  week. 
Japan's  exports  to  the  I'nited  States  must 
increase,  he  said,  in  order  to  balrnce  her  dol- 
lar trade  and  allow  her  to  purchase  regularly 
the  raw  materials  and  foodstuffs  she  needs. 

On  the  fair,  described  as  "highly  success- 
ful," Eichholz  reported  that  it  was  atten''od 
by  nearly  half  a  million  people.  The  United 
States  Government  under  the  theme  of  "Part- 


ners In  Progress"  officially  demonstrated 
examples  of  cooperation  between  some  130 
.American  firms  through  the  licensing  of 
processes,  products  and  production  methods 
to  Japanese  firms,  Eichholz  said.  The  dis- 
plays presented  examples  of  American  "in- 
dustrial efficiency  in  action"  by  means  of  at- 
tractive models  and  samples  of  equipment. 

Twenty-one  foreign  nations  participated 
through  the  display  of  products  and  Eichholz 
said  substantial  business,  particularly  on  the 
part  of  Japanese  manufacturing  and  export- 
ing firms,  was  completed  at  the  Fair. 

The  San  Francisco  Chamber  of  Commerce 
was  represented  at  the  International  Cham- 
ber of  Commerce  biennial  meeting  held  in 
Tokyo,  May  16  to  21,  by  Eichholz  who  had 
been  named  a  delegate.  First  of  its  kind  held 
in  Asia,  this  meeting  was  considered  of  great 
significance  to  all  the  countries  in  that  part 
of  the  world.  Nearly  1400  ("elegates  from  44 
nations,  representing  business,  finance  and 
transportation,  d'scussed  .-"nd  resolved  many 
internat'onal  trading  problems  and  inaugu^ 
rated  programs  to  continue  work  on  the  solu- 
tion of  others. 

Eichholz  and  Judge  also  visited  Hong  Kong 
nnd  Man'la  prior  to  their  return  and  reported 
improved  business  conditions  and  increased 
stability  in  both  areas.

The  most  formidable  threat  to  world  peace 
now  comes  not  from  Russia  but  from  the 
recklessness  of  some  of  her  less  experienced 
totalitarian  satellites.  Dr.  Henry  F.  Grady 
declared  at  the  Chamber's  annual  World 
Trade  Week  Luncheon  May  2.5  in  the  Shera- 
ton-Palace Hotel.  Grady,  President  of  the 
World  Affairs  Council  of  Northern  California 
and  former  United  States  Ambassador  to 
India,  Greece  and  Iran,  was  the  honored 
speaker  at  the  colorful  event  sponsored  by  the 
Chamber,  its  World  Trade  Association  and 
the  San  Francisco  Advertising  Club. 

Dr.  Grady  warned  that  the  birth  and 
growth  of  the  atomic  age  makes  it  necessary 
for  this  country  to  reappraise  its  foreign  rela- 
tions. "The  urgency  is  great,"  Grady  de- 
clared, "because  there  is  a  chance  curative 
measures  cannot  overtake  the  recklessness 
of  some  of  the  world's  leaders." 

Predicting  that  we  can  win  the  cold  war 
as  well  as  democracy  and  peace  for  the 
world  if  "we  are  a  patient,  wise  and  strong 
nation  with  no  sabre  rattling,"  Grady  key- 
noted  a  colorful  event  dedicated  to  greater 
world  understanding  and  trade.  Special 
guests  at  the  luncheon  were  members  of  the 
San  Francisco  Consular  Corps,  representa- 
tives of  foreign  chambers  of  commerce  and 
trade  centers  in  San  Francisco,  and  World 
Trade  Week  "princesses"  in  national  costume.

Chamber  Opposes  Two  Bills 
Seeking  Industry  Controls 


Two  state  bills  seeking  certain  controls  over 
industry  in  different  fields  were  opposed  last 
week  by  the  San  Francisco  Chamber — A.B. 
845,  a  "radiation  protection  law"  and  A.B. 
30.38,  requiring  the  licensing  of  boat  builders. 

A.B.  845,  which  would  control  the  use  and 
disposal  of  radioactive  materials,  is  objected 
to  by  the  Chamber's  Maiufacturers  Commit- 
tee because  certain  of  its  provisions  "would 
hamper  industry  in  its  experiments  with 
radiation  in  its  processing." 

A.B.  3038,  a  bill  amending  and  adding  to 
the  Business  and  Professions  Code  by  requir- 
ing the  licensing  of  boat  builders,  is  opposed 
by  the  Chamber  on  the  principle  that  "it 
seeks  to  extend  the  control  and  regulation  of 
manufacturing." 

James  B.  Du  Prau,  Chairman  of  the  Cham- 
ber's Manufacturers  Committee,  said  the 
basic  objection  is  not  to  the  bill  as  it  would 
affect  the  one  indusry  named,  but  in  its  im- 
plications to  other  industries.  He  said  the  bill 
would  be  a  "detriment  to  the  sale  of  Cali- 
fornia manufactured  products."

Agricultural  Committee 
Salutes  Dairy  Month 


Increased  consumption  has  greatly  improved 
the  position  of  the  dairying  industry  in  the 
past  two  years,  G.  E.  Gordon,  Chief  of  the 
Dairy  Section,  University  of  California  Ex- 
tension Service,  told  members  of  the  Cham- 
ber's Agricultural  Committee  at  a  meeting 
June  14  at  the  Fairmont  Hotel. 

As  principal  speaker  on  a  program  saluting 
June  Dairy  Month,  Gordon  cited  the  impor- 
tance of  dairying  to  California's  agricultural 
economy,  pointing  out  that  the  industry  rep- 
resents one-eighth  of  the  total  agricultural 
income  of  the  state.  Gordon  stated  that  con- 
sumers spend  15  per  cent  of  their  income  for 
dairy  products,  but  obtain  30  per  cent  of  their 
nutrients  from  them. 

A  scroll  was  presented  at  the  meeting  to 
H.  G.  "Skip"  Claudius,  in  tribute  to  his  quar- 
ter century  of  service  to  the  dairy  industry 
as  manager  of  the  Consolidated  Milk  Pro- 
ducers of  San  Francisco.

GENERAL  SERVICES  ADMINISTRATION  CHIEF  OUTLINES 
U.S.  GOVERNMENT  PROJECTS  IN  CALIFORNIA,  NATION 


Robert  N.  Blum  Named  to 
Chamber  Publicity  Staff 


In  projects  by  the  Federal  government,  Cali- 
fornia is  first  in  military  installations,  first 
in  federal  housing,  first  in  reclamation  and 
irrigation  projects,  first  in  harbar  installa- 
tions, first  in  utility  systems,  and  has  the 
most  federal  civilian  employees. 

These  and  other  facts  about  government 
spending  through  General  Services  Adminis- 
tration and  federal  operations  in  California 
were  reported  earlier  this  month  to  a  Cham- 
ber gathering  by  Robert  B.  Bradford,  G.S.A. 
regional  director. 

Harry  W.  Guppy,  Chairman  of  the  Cham- 
ber's Government  Purchasing  Sub-Commit- 
tee, presided  at  the  luncheon  event  held  June 
8  in  the  .St.  Francis  Hotel,  to  which  the  public 
was  invited  for  Bradford's  "Report  to  the 
Taxpayer." 

The  G.S.A.  administrator  over  California, 
Arizona,  Nevada,  Hawaii  and  the  Pacific  Is- 
lands said  that  the  government  has  208  mili- 
tary installations  in  California,  costing  two 
billion  dollars,  and  has  spent  $4'.W  million  in 
housing,  $211  million  in  reclamation  and  irri- 
gation projects,  $144  million  in  harbor  instal- 
lations and  $2.37  million  in  utility  systems. 

Holding  46  million  acres  of  land  in  Cali- 
fornia, the  government  has  about  250  thou- 
sand civilian  employees  in  the  state. 

Other  facts  and  figures  developed  by  Brad- 
ford at  the  Chamber-sponsored  meeting  in- 
clude: 

FEDERAL  BIDGET: 

1.  Total:  $62' 2  billion  this  year. 

2.  Over  .50  per  cent  is  spont  for  materials, 
supplies,  equipment  and  related  services  such 
as  packing  and  transportation. 

3.  About  8.5  per  cent  goes  for  defense  or  to 
pay  for  items  related  to  previius  wars  (vet- 
erans' benefits,  interest  on  national  debt,  etc.) 


4.  Less  than  15  per  cent  of  the  national 
budget  is  spent  to  run  what  most  people  con- 
sider to  be  "the  Government." 

FEDERAL  CIVILIAN  EMPLOYEES: 

1.  Total:  about  2'i;   million. 

2.  13  per  cent  of  the  federal  budget  goes 
for  their  payroll. 

3.  One-half  are  in  the  Department  of  De- 
fense. 

4.  About  80  per  cent  are  in  Department  of 
Defense.  I'ost  Office  Department  and  Veter- 
ans Administration. 

5.  About  10  per  cent  are  in  California. 

6.  One-third  are  "blue  collar." 

7.  Another  four  million  are  in  private 
plants  but  paid  by  Government  money. 

REGION  9,  G.S.A. 

1.  Has  38  government  buildings  with  five 
million  square  feet  of  space. 

2.  Has  400  leases:  four  million  square  feet, 
$4H  million  annual  rent. 

3.  Otfice  space  utilization  has  been  cut  in 
four  years  from  114  square  feet  per  person 
to  104  square  feet,  saving  $840  thousand  per 
year. 

4.  Traffic  management  savings  should  ex- 
ceed $300  thousand  this  year. 

5.  Region  now  stores  190  thousand  cubic 
feet  of  records  in  inexpensive  repository 
space.  Has  emptied  15  thousand  file  cabinets. 
(Hoover  Commission  says  paperwork  costs 
Government  $4  billion  per  year  with  25  bil- 
lion pieces  of  paper  being  created,  thus  occu- 
pying the  time  of  750  thousand  full-time 
employees  per  year.  25  billion  cubic  feet  of 
Government  records  on  hand  nationally.) 

Nationally,  (J.SA  had  proven  savings  of 
$150  million  last  year,  $130  million  the  year 
before,  and  $100  million  the  year  before  that.

"Mr.  Blum  brings  a  wealth  of  experience 
in  news  writing,  public  relations  and  cham- 
ber of  commerce  work,  to  our  publicity  de- 
partment," said  Brown  and  G.  L.  Fox,  Cham- 
ber General  Manager.  "We're  proud  to  have 
him  join  our  staff." 

Blum  was  in  the  editorial  departments  of 
the  old  San  Francisco  Bulletin,  the  San  Fran- 
ci.sco Examiner,  the  United  Press  Associa- 
tion, and  the  Oakland  Tribune,  prior  to  1942. 
From  1942  to  1945  he  served  in  the  public 
information  section,  U.S.  Marine  Corps. 
After  positions  with  the  Seattle-King  County 
Community  Chest,  U.S.  Veterans  .'Adminis- 
tration, the  Marine  Corps  League,  and  as  edi- 
tor of  the  "Issaquah  Press"  weekly  news- 
paper, he  became  public  relations  director 
for  the  Seattle  Chamber  in  1952,  where  he 
remained  until  this  month.

"Since  1947  when  Ford  instituted  its  Cali- 
fornia purchasing  program,  employment  has 
been  provided  for  thousands  of  residents  in 
our  state.  In  pioneering  this  decentralized 
purchasing  of  component  parts,  the  way  was 
shown  for  other  manufacturers  of  many 
products  which  in  turn  provided  employment 
for  additional  thousands  of  local  citizens." 

Sigerson,  a  leader  in  northern  California 
manufacturing  circles  for  the  past  ten  years, 
has  been  particularly  concerned  with  the 
problems  of  small  business.  He  is  past  presi- 
dent of  Small  Industries  of  Northern  Cali- 
fornia and  has  served  as  chairman  of  various 
manufacturing  committees  in  both  the  San 
Francisco  and  Oakland  Chambers  of  Com- 
merce. 

He  is  president  and  sole  owner  of  Allwork 
Manufacturing  Company  which  is  expanding 
into  the  manufacturing  of  products  for  both 
western  and  eastern  firms  including  research, 
product  design,  engineering,  tooling,  manu- 
facturing and  packaging.  Allwork  pioneered 
automotive  small  part  stamping  in  California 
and  is  now  producing  at  the  rate  of  ten  mil- 
lion stampings  a  month,  an  amount  requiring 
the  use  of  400  tons  of  steel. 

The  firm  has  one  of  the  largest  collections 
of  punch  and  draw  presses  in  California  and 
produces  items  ranging  from  small  shims  up 
to  %"  stampings  for  the  San  Rafael  Bay 
Bridge.

Food  Processing  and  Manufacturing 

Ever  since  the  fertile  valleys  and  rich,  good  earth  of  northern  California  attracted 
Spanish  colonists  to  this  New  World  paradise,  food  and  food  products  have  grown 
in  their  importance  to  the  economy  of  San  Francisco. 

Old  World  knowledge  and  jealously-guarded  secrets  that  have  been  handed  down 
from  father  to  son  for  generations  by  the  wine  makers  of  Italy,  the  bakers  and  confec- 
tioners of  France,  the  cheese  makers  of  The  Netherlands  and  many  another,  were 
transplanted  to  the  new  land  of  promise  and  plenty,  to  be  nurtured  and  applied  to 
the  bountiful  products  of  ranch  and  orchard,  field  and  vineyard. 

Today,  more  than  400  San  Francisco  firms  engaged  in  food  processing  or  manu- 
facturing employ  15,000  persons  with  a  monthly  payroll  in  excess  of  $6,000,000, 
to  comprise  the  largest  single  payroll  of  any  manufacturing  industry  in  San  Francisco — 
representing  approximately  23  per  cent  of  the  total  manufacturing  payroll. 

Within  the  past  decade  of  accelerated  growth,  some  39  San  Francisco  food  manu- 
facturers have  invested  more  than  $9,000,000  in  new  plants,  while  117  others  have 
expended  more  than  $42,000,000  in  plant  expansions. 

Great  names,  familiar  in  the  industrial  tradition  of  San  Francisco,  punctuate  the 
history  of  the  city's  economic  growth. 

In  the  list  of  business  firms  in  the  field  which  have  recently  celebrated  their  100th 
anniversaries  are  to  be  found  such  names  as  Wellman,  Peck  &  Co.,  J.  A.  Folger  &  Co., 
D.  Ghiradelli  Co.,  Lyons-Magnus.  Inc.,  Jones-Thierbach  Co.,  and  Wieland's  Brewing 
Co. — to  cite  but  a  few  examples. 

Two  of  the  world  s  greatest  packing  hous 
fornia  Packing  Corporation  and  Rosenberg  Br< 
its  doors  in  1893,  only  85,000  tons  of  fruits 
fraction  of  today's  production. 

Coffee-roasting  plays  a  major  role  in  any  summary  of  food  processing  in  San 
Francisco,  and  dates  back  to  1878  when  the  first  vacuum  pack,  which  revolutionized 
the  industry,  began  in  San  Francisco  in  1900.  Coffee  and  spices,  first  arriving  by 
romantic  clipper  ships,  laid  the  foundation  for  names  to  conjure  with  over  steaming 
breakfast  cups  the  world  over — names  such  as  M.J.B.,  Caswell,  Folger,  Hills  Bros,, 
Schillings  and  S&W — many  of  which  were  familiar  labels  before  1900. 

Foods  prepared  and  packaged  by  San  Francisco  firms  may  be  seen  on  tables  and 
in  markets  in  every  corner  of  the  globe.  Bakery  goods,  processed  meats,  paste  prod- 
ucts, candy,  beverages,  canned,  frozen  and  preserved  products,  sea  foods,  spices  and 
countless  other  staples  and  luxuries  coming  from  San  Francisco  have  won  acceptance 
and  confidence  from  discriminating  purchasers  the  world  over.

Government  Experts  Start 
Detailed  Study  of  Produce

San  Francisco  should  be  the  Pacific  Coast 
terminal  for  any  air  service  to  Europe  over 
the  Great  Circle  Route  and  the  San  Fran- 
cisco Chamber  will  support  this  position  be- 
fore the  Civil  Aeronautics  Board. 

This  was  the  decision  on  record  this  week 
following  consideration  by  the  Chamber's 
Board  of  Directors  of  applications  filed  by 
Pan  American  World  Airways  and  Trans 
World  Airlines,  Inc.,  to  fly  the  route  with 
co-terminals  in  major  coastal  cities. 

The  Chamber  took  no  po.sition  as  between 
the  contending  applicants  but  agreed  to  par- 
ticipate aggre.ssively  in  the  case  to  seek  ter- 
minal .status  for  .*^an  Francisco  before  the 
C.A.B. 

It  was  pointed  out  to  the  Board  by  D.  J. 
McGanney,  Chairman  of  the  Transportation 
Committee,  that  precedent  and  opposition  of 
domestic  airlines  appeared  to  rule  out  likeli- 
hood that  the  C.A.B.  would  grant  co-terminal 
rights  to  any  applicant,  so  that  efforts  should 
be  concentrated  on  filing  of  data  to  seek 
designation  of  San  Francisco  as  sole  terminal 
for  any  coast  sers'ice  to  Europe. 

In  another  action,  the  Chamber's  Board  of 
Directors  directed  that  the  Chamber  be  rep- 
resented at  Public  Utility  Commission  hear- 
ings on  a  petition  of  California  Trucking  As- 
sociations, Inc.,  seeking  a  10  per  cent  state- 
wide interim  increase  in  minimum  rates,  to 
assist  in  development  of  facts,  but  to  take  no 
position  for  or  against  the  petition  at  the 
present  time. 


Chamber  Member  Firms  Win 
St.  Lawrence  Seaivay  Bids 


Four  industrial  firm  members  of  the  San 
Francisco  Chamber  were  successful  bidders 
against  competition  from  all  over  the  United 
States  and  Canada  for  major  contracts  total- 
ing $64  million  on  the  St.  Lawrence  Seaway 
project,  "attesting  to  the  ability  and  com- 
petitive aggressiveness  of  Bay  Region  firms," 
the  Chamber's  Industrial  Department  re- 
ported this  week. 

The  Pacific  Coast  Engineering  Company 
won  a  million-dollar  contract  to  supply  four 
huge  gantry  cranes. 

The  Utah  Construction  Company  and  Mor- 
rison-Knudson  Co.,  Inc.,  together  with  Walsh 
Construction  Company,  another  Bay  Region 
firm,  combined  with  two  companies  from 
other  areas  to  win  a  bid  for  construction  of 
the  Long  Sault  Dam  and  of  the  American 
side  of  the  Barnhart  Island  Power  House, 
involving  .$6.3  million. 

The  Yuba  Manufacturing  Company  won 
a  bid  for  earthmoving  equipment. 


A  proposal  that  $15(),()0()  be  granted  from  the 
State's  General  Fund  for  study  of  the  feasi- 
bility of  financing  and  constructing  a  multi- 
purpose toll  bridge,  tube  or  other  facility 
linking  downtown  San  Francisco  to  Marin 
County  via  Angel  Island  and  Tiburon  has 
been  approved  by  the  Board  of  Directors  of 
the  San  Francisco  Chamber   of  Commerce. 

The  proposal  is  embodied  in  Senate  Bill 
1984,  introduced  by  State  Senator  John  F. 
McCarthy,  of  Marin  County,  which  has  been 
passed  by  both  Houses  of  the  Legislature 
and  sent  to  the  Governor  for  signing. 

The  measure  was  presented  to  the  Cham- 
ber's Board  of  Directors  by  Leonard  S. 
Mosias,  Chairman  of  the  Street,  Highway 
and  Bridge  Section,  after  comprehensive 
study  by  the  Section. 

The  Chamber  pointed  out  that  such  a 
bridge  or  tube  would  cut  three  miles  from  the 
present  Golden  Gate  Bridge  route  to  down- 
town San  Francisco,  and  would  bring  Marin 
County  commuter  and  shopper  traffic  into 
the  section  of  the  city  where  the  commuters 
desire  to  go. 

The  preliminary  study  would  indicate 
whether  a  permanent  transit  connection 
should  be  made  to  Marin  Countv  during  the 
first  phase  of  construction  of  the  proposed 
Bay  Area  Rapid  Transit  System. 

J.  A.  Spence,  Assistant  District  Highway 
Engineer,  who  attended  the  Chamber's  Board 
meeting,  stated  that  engineering  problems 
attendant  upon  solving  mass  transit  to  and 
from  Marin  County  would  be  simplified  by 
such  a  link  through  Tiburon,  compared  with 
necessity  of  tunneling  through  the  Waldo 
Mountain   approach   to   the   present  bridge. 


Chamber  Aids  in  Retention 
Of  ".jO-50"  Cargo  Provision 


Prompt  action  by  the  Chamber  and  other 
agencies  in  protesting  to  Congress  against 
eliminating  the  ".50-.5fl"  provision  from  the 
Foreirrn  .\id  Bill  was  credited  this  week  by 
Chamber  General  Manager  G.  L.  Fox  with 
having  been  instrumental  in  securing  pas- 
sage of  the  unamended  bill  last  week  by  the 
House  of  Representatives. 

Two  proposed  amendments,  which  would 
have  exempted  agricultural  products  from 
provisions  of  the  bill  requiring  half  of  all  aid 
cargoes  to  be  carried  by  American  vessels, 
were  badly  defeated  by  the  House.  Fox  stated 
that  livelihoods  of  thousands  of  citizens  were 
saved  by  passage  of  the  unamended  bill,  long 
supported  by  the  Chamber  and  the  city. 


The  Chamber's  drive  to  "get  the  pro- 
duce market  project  off  dead  center" 
rolled  ahead  this  week  with  three  ma- 
jor developments,  all  pointing  toward 
early  settlement  of  the  question  of  re- 
location of  the  million-dollar  enterprise 
in  modern,  efficient  surroundings : 

1.  Harry  G.  Clowes,  agricultural  econo- 
mist, and  Paul  J.  Hanlon,  industrial  engineer, 
both  from  Washington,  D.C.,  headquarters 
office  of  the  U.S.  Department  of  Agriculture, 
began  a  two-months'  study  of  the  entire 
wholesale  market  situation,  using  Chamber 
offices  as  a  base  of  operation. 

2.  William  C.  Crow,  Chief  of  the  Trans- 
portation and  Facilities  Branch  of  the  De- 
partment of  Agriculture,  visited  San  Fran- 
cisco to  speak  at  two  meetings  arranged  by 
the  Chamber,  one  yesterday  with  Chamber 
Committees  and  Sections  interested  in  the 
produce  market  problem,  and  the  other  today 
at  11  a.m.  with  produce  dealers  and  allied 
industry  representatives. 

3.  Chamber  President  Thos.  J.  Mellon  an- 
nounced he  would  soon  appoint  a  special 
committee  to  study  the  economics  of  rede- 
veloping the  present  market  site. 

Crow  yesterday  showed  photographic 
slides  of  new  produce  markets  in  various 
parts  of  the  country  and  reported  on  their 
design,  cost,  financing  and  other  details. 

Clowes  and  Hanlon,  working  in  coopera- 
tion with  the  Chamber  and  Charles  H.  Kins- 
ley, San  Francisco  Regional  Coordinator  for 
the  State  Department  of  Agriculture,  are 
engaged  in  a  "thorough  analysis  of  the  pres-

Chamber  Visitors  to  Hawaii  Will  Find 
Thriving  Area,  Vast  Business  Potential 


Chamber  members  arriving  in  Hawaii,  Sep- 
tember 15,  on  tour  for  11  action-packed 
days  of  business  and  social  programs,  will 
find  the  Territory  entering  upon  an  unprece- 
dented period  of  industrial  expansion. 

"While  the  average  visitor  expects  to  find 
Hawaii  primarily  concerned  with  the  visitor 
industry,  he  may  depart  with  an  entirely  new 
conception  based  on  the  realization  that  the 
Territory  is  a  vast  potential  market,  with  a 
thriving  economy,  growing  industrialization 
and  important  business  enterprises,"  Alan  H. 
Johnston,  Chairman  of  the  Chamber's  Ha- 
waiian Affairs  Section,  pointed  out. 

"Hawaii's  economy  is  basically  agricul- 
tural, with  pineapples  and  sugar  as  the  most 
important  crops,"  Johnston  said,  "but  con- 
.struction  and  mining  occupy  nearly  10,000 
persons,  another  10.000  are  engaged  in  trans- 
portation, communications  and  utilities,  and 
Government  employs  nearly  40,000  civilians 
within  its  overall  .$100  million  military  pay- 
roll." 

Statistics  reveal  that  the  Territory  of  Ha- 
waii's 481000  population  enjoys  an  effective 
buying  income  of  $820  million  and  annual 
retail  sales  total  more  than  a  half  billion 
dollars. 


Standard  Oil  of  California  expects  to  start 
construction  of  a  refinery  on  Sand  Island, 
in  Honolulu's  harbor  this  Fall,  and  to  have 
the  plant  processing  25,000  barrels  of  crude 
oil  per  day  in  the  near  future.  There  will  be 
a  construction  force  of  1,000  employed  for 
two  years  and  a  permanent  force  of  200  per- 
sons. The  Islands'  economy  will  gain  im- 
measurably in  labor,  taxes  and  purchasing 
of  eciuipment  and  materials  from  this  new 
refinery. 

Planned  for  opening  this  Fall  is  the  Ha- 
waiian Village,  new  luxury  Waikiki  Beach 
hotel  and  resort  area  being  constructed  at  a 
cost  of  $18  million  by  Henry  J.  Kaiser  and 
Fritz  B.  Burns. 

New  impetus  was  given  the  Hawaiian  econ- 
omy last  year  with  stationing  of  the  25th 
Infantry  Division  in  Hawaii.  These  15,000 
troops  and  their  3400  dependents  meant  a 
$.30  million  annual   payroll. 

Johnston  urged  that  members  desiring  to 
participate  in  the  tour  make  their  reserva- 
tions immediately  through  the  Chamber's 
Domestic  Trade  Department  in  order  to  have 
choice  of  preferred  accommodations  either  by 
sea  or  air. 


Highlights  of  the  trip  will  include  an  offi- 
cial reception  at  the  Royal  Hawaiian  Hotel, 
with  the  Honolulu  Chamber  of  Commerce  in 
the  role  of  host,  while  ladies  in  the  party  will 
enjoy  a  luncheon  fashion  show;  meetings 
with  Government  officials  and  Territorial 
business  leaders;  visits  to  Kauai,  Maui  and 
Hilo  and  tours  of  sugar  plantations  and 
pineapple  canneries. 

Tliose  traveling  by  sea  will  leave  San 
Francisco  on  Saturday,  September  10,  on  the 
Matson  liner  Lurline,  while  air  passengers 
will  enplane  Wednesday,  September  14, 
either  by  Pan  American  World  Airways  or 
United  Air  Lines,  for  virtually  simultaneous 
arrival  with  the  ship.  A  combination  of  air 
and  sea  travel  may  also  be  arranged. 

The  itinerary  of  trips  in  Hawaii  has  been 
carefully  planned  to  leave  tour  members 
ample  free  time  for  visits  with  customers  or 
friends,  shopping  or  other  activities. 


GENERAL  BUSINESS  ACTIVITY  REPORT  THROUGH  MAY,  1955 


Around-the-Bay  Trend 

Business  activity  in  San  Francisco  during 
May  rose  above  the  April  level,  in  contrast 
to  the  usual  seasonal  pattern.  The  May  index 
at  135.4  set  a  new  May  high — 15.5  per  cent 
above  last  May. 

The  first  five  months'  trend  most  nearly 
resembles  the  same  period  of  1950  but  ex- 
ceeded that  period  by  33  per  cent  and  exceeded 
last  year  by  7.6  per  cent. 

Bay  Area  improvements  over  last  year  are 
broadly  characterized  by  bank  debits  to  de- 
mand deposits  which  in  May  were  up  23.1  per 
cent  and,  for  the  five  months'  cumulative,  up 
10.9  per  cent  over  last  year. 

Department  store  sales  for  the  first  five 
months  in  the  San  Francisco-Oakland  area 
were  up  nine  per  cent,  and  so  was  the  figure 
for  all  of  northern  California.  Comparable 
figures  in  other  areas  were:  Southern  Cali- 
fornia, seven  per  cent;  Seattle,  six  per  cent; 
California  and  the  12th  District,  eight  per 
cent.

In  recognition  of  the  economic  importance  to 
San  Francisco  of  some  200  federal  agencies 
in  the  city  employing  more  than  3fi,000  per- 
sons, and  other  federal  agencies  in  the  north- 
em  California  area  also  contributing  to  San 
Francisco's  economy,  the  San  Francisco 
Chamber  in  cooperation  with  the  General 
Services  Administration  and  the  other  agen- 
cies has  prepared  and  published  a  compre- 
hensive directory  listing  320  federal  agencies 
in  San  Francisco  and  other  northern  Cali- 
fornia areas.

The  Chamber's  industrial  specialist,  who 
has  been  on  leave  to  conduct  an  industrial 
sur\ey  for  Morrison-Knudsen  .Afghanistan, 
Inc.,  stated  that  new  roads,  power  facilities 
and  irrigation  projects  now  being  built, 
would  double  Afghanistan's  standard  of  liv- 
ing within  the  next  five  years. 

He  added  that  while  agriculture  would  he 
the  basic  support  for  the  country's  economy, 
the  new  developments  would  stimulate  enter- 
prises related  to  mining,  food  processing, 
tanning,  textile  fabrication,  furniture  manu- 
facturing, flour  milling  and  other  industrial 
fields. 

Holland  is  presently  engaged  in  complet- 
ing his  report  on  the  Afghanistan  assign- 
ment and  will  return  to  his  position  at  the 
Chamber  later  this  month.  Charles  Ander- 
son Assistant  Industrial  Department  Mana- 
ger, is  Acting  Manager  during  Holland's 
leave. 


San  Francisco  industrial  expansion  recorded 
in  .\pril  was  more  than  17  times  greater  than 
in  .April,  1954,  the  Chamber's  Industrial  De- 
partment reported  this  week.  Twenty-three 
jobs  were  created  by  11  expansions,  totaling 
$1,448,500.  Greatest  of  the  projects  was  that 
of  the  Hamm's  Brewing  Company. 

Two  large  projects  by  Kaiser  Companies, 
Kaiser  Gypsum  and  I'ermanente,  helped 
swell  the  San  Francisco  Bay  Region  April 
total  to  $14,lfil,074.  This  is'  approximately 
#2,000,000  more  than  last  year  and  was  ac- 
complished through  12  new  plants  totaling 
$6,fi59,680  and  49  expansions  totaling 
$7,501,394. 

The  48  Northern  California  counties  re- 
corded 15  new  plants  and  57  expansions,  com- 
mitting $6,759,080  and  $7,874,685  respec- 
tively. The  $14,633,765  total  is  over  $1,000,- 
000  greater  than  in  April  1954. 

With  these  commitments,  the  Bay  Region 
and  Northern  California  continue  to  run  close 
to  80  per  cent  over  the  four  months'  cunmla- 
tive  total  of  1954.

As  a  Major  Step  Totvard 
Ample  Future  li  ater  Supply 

Signing  of  the  Abshire-Kellv  Salinity  Con- 
trol Barrier  Act  of  1955  (SB  931)  by  Gover- 
nor Goodwin  J.  Knight  last  we^k  was  hailed 
by  the  San  Francisco  Chamber  as  a  major 
step  toward  assuring  an  a''equate  future 
water  supply  for  San  Francisco  and  the  Bay 
.Area  counties.  The  Chamber  had  strongly 
supported  its  passage. 

The  bill  initially  appropriates  $100,000  for 
the  Water  Project  -Authority  to  conduct 
studies  and  investigations  for  the  purpose 
of  developing  complete  plans  "for  the  pur- 
pose of  accomplishing  delivery  of  fresh 
water  to  the  San  Francisco  Bay  Area,  includ- 
ing the  counties  of  Solano,  Sonoma,  Napa, 
Marin,  Contra  Costa,  Alameda,  Santa  Clara, 
San  Benito,  and  San  Mateo,  and  the  City  and 
County  of  San  Francisco." 

Commenting  on  the  signing  of  the  bill. 
Col.  B.  C.  Allin,  Chairman  of  the  Chamber's 
Technical  Projects  Committee,  stated  that 
the  bill  implements  the  Chamber's  long- 
standing position  of  seeking  the  best  means 
of  obtaining  an  assured  water  supply. 

"What  we  have  been  seeking  for  years  is 
simply  an  assured  source  of  supply  for  cheap, 
good  water  for  the  entire  Bay  Area,"  said 
Col.  Allin. 

"We  have  wanted  all  areas  of  inquiry 
toward  this  goal  to  be  investigated  without 
preconceptions  or  prejudice  aimed  at  any 
particular  scheme  or  plan. 

"The  Act  just  signed  commits  the  study  to 
be  undertaken  to  develop  a  complete  plan  to 
bring  the  area  the  water  we  need,  and  we  are 
extremely  gratified  that  the  Governor  has 
signed  the  bill  into  law."

.Assistant  Transportation  Manager  in  1932, 
he  was  in  the  traffic  department  of  the  Cali- 


fornia Packing  Corporation  in  San  Fran- 
cisco. His  transportation  career  began  in 
1908  as  a  messenger  and  rate  clerk  in  the 
Western  Transit  Company,  from  which  he 
went  successively  to  positions  in  railroading 
— approximately  15  years — and  in  civil,  mili- 
tarj-  and  transportation  service  for  the  gov- 
ernment— about  two  and  a  half  years. 

"For  nearly  a  quarter  of  a  century,  Mr. 
Rohde  has  brought  high  credit  to  our  organ- 
ization," said  Chamber  President  Thos.  J. 
Mellon.  "He  has  always  represented  Cham- 
ber policy  in  expert  fashion,  and  no  matter 
whether  the  policies  agreed  or  differed  with 
someone  else's,  his  opponents  as  well  as  his 
colleagues  held  him  in  the  greatest  respect.

ent  and  future  functions  of  the  produce  mar- 
ket," according  to  Chamber  General  Mana- 
ger G.  L.  Fox.  The  specialists  expect  to 
spend  three  to  four  weeks  on  studies  and 
analyses  of  the  market  and  another  two  to 
four  weeks  preparing  their  recommendations 
and  plans  for  the  market's  future. 

Their  study  is  the  result  of  the  Chamber's 
action  recently  to  develop  complete  facts. 
The  Chamber  requested  Mayor  Robinson  to 
invite  the  Agricultural  Department  experts 
here. 

The  whole  question  of  improvement  of  the 
untenable  conditions  at  San  Francisco's  run- 
down wholesale  produce  market  was  insti- 
gated a  year  ago  by  the  San  Francisco  Cham- 
ber when,  as  a  result  of  13  years'  study,  it 
called  for  action  toward  establishing  the 
South  Basin  temporary  war  housing  area  as 
the  site  for  a  new  terminal.  Since  then  the 
Board  of  Supervisors'  declared  the  area  for 
redevelopment  and  the  Chamber  was  given 
the  task  of  following  through  with  details 
relating  to  studies  and  recommendations.

Aeronautical  Innovations 


President  Thos.  J.  Mellon,  General  Manager 
G.  L.  Fox  and  several  Department  Managers 
of  the  Chamber  were  among  some  70(1  guests 
— including  leading  industrialists  and  avia- 
tion experts  from  all  parts  of  the  United 
.states — who  were  privileged  to  participate 
in  the  triennial  inspecion  of  the  Ames  Aero- 
nautical Laboratory  at  Moffett  Field  June 
27-28,  as  guests  of  the  National  Advisory 
Committee  for  Aeronautics. 

The  laboratory,  one  of  the  three  major  re- 
search centers  functioning  under  NACA,  has 
for  its  primary  role  research  in  high  speed 
aerodynamics,  and  investigation  of  physical 
laws  governing  flight  up  to  and  beyond  the 
speed  of  sound. 

The  groups  of  visitors  saw  laboratory  ex- 
ploration of  problems  related  to  development 
of  intercontinental  missiles,  visited  a  tran- 
sonic wind  tunnel,  and  watched  experiments 
in  design  of  safety  seats  for  aircraft. 

The  inspection  furthers  exchange  of  infor- 
mation between  industry  and  military  tech- 
nologists.

Americu's  business  system  is  not  domiualed 
exclusively  by  the  giants  of  industry.  New 
ideas  and  initiative  still  pay  ofj,  too,  for  the 
"small  businessman" — as  this  story  of  a  new 
firm  on  San  Francisco's  industrial  horizon 
proves  \  . . 

July,    1955 

Just  four  years  ai;..  this  month  the  Kimhall 
Manufacturing  Corporation  had  its  beginnings 
when  William  R.  Kimball,  Jr..  was  shown  a 
magazine  article  on  reinforced  plastics  by  Fran 
Letchfield,  a  banker  friend  and  member  of  the 
Manufacturers  Committee  of  (he  San  Fran- 
cisco Chamber  of  Commerce. 

Kimball,  who  in  1953  was  selected  as  one  of 
the  "100  Newsmakers  of  Tomorrow"  by  Time 
Magazine  and  the  Chamber,  foresaw  the  possi- 
bilities of  this  new  material  and  set  about  rais- 
ing some  S50,000  in  capital  through  sale  of 
stock  to  personal  friends.  He  began  tooling  up 
a  plant   to  produced  reinforced  plastic  items. 

Although  for  two  years  the  company's  ma- 
jor problem  was  in  preparation  and  develop- 
ment, the  first  production  item,  a  fruit-weigh- 
ing container  for  Rosenberg  Bros.  &  Co.,  came 
of^  the  molds  within  six  months. 

Other  custom  molded  items  began  to  appear 
as  word  of  this  new  firm,  which  could  produce 
anything  a  customer  wanted  in  the  realm  of 
fiberglas  plastic,  reached  manufacturers. 

Kimball  made  thermostat  covers  for  Wesix 
Electric  Heater  Co.,  swimming  pool  steps  and 
serving  trays. 

Then  came  a  big  break  for  the  new  enter- 
prise. Approval  of  the  firm's  reinforced  plas- 
tic billboard  mouldings  came  from  Foster  and 
Kleiser  Co.  and  the  Outdoor  Advertising  As- 
sociation of  America,  and  orders  began  to 
come  in  substantial  volume. 

Today,  under  the  trade  name  of  "Kimball 
Fiberglas  Products,"  the  firm  expects  to  gross 
well  over  half  a  million  dollars  this  year 
through  its  sales  of  billboard  mouldings, 
sporting  goods — including  the  first  fiberglas 
plastic  water  skis  made  in  America — and  deco- 
rative accessories  such  as  planter  bowls. 

In  the  development  stage  are  such  other 
sports  items  as  snow  skis  and  reinforced  plastic 
boats,  and  William  Kimball,  who  four  years 
ago  had  nothing  but  faith  in  an  idea,  firmly 
believes  the  business  is  entering  an  era  of 
what  he  terms  "explosive  growth." 

Here  is  a  true-life  story  of  what  vision,  ini- 
tiative and  solid  plans,  backed  completely  by 
local  capital,  can  accomplish.

1.  The  Senate  passed  the  public  works 
appropriation  bill  which  includes  $250,001) 
for  a  San  Francisco  Bay  Study,  permitting, 
according  to  Mellon,  "an  early  completion 
of  a  model  of  the  Bay  which  is  essential  be- 
fore the  Bay  Study  itself  can  progress  be- 
yond the  initial  stage." 

2.  House  and  Senate  conferees  favorably 
reported  H.R.  5891,  amending  mining  legis- 
lation to  eliminate  certain  abuses  and  clear- 
ing the  way  for  President  Eisenhower's 
signature. 

3.  Governor  Goodwin  J.  Knight  signed  the 
McCarthy  Bill  authorizing  a  study  of  the 
feasibility  and  financing  of  a  second  bridge 
or  other  mass  transit  facility  to  link  San 
Francisco  and  Marin  County  via  Angel 
Island  and  Tiburon. 

Both  federal  bills  as  well  as  (he  state  legis- 
lation had  been  studied  by  Chamber  Com- 
mittees and  referred  to  the  Chamber's  Board 
of  Directors  for  support,  which  was  enthusi- 
astically given.  Close  liaison  was  subse-

A  meeting  of  property  owners  will  be 
called  in  the  near  future  to  determine  which 
of  several  methods  could  be  employed  most 
suitably  for  bringing  some  600  acres  of  sub- 
merged Knnds  into  use  for  industrial   sites. 

Reclamation  of  the  submerged  lands  will 
add  to  the  city's  tax  rolls,  offer  desirable 
sites  to  new  industry,  and  create  new  pay- 
rolls, according  to  Fox. 

The  Chamber  earlier  this  year  completed 
exhaustive  studies  on  tidelands  possibilities 
and  made  the  recommendation  for  develop- 
ment which  is  now  under  consideration  as  a 
result  of  passage  of  A.B.  3806  at  the  last 
Legislature.  This  bill  was  vigorously  sup- 
ported by  the  Chamber  at  Sacramento.

quently    kept    with    this    area's    legislative 
representatives. 

The  Bay  Study  is  aimed  at  developing  a 
comprehensive  plan  for  full  economic  devel- 
opment of  the  area,  its  port  and  navigation 
facilities,  and  conservation  and  control  of 
water  and  other  resources  not  now  com- 
pletely utilized. 

Phil  R.  Bradley,  Jr.,  Chairman  of  the 
Chamber's  Mining  Committee,  said  of  the 
Congressional  action  on  H.R.  5891,  "The 
mining  industry  is  indeed  gratified.  If  signed 
into  law,  the  bill  would  mean  return  to  pub- 
lic use  of  timber  and  grazing  lands  where 
mining  claims  were  dormant  or  virtually 
abandoned,  and  would  end  the  practice  of 
filing  mining  claims  when  the  real  intent 
was  to  utilize  land  for  non-mineral  purposes." 

On  the  projected  Tiburon  crossing,  Mellon 
said,  "The  study  is  essential  to  further  plan- 
ning of  the  proposed  Bay  Area  Rapid  Transit 
System,  and  will  tell  us  definitely  whether 
the  proposed  second  bridge,  tube  or  other 
system  is  feasible." 


San  Francisco  was  second  only  to  Los  An- 
geles in  taxable  sales  for  California  counties 
through  the  first  quarter  of  1955,  according 
to  a  study  by  the  Chamber  of  a  report  re- 
leased this  month  by  the  California  State 
Board  of  Equalization  which  placed  the  city 
and  county  sales  figure  at  $.363,52.3.0(10  for 
the  January,  February  and  March  quarter. 

Los  Angeles  County,  with  over  ninety 
times  the  land  area  and  6.2  times  the  popu- 
lation of  San  Francisco,  accounted  for  only 
4.9  times  San  Francisco's  taxable  retail 
sales.  Alameda  County,  next  in  sales  to  San 
Francisco,  showed  .'};267,811,000.  San  Fran- 
cisco's total  was  a  gain  of  8.56  per  cent  over 
the  similar   1954   period. 

Employment  Also  Up 

In  another  study  by  the  Chamber's  Re- 
search Department,  steady  growth  of  em- 
ployment and  payrolls  in  the  13-county  San 
Francisco  Bay  Region  was  confirmed.  A 
Federal  survey  showed  that  in  the  first  quar- 
ter of  1953.  latest  period  for  which  survey 
figures  were  made  available,  insured  payrolls 
of  Bay  Region  employers  covered  by  Old 
Age  and  Survival  Insurance  programs 
reached  $820,853.000— an  increase  of  $117,- 
408,000  over  the  first  quarter  of  1951.

"Other  Pacific  Coast  cities  are  not  un- 
aware of  the  potential  of  trade  with  Hawaii, 
and  this  trip  offers  San  Francisco  business- 
men an  unparalleled  opportunity  to  tell  what 
advantages  this  port  and  trading  area  have 
to  offer." 

Importance  of  the  San  Francisco  Bay  Re- 
gion's trade  with  Hawaii  is  pointed  up  by 
most  recent  figures  which  show  that  Hawaii 
ships  984,303  short  tons  of  products  to  San 
Francisco,  with  principal  imports  being 
sugar,  pineapples,  spices,  nuts  and  other 
food  products,  wood,  textiles  chemicals  and 
metals. 

Exports  from  San  Francisco  to  Hawaii 
totaled  423,707  short  tons,  and  included  vege- 
table focd  products  and  beverages,  petroleum 
and  non-metallic  minerals,  building  supplies, 
machinery  and  metals.

Nature,  in  endowing  San  Francisco  with  a  tetnperate  climate,  suitable  for  wearing 
stylish  outfits  the  year  'round,  had  her  hand  in  establishing  here  a  natural  locale  for 
fashion-conscious  designers  and  fabricators  of  men's,  women's  and  children's  clothes 
and  accessories. 

Coupled  with  the  climate  was  the  nature  of  the  community  as  it  developed.  Great 
fortunes  were  made,  and  dynasties  were  founded.  Bu>ing  power  concentrated  in  San 
Francisco,  and  a  tradition  of  "high  style"  that  began  in  the  19th  century  have  been 
carried  on  by  subsequent  generations. 

And  so  today  San  Francisco  has  some  200  firms  engaged  in  the  manufacture  of 
clothing  and  accessories,  employing  10,000  persons  with  an  annual  payroll  of 
525,000,000. 

These  San  Francisco  apparel  manufacturers  annually  produce  garments  estimated 
to  have  from  §75,000,000  to  $100,000,000  wholesale  value. 

Typical  of  the  initiative  and  enterprise  of  the  apparel  manufacturers  was  the 
establishment  within  this  decade  of  the  $3,500,000  Apparel  City,  in  the  Bayshore 
District,  where,  on  a  33-acre  site,  16  firms  have  buildings  to  house  their  factories 
and  showrooms,  in  a  development  that  is  a  model  for  the  industry. 

The  industry  is  continuing  the  healthy  growth  which  has  marked  its  history.  Since 
1947  at  least  30  new  firms  have  opened  their  doors  here,  with  81,028,800  in  capital 
investment,  while  some  56  other  firms  spent  51,773,700  in  expansion  in  the  post-war 
period. 

Many  of  the  labels  of  San  Francisco-made  garments,  known  throughout  the  world, 
tome  from  factories  established  well  before  the  turn  of  the  century.  Among  firms 
thriving  today  which  were  already  well-known  in  the  'nineties  or  before  are  Eloesser- 
Heynemann  Co.,  M.  R.  Fleischman  Co.,  George  Bros.  &  Co.,  Gantner  &  IVIattern, 
Goldstone  Bros.,  H.  &  L.  Block,  Levi  Strauss  &  Co.,  and  G.  W.  Reynolds  Co.

Property  owners  whose  land  falls  within  the 
boundaries  of  the  Hunters  Point  Reclamation 
District  will  meet  with  city  officials  and  rep- 
resentatives of  the  Chamber  of  Commerce  on 
August  Ifi  to  lay  the  groundwork  for  reclaim- 
ing some  fiOO  acres  of  tidelands  for  industrial 
use. 

The  meeting  is  set  for  8  p.m.  in  the  audi- 
torium of  the  Health  Services  Building,  1(11 
Grove  Street. 

Supervisor  Matthew  Carberry  will  repre- 
sent the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco 
at  the  meeting,  and  in  attendance  will  be  the 
three  trustees  of  the  reclamation  district, 
Sherman  P.  Duckel,  E.  Elmore  Hutchison 
and  Parker  M.  Holt,  whose  appointment  was 
specified  in  Assembly  Bill  .'J8()6,  which  cre- 
ated the  reclamation  district. 

Primary  purpose  of  the  meeting  is  to  give 
property  holders  opportunity  to  discuss  the 
enabling  legislation  and  to  consider  various 
proposed  methods  of  financing  the  reclama- 
tion project. 

Assemblyman  Thomas  A.  Maloney,  who 
introduced  the  enabling  legislation.  Presi- 
dent Thos.  J.  Mellon,  of  the  Chamber,  G.  L. 
Fox,  Chamber  General  Manager,  Supervisor 
Carberry,  the  three  trustees  and  members  of 
the  press  visited  the  Hunters  Point  site  on 
Wednesday  to  familiarize  themselves  with 
the  physical  aspects  of  the  area  in  prepara- 
tion for  the  August  IC  meeting. 

The  Reclamation  District  will  obtain  legal 
status  on  September  7,  90  days  after  Gov- 
ernor Goodwin  J.  Knight  signed  the  legis- 
lation.

toward  oulying  and  suburban  shopping  and 
residential  centers  would  hurt  San  Francisco 
were  groundless. 

"As  population  widens  and  grows  around 
San  Francisco  ,the  city  becomes  the  nucleus 
of  an  even  more  wonderful  area,"  Mellon 
stated. 

"As  shops  and  services  multiply  in  this 
new,  thriving,  hinterland,  San  Francisco  be- 
comes an  ever  more  necessary  and  important 
and  attractive  heartland. 

"As  decentralization  serves  the  need  of 
new  districts,  new  suburbs  and  new  cities, 
San  Francisco  must  serve  the  needs  of  all  of 
them  for  centralization — centralization  of  a 
new  kind  and  on  a  higher  level. 

"Just  as  every  home  has  its  accustomed 
gathering  place  for  the  family,  just  as  every 
neighborhood  has  its  shopping  center,  just 
as  every  city  and  town  has  its  central  busi- 
ness district,  so  every  area  of  this  kind  must 
always  have  its  metropolitan  center." 

Mellon  declared  that  expansion,  with  its 
inevitable  decentralization  for  local  pur- 
poses, could  never  eliminate  centralization 
for  common  purposes. 

"It  merely  changes  the  relationship  of  the 
hub  to  the  wheel,"  he  said,  "with  the  spokes 


becoming  longer,  the  rim,  larger. 

"The  new  role  of  San  Francisco  will  be  not 
merely  to  serve  its  own  districts,  but  to 
'super-serve'  the  towns  and  cit'es  of  Northern 
California,  and  ultimately  a  whole,  tremen- 
dous western  population." 

Mellon  pointed  out  that  the  things  which 
cannot  be  organized  and  provided  without 
centralization  would  make  San  Francisco's 
role  a  vital  one,  naming  specifically  world 
commerce,  finance,  wholesale  markets,  con- 
centrated retailing,  heavy  industry,  govern- 
ment facilities,  entertainment  and  arts,  con- 
\entions  and  a  myriad  of  other  services  which 
must  be  assembled  for  convenient  access  to 
a  wide  area. 

Discussing  San  Francisco's  role  as  "Cross- 
roads of  the  World,"  Mellon  pointed  out  that 
the  city  is  headquarters  for  the  world's  larg- 
est bank,  world's  largest  gas  and  electric 
company,  the  world's  second  largest  railroad 
and  third  largest  oil  producer. 

"We're  headquarters  for  .30  of  the  world's 
largest  corporations,"  Mellon  stated,  with 
assets  of  27  billion  dollars.  Our  volume  of 
business  activity  has  increased  three-fold 
since  1939  and  is  at  the  highest  level  in  his- 
tory— 33  per  cent  above  1950. 

"Our  waterfront  shipping  is  on  the  rise 
and  we  are  first  on  the  Pacific  Coast  in  water- 
borne  commerce,  first  as  a  financial  center 
and  security  market,  first  as  a  market  and 
distribution  center,  first  as  a  branch  office 
for  national  and  regional  firms,  and  first  in 
per  capita  income  and  buying."

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GENERAL  BUSINESS  ACTIVITY  REPORT  THROUGH  JUNE,  1955 


Business   at  New   High 

Business  in  San  Francisco  and  the  nine- 
county  Bay  Area  held  to  a  brisk  pace  during 
June,  rounding  out  the  first  half  of  1955  at 
a  new  high — 7.8  per  cent  better  than  the  first 
six  months  of  1954. 

June  itself  established  a  new  record,  with 
the  Chamber's  index  of  business  at  138.5  sur- 
passing last  June's  (127.0)  by  9.1  per  cent. 

Chief  gains  in  San  Francisco  contributing 
to  the  all-time  high  for  the  first  half  in- 
cluded: Bank  Debits  to  Individual  Accounts, 
up  10%  over  the  corresponding  1954  period; 
Value  of  All  Construction  Authorized,  up 
16%;  Additions,  Alterations  and  Repairs,  up 
54.3 '/r ;  Real  Estate  Deeds  Recorded,  up 
17.57r ;  Stock  Exchange  Transactions,  Mar- 
ket Value,  up  46.49f;  Department  Store 
Sales,  up  3.97f ;  Port  Revenue  Tonnage,  up 
4.2%;  Freight  Car  Movements,  up  8.6%; 
Airport  Plane  Traffic,  up  12.1%.  (See  bal- 
ance of  figures,  to  right,  for  complete 
picture.) 

As  for  the  Pacific  Coast,  Merchant  Whole- 
salers sales  for  the  first  five  months  topped 
last  year  by  11%  compared  to  8%  in  the 
nation.  Pacific  Coast  grocery  sales  were  up 
17'; ;  drugs,  20%  ;  dry  goods,  9%  ;  furniture, 
21%  ;  hardware,  20%  ;  plumbing  and  heating, 
26%  ;  industrial  machinery,  8%.

David  Rockefeller  Urges  Aid 
To  Far  East  in  U.S.  Interest 


The  United  States  has  a  compelling  interest 
in  the  countries  of  Free  Asia  on  strategic, 
economic,  political  and  humanitarian 
grounds,  David  Rockefeller,  grandson  of  the 
late  John  D.  Rockefeller  and  executive  vice- 
president  of  the  Chase  Manhattan  Bank,  told 
an  overflow  crowd  at  a  luncheon  meeting  in 
the  San  Francisco  Commercial  Club  last 
week. 

Thos.  J.  Mellon,  President  of  the  Chamber, 
presided  at  the  event  which  was  co-spon- 
sored by  the  Chamber,  the  Commercial  Club 
and  the  World  Trade  Association.  Rocke- 
feller was  introduced  by  President  J.  E.  Wal- 
lace Sterling  of  Stanford  University. 

"To  the  Asians  today,  the  good  neighbor 
is  the  nation  which  will  lend  them  a  helping 
hand  in  tangible  terms,"  Rockefeller  said. 

"This  is  a  role  the  Communists  say  they 
are  prepared  to  play  if  we  refuse  to  do  so 
ourselves." 

The  youthful  (Rockefeller  is  40)  New  York 
banker  and  philanthropist  stated  that  inve.st- 
ment  in  Free  Asia  from  government  and  pri- 
vate sources  sufficient  to  keep  nations  of  the 
Far  East  on  the  side  of  the  free  world  need 
total  only  some  $5  billion  annually. 

"This  sum  would  provide  the  necessary 
margin  of  safety  to  assure  a  rise  of  one  to 
two  per  cent  a  year  in  the  standard  of  liv- 
ing," Rockefeller  said. 

"This  advance,  while  by  no  means  drama- 
tic, would  provide  real  evidence  of  progress," 

Rockefeller  pointed  out  that  the  resources 
of  the  800  millions  in  Free  Asia  v/ould  tip 
the  scales  against  the  West  if  allowed  to  fall 
under  Communist  domination.

Plans  Announced  for  Science 
Center  by  Int'l  Foundation 


Plans  for  a  three-fold  program  to  enhance 
San  Francisco's  prestige  as  a  scientific  and 
engineering  center  were  announced  this  week 
by  Christian  de  Guigne,  Chairman  of  the 
Board  of  Governors  of  the  International 
Science  Foundation,  together  with  announce- 
ment that  the  Foundation  plans  to  enlist 
some  1500  additional  corporate  members  by 
the  close  of  1956. 

The  Foundation,  a  non-profit  organization, 
sponsors  the  operation  of  the  international 
science  center  which  was  established  at  the 
California  Academy  of  Sciences  in  1953  and 
has  become  the  pilot  project  for  similar  cen- 
ters planned  for  other  metropolitan  areas. 
The  center  provides  facilities  for  visiting 
scientists  and  meetings  of  scientific  organi- 
zations. 

Also  under  preparation  is  a  handbook  of 
the  scientific  resources  of  the  San  Francisco 
Bay  Area.  The  Foundation  aids  in  an  ex- 
change of  scientists  between  the  United 
States  and  other  nations  for  lectures,  con- 
ferences and  scientific  meetings. 
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SMALL  BUSINESS 
SUCCESS  STORY 

August,  1955 

This  is  the  story  of  two  young  veterans  of  the 
Korean  conflict  who  parlayed  a  bun,  a  pat  of 
meat  and  a  modest  S5,000  investment  into  a 
growing  chain  of  "drive-ins"  in  less  than  two 
years. 

Elmo  Mugnani  came  back  from  Korea  with 
assets  which  included  experience  as  a  mess 
sergeant,  a  modest  bank  account  and  a  host 
of  loyal  friends  from  the  days  when  he  won 
election  as  student  body  president  at  Galileo 
High  School. 

With  a  friend,  Giulio  Francesconi,  who  had 
been  a  cook  in  the  merchant  marine,  Mugnani 
opened  the  first  Tic  Tock  Drive-in  in  July, 
1953,  at  Ocean  Avenue  and  Alemany  Boule- 
vard. 

Featuring  self-service,  easy  access  and  finest 
obtainable  food  at  a  low  price,  the  Tic  Tock 
\Min  immediate  public  acceptance  and  was 
serving  1,(K)0  persons  a  day  within  a  short 
time. 

In  the  next  two  years  the  partners  opened 
three  more  drive-ins  in  the  Bayview,  North 
Beach  and  Sharp  Park  Districts,  and  added 
a  third  partner,  Ernie  Parducci,  as  general 
manager. 

Today,  two  years  after  the  first  'burger  went 
over  the  counter,  the  thriving  Tic  Tock  enter- 
prises serve  4,000  customers  daily  and  eighty 
employees  draw  a  weekly  payroll  in  excess 
of  S2500. 

The  business  pays  a  utility  bill  of  Sl,000 
a  month  and  buys  1,000,000  paper  cups  a  year. 
Each  month  its  hungry  customers  consume  five 
tons  of  highest  grade  Manteca  Fed  Beef,  25 
tons  of   potatoes   and   800  pounds  of  cofTee. 

The  youthful  entrepreneurs  attribute  their 
success  partly  to  a  growing  segment  of  the 
public  who  want  to  eat  "on  the  run"  in  order 
to  keep  engagements  that  won't  permit  time 
for  a  "sit-down"  meal,  and  to  demand  for 
between-meal  snacks  - —  but  mostly  to  San 
Francisco's  traditional  acceptances  of  estab- 
lishments  serving  quality   food   at   low   cost.

Property  owners  of  the  Hunters  Point  Recla- 
mation District  assembled  this  week  for  the 
first  time  to  meet  the  three  Trustees  of  the 
District  and  to  consider  possible  methods  of 
financing  the  reclamation  project  that  will 
convert  some  600  acres  of  useless  tidelands 
into  desirable  industrial  property.

The  group  inspected  the  area  from  various 
vantage  points  and  also  surveyed  potential 
sources  of  dry  fill  including  Powder  Point, 
Candlestick  Point,  Bayview  Park  and  the 
Crocker  Estate. 


Planning  Commission  Speeds 
Acceptance  of  Market  Plan 


A  preliminary  plan  for  the  proposed  new  pro- 
duce market  at  the  South  Basin  site  was  ap- 
proved last  week  by  the  San  Francisco  Plan- 
ning Commission  as  one  of  a  series  of  neces- 
sary legal  steps  required  to  make  the  project 
possible. 

Randell  Larson,  chairman  of  the  Legal  and 
Financial  Subcommittee  of  the  Chamber's 
Produce  Market  Section,  was  at  the  Commis- 
sion meeting  to  present  the  Chamber's  recom- 
mendations for  approval. 

Submission  of  the  preliminary  plan  to  the 
Redevelopment  Agency  will  follow,  and  if 
that  agency  accepts  the  plan,  a  tentative 
plan  will  be  prepared  on  which  public  hear- 
ings will  be  held.  Thereafter  the  plan  goes 
to  the  Board  of  Supervisors  who  call  a  second 
public  hearing  before  a  final  plan  can  be  sub- 
mitted for  hearing. 

The  preliminary  plan  cites  legal  authority 
for  the  redevelopment  of  the  South  Basin  site, 
lists  boundaries  of  the  ?rea.  describes,  in 
general  terms,  the  character  of  the  proposed 
development  and  the  purposes  it  would  serve. 

Action  by  the  City  Planning  Commission 
followed  quickly  presentation  of  an  informal 
report  by  Harry  G.  Clowes,  of  the  U.S.  De- 
partment of  Agriculture,  to  the  Commission 
and  to  the  Chamber  in  which  he  told  some 
of  the  findings  of  the  Department's  experts 
who  spent  several  weeks  in  an  intensive 
study  of  produce  marketing  problems. 

Clowes  indicated  that  adequate  provision 
for  a  modern,  efficient  market  could  be  made 
if  50  acres  were  acquired,  and  that  there 
would  be  ample  room  for  future  expansion. 

He  cited  numerous  time  and  motion  studies 
made  in  the  present  congested  produce  mar- 
ket area  to  show  excessive  waste  of  time 
and  financial  loss  in  movement  of  trucks  and 
loading  and  unloading  operations  due  to  con- 
ditions in  the  area.

Voyagers  in  Fragile  Junk 
W^elcomed  by  Golden  Fleet 


A  golden  dragon  ship,  54  davs  out  of  Yoko- 
suka,  Japan,  on  a  voyage  that  began  last 
April  at  Taipei,  Formosa,  was  greeted  by 
the  Chamber's  Great  Golden  Fleet  last  week 
as  it  terminated  its  trans-Pacific  passage 
under  the  Golden  Gate  Bridge  and  tied  up  at 
Pier  4.3  with  its  crew  of  six  adventurers. 

Through  Captain  Marco  Yu  Ling  Chung, 
Calvin  E.  Mehlert,  of  Fresno,  American  Vice- 
Consul  at  Taipei,  and  four  crewmen  on  leave 
from  the  Taiwan  Provincial  Fisheries  Ad- 
ministration, the  Rotary  Clubs  of  Formosa 
sent  their  greetings  to  the  Rotary  Club  of 
S-^n  Francisco,  which  was  host  to  the  group 
at  its  Aug.  9  luncheon. 

Flags  and  emblems  from  the  Formosan 
Rotarians  were  presented  to  the  San  Fran- 
ci.sco  Club  at  the  afl'air. 

The  seemingly  frail  junk,  the  "Free  China," 
which  had  braved  storms  and  heavy  weather 
for  much  of  its  journey,  was  met  by  the 
Golden  Fleet  carrving  newsreel  and  press 
representatives  anxious  to  record  the  event 
in  stories  and  pictures. 

T.  K.  Chang,  Chinese  Consul  General,  was 
among  the  first  to  greet  the  junk  and  its 
crew  offshore  and  again  at  Pier  43  where  the 
junk  came  to  anchor. 


Recommendations  calling  for  expenditure  of 
$18,730,000  for  construction  and  right-of- 
way  allocations  for  the  San  Francisco  free- 
way system  during  the  1956-57  fiscal  year 
were  presented  to  the  California  State  High- 
way Commission  this  week  at  Sacramento 
by  the  Chamber's  Street,  Highway  and 
Bridge  Section. 

In  addition,  the  Chamber  proposed  to  the 
Commission  that  surveys,  plans  and  advance 
right-of-way  acquisition  be  started  on  a  num- 
ber of  additional  freeway  projects,  and  that 
surveys  and  plans  be  started  for  a  third 
group  of  projects  designed  to  relieve  antici- 
pated future  congestion. 

The  recommendations  were  presented  to 
the  Highway  Commission  by  Leonard  S. 
Mosias,  Chairman  of  the  Section,  and  the 
presentation  was  followed  by  a  luncheon  at- 
tended by  Chamber  General  Manager  G.  L. 
Fox,  Sherman  B.  Duckel,  Director  of  Public 
Works  for  the  City  and  County  of  San  Fran- 
cisco, and  members  of  the  Board  of  Directors 
and  Section,  who  were  hosts  to  the  Highway 
Commission  and  State  Division  of  Highways.

C.A.B.  Asked  to  Give  City 
More  Air  Service  to  K.C. 


Notification  that  the  San  Francisco  Chamber 
of  Commerce  takes  some  exception  to  the  ini- 
tial decision  of  the  examiner  in  the  "Denver 
Service  Case"  was  sent  to  the  Civil  Aero- 
nautics Board  last  week. 

The  case  involves  applications  of  several 
domestic  airlines  for  extensions  of  existing 
services  and  new  routes  between  San  Fran- 
cisco and  points  on  transcontinental  routes. 

The  Chamber  notified  the  C.A.B.  that  it 
was  taking  exception  to  one  portion  of  the 
examiner's  decision  which  failed  to  recom- 
mend additional  service  between  San  Fran- 
cisco and  Kansas  City. 

Other  recommendations  of  the  examiner 
which  granted  additional  service  between 
San  Francisco  and  Denver  via  Salt  Lake  City 
and  Reno,  and  additional  service  non-stop  to 
the  eastern  seaboard  were  in  line  with  the 
Chamber's  position  of  endorsing  competition 
without  wasteful  duplication. 

The  Chamber  will  file  briefs  in  support  of 
its  exception  and  ask  for  time  to  be  heard  in 
oral  argument  before  the  C.A.B. 

The  case  was  heard  by  C.A.B.  Examiner 
Ferdinand  D.  Moran  last  year  in  Denver  and 
Washington,  and  the  examiner's  decision 
was  made  public  last  month.

And  Ocean  Shipping  Rates 
Due  for  Committee  Studies 


Charles  C.  Miller  Is  Named 
Manager  of  Transportation 
Department  of  the  Chamber 


Industry  Spending  Millions 
On  Expansions  in  Northern 
California  and  Bay  Region 


Problems  of  importance  to  two  phases  of  San 
Francisco's  transportation  picture  will  be 
studied  by  subcommittees  whose  appoint- 
ment was  authorized  last  week  by  the  Trans- 
portation Committee  of  the  Chamber. 

One  subcommittee  will  review  Chamber 
policies  in  relation  to  terminal  rights  of  for- 
eign airlines  on  the  West  Coast,  and  the  other 
will  study  rate  structures  for  ocean  shipping 
between  San  Francisco  and  the  Orient. 

Daniel  J.  McGanney,  Chairman  of  the 
Transportation  Committee,  who  will  appoint 
the  subcommittees,  pointed  out  that  in  the 
air  policy  matter  the  subcommittee  will  seek 
to  determine  where  the  best  interests  of  San 
Francisco  lie  in  view  of  differing  points  of 
view  between  American  carriers,  both  inter- 
national and  domestic,  and  foreign  carriers. 

In  the  shipping  case,  the  subcommittee  will 
endeavor  to  determine  whether  Pacific  Coast 
shippers  are  being  discriminated  against  in 
favor  of  East  Coast  shippers  by  the  present 
ocean  rate  structure.

tions,Mosias  declared  that  San  Francisco's 
continued  economic  development  depends  up- 
on adequacy  of  state  highways  linking  the 
city  with  the  south,  bridge  facilities  and  dis- 
tributive state  highways  within  the  city. 

Mosias  expressed  his  thanks  and  apprecia- 
tion for  the  cooperation  of  the  staff  of  the 
Division  of  Highways,  the  Departments  of 
Planning  and  Public  Works  of  the  City  and 
County  of  San  Francisco,  of  other  civic  or- 
ganizations and  of  members  of  the  Street, 
Highway  and  Bridge  Section  in  contributing 
to  the  final  proposals. 

"It  is  our  observation  that  the  local  civic 
and  business  groups  are  broadening  their 
views  on  the  construction  of  freeways  within 
the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco,  and 
this  can  be  attributed  to  the  fact  that  they 
have  had  an  opportunity  to  see  and  to  experi- 
ence the  relief  that  has  been  brought  to 
traffic-congested  streets  upon  the  completion 
of  the  freeways  that  are  now  in  use,"  Mosias 
said. 

The  Chamber's  recommendation  for  con- 
struction and  right-of-way  allocations  in- 
cluded the  following  specific  proposals: 

1.  Paving  of  0.7  miles  on  Route  fi8  on 
Third  Street  to  the  South  City  Limits  at  a 
cost  of  $560,000. 

2.  Continuation  of  Route  68  from  the 
South  City  Limits,  across  the  open  water 
.section  to  connect  with  the  existing  Bav- 
shore  Highway  in  San  Mateo  County  for  3.0 
miles  at  a  cost  of  $870,000. 

3.  Completion  of  the  Embarcadero  Free- 
way, Route  224,  from  the  Bay  Bridge  to 
Broadway  at  Battery  and  Sansonie  Streets, 
a  distance  of  1.2  miles  to  cost  $5,400,000. 


Appointment  of  Charles  C.Miller,  well  known 
traffic  expert,  as  Manager  of  the  Chamber's 
Transportation  Department,  replacing  Wal- 
ter A.  Rohde,  who  retired  July  1,  was  an- 
nounced this  week  by  G.  L.  Fox,  General 
Manager. 

Miller  headed  his  own  export-import  and 
traffic  consultation  organization  here  from 
1946  to  1955.  Prior  to  1946  he  was  traffic 
manager  for  the  Kaiser  Shipyards,  Rich- 
mond, and  earlier  was  associated  in  execu- 
tive capacities  with  the  traffic  departments 
of  Chevrolet  Division  of  General  Motors, 
Montgomery  Ward  &  Co.,  Beadle  Steamship 
Co.,  and  the  Associated  Oil  Co. 

The  new  transportation  manager  is  a  grad- 
uate of  Hastings  Law  School  and  attended 
the  University  of  Nevada,  College  of  the 
Pacific  and  Stanford.  He  has  taught  at  Lin- 
coln University  and  is  a  member  of  the 
I.C.C.'s  Practitioners'  Association,  National 
Defense  Transportation  Association,  Oak- 
land World  Trade  Club  and  Pan  American 
Association. 


4.  Extension  of  Route  2,  the  13th  Street 
Lateral  across  Market  Street  from  Mission 
'Street  to  Turk  and  Golden  Gate  and  Franklin 
and  Gough  Streets,  including  connections  to 
Oak  and  Fell  Streets,  a  distance  of  1.1  miles 
to  cost  $7,900,000. 

5.  Addition  of  two  lanes  to  Routes  2  and 
56  on  the  Golden  Gate  Bridge  Approach 
from  the  Richardson  Avenue  "Y"  to  the  Park 
Presidio  Interchange,  1.4  miles  at  a  cost  of 
$4,000,000. 

Second  group  of  Chamber  proposals  called 
for  surveys,  plans  and  advance  rights-of- 
way,  but  with  no  specific  sums  asked  for 
construction  as  yet  on  three  projects,  as 
follows: 

1.  Freeway  development  on  the  Southern 
Freeway  along  Alemany  from  Junipero  Serra 
Boulevard  to  the  Bayshore  Freeway  Inter- 
section, a  distance  of  4.3  miles. 

2.  Freeway  development  on  the  Western 
Freeway  from  the  South  City  Limits  near 
Junipero  Serra  Boulevard  and  .\lemany 
north  and  east  to  the  Junction  of  Route  2  at 
Octavia  Street,  a  distance  of  6.3  miles. 

3.  Freeway  development  on  the  Golden 
Gate  Bridge  Approach  from  the  junction 
with  the  Western  Freeway  at  Lincoln  Park 
to  Park  Presidio  Boulevard  at  Fulton  Street. 
Freeway  development  with  a  grade-sepa- 
rated facility  through  Golden  Gate  Park, 
a  distance  of  0.6  miles. 

Third  group  of  recommendations  for  sur- 
veys and  plans  only  called  attention  to  the 
urgency  of  advance  planning  for  freeway 
development  because  of  the  increase  in 
traffic  flow  and  congestion,  the  length  of  time 
required  for  obtaining  route  location  ap- 
provals and  clearing  rights-of-way,  and  the 
need  for  community  planning. 

Called  for  in  this  group  are  surveys  and 
plans  for  further  developments  on  the  Cen- 
tral Freeway,  Southern  Freeway,  Embarf-."- 
dero  Freeway,  and  Golden  Gate  Freeway 
and  approaches. 


Industrial  expansion  in  the  San  Francisco 
Bay  Region  for  the  first  six  months  of  1955 
showed  an  increase  of  more  than  one-third 
over  the  amount  committed  for  capital  im- 
provements and  new  plants  during  the  same 
period  in  1954,  the  Industrial  Department 
of  the  Chamber  disclosed  this  week. 

There  were  286  projects  during  the  period 
from  January  through  June  of  1955,  with 
$99,004,569  committed,  compared  to  258 
projects  with  commitments  of  $59,-392,455 
during  the  same  1954  period. 

In  San  Francisco,  60  projects  under  way 
during  the  first  half  year  were  an  increase 
of  17  over  1954,  and  created  201  new  jobs, 
with  commitments  of  $3,672,200. 

Largest  capital  investments  in  May  and 
June  were  in  the  building  materials  field, 
with  large  commitments  from  Pabco,  Ideal 
Cement,  Calaveras  Cement  and  Roddiscraft 
Ply^vood  Corporation.

The  directory  lists  products  and  plant  loca- 
tions of  each  prime  producer  in  Northern 
California,  and  provides  a  manual  of  ready 
reference  to  sources  of  241  products  pro- 
duced by  100  different  plants  operated  by 
94  producers. 

Citing  the  current  growth  of  the  chemical 
industry,  T.  G.  Hughes,  Chairman  of  the 
Chemical  Industries  Section,  pointed  out 
that  in  the  past  nine  years  alone  the  chemi- 
cal industry  has  spent  more  than  $140,000,000 
in  the  San  Francisco  Bay  Region  in  new 
plants  and  expansions. 

"The  industry,  including  compounders, 
mixers  and  other  branches  as  well  as  the 
prime  producers  listed  in  the  new  directory, 
has  created  158  new  plants  and  has  expanded 
233  existing  plants  within  this  brief  span  of 
years,"  Hughes  said. 

Government  procurement  agencies  will  re- 
ceive the  new  directory,  as  well  as  chambers 
of  commerce,  purchasing  agents  and  the  gen- 
eral and  trade  press.

Electronics    Manufacturing 

A  major  San  Francisco  industry  which,  perhaps  more  than  any  other,  vitally  affects 
the  national  security  and  our  way  of  life,  depends  upon  the  harnessing  of  the  electron 
—  a  particle  of  electricity  so  tiny  that  thirty-thousand-trillion-trilHon  electrons  are 
said  to  weigh  less  than  an  ounce. 

Starting  less  than  50  years  ago  with  the  researches  of  a  few  inspired  scientists 
and  growing  out  of  laboratories  and  workrooms  housed  In  garages  and  vacant  stores, 
electronics  manufacturing  today  employs  12,000  persons  in  San  Francisco  and  the  Bay 
Region  and  produces  $200,000,000  worth  of  electronic  equipment  each  year.  Its  75 
plants  feed  millions  of  dollars  in  payrolls  into  our  economy. 

Both  the  role  of  the  pioneers  in  electronics  and  the  dominant  position  of  the  indus- 
try today  will  be  pointed  up  vividly  August  24  with  the  opening  of  the  three-day 
Western  Electronic  Show^  and  Convention  at  the  Fairmont  Hotel  and  Civic  Auditorium. 

Recalling  the  birth  of  the  electronic  age  in  San  Francisco  and  the  Peninsula  will  be 
exhibits  of  the  vacuum  tube  developed  by  Dr.  Lee  de  Forest,  broadcasting  equipment 
used  at  the  1915  Exposition  five  years  before  commercial  broadcasting  started  in  the 
East,  the  early  Kennedy  all-wave  receiver,  the  prototype  for  aircraft  two-way  radio 
developed  by  Herbert  Hoover,  Jr.,  the  Klystron  generator  and  many  other  early  day 
electronic  exhibits. 

The  West  Coast  today  produces  15  per  cent  of  all  electronic  equipment  manufac- 
tured in  the  United  States;  from  factories  located  in  San  Francisco  and  the  Bay  Area 
pour  forth  a  steady  stream  of  antenna,  transmitting  tubes,  amplifiers,  microwave 
equipment  and  countless  other  specialized  products  to  be  absorbed  by  the  military 
establishments,  the  medical  profession,  radio,  television  and  many  facets  of  industry. 

The  proximity  of  Stanford  University  and  Stanford  Research  Institute,  from  which 
emanated  many  of  the  basic  developments  in  electronics  and  much  of  the  inspiration, 
led  to  establishment  of  many  electronic  plants  in  the  vicinity.  Among  industry 
leaders  on  the  Peninsula  are  the  Ampex  Corporation,  Dalmo  Victor  Co.,  Eitel- 
McCuIIough,  Inc.,  Hewlett-Packard  Co.,  Lenkurt  Electric  Co.,  Inc.,  and  Varian 
Associates. 

Many  of  these  and  other  East  Bay  and  Peninsula  firms  maintain  San  Francisco 
offices,  and  all  contribute  to  the  city's  economic  life.  Located  within  the  city  limits 
are  such  firms  as  Applied  Electronics,  Inc.,  Robert  Dollar  Co..  Electrical  Service  Co., 
Electronic  Medical  Foundation,  Merle  Faber  Mfg.  Co.,  Remler  Co.,  Ltd.,  Mercury 
Marine  Electric  Co.,  Inc.,  and  Lynch  Carrier  Systems,  Inc.

Ray  B.  Wiser,  Chairman  of  the  Agricul- 
tural Committee,  promises  an  outstanding 
program,  including  some  surprise  features. 

"Importance  of  California's  grain  crop 
cannot  be  overemphasized,"  Wiser  stated. 

"Our  six  leading  cereal  grains  were  valued 
at  more  than  $183,(100,000  in  1954,  and  Dr. 
Briggs'  story  of  the  significance  of  this  crop 
to  our  economy  will  make  this  meeting  a 
'must'  for  every  member." 


Labor  Statistics  Bureau 
Asks  Business  Cooperation 
In  W  age-Salary  Survey 


Representatives  of  the  U.S.  Bureau  of  Labor 
Statistics  are  calling  on  Bay  Region  em- 
ployers this  month  to  obtain  data  for  a  wage 
and  salary  sur\'ey  which  will  aid  in  determin- 
ing civil  service  pay  scales  and  to  supply 
occupational  rate  data  to  assist  in  collective 
bargaining  negotiations. 

Several  Federal,  State  and  local  agencies 
are  collaborating  in  the  survey,  during  which 
some  300  firms  will  be  contacted.  The  firms, 
representing  a  broad  Bay  Area  cross-section, 
will  be  asked  to  furnish  wage  data  covering 
some  250  office  and  plant  jobs. 

Data  on  personnel  practices,  holiday  sched- 
ules, vacation  practices,  leaves  of  absence 
and  frequency  of  pay  days  will  also  be 
sought,  with  all  information  held  in  strict 
confidence,  according  to  M.  D.  Kossoris,  Re- 
gional Director  of  the  Bureau. 

Cooperating  in  this  seventh  annual  survey 
are  the  City  of  San  Francisco,  the  Bay  Area 
Salary  Survey  Committee,  the  National  Ad- 
visory Committee  on  Aeronautics,  the  Cali- 
fornia State  Personnel  Board,  the  U.  S.  Mint 
and  several  Metropolitan  Oakland  and  penin- 
sula communities. 


Chamber  Assists  Japanese 
Delegation  in  Studies, 
Tours  of  Bay  Region 


Two  meetings  at  the  Chamber  within  the  past 
fortnight  assisted  materially  in  helping  a 
group  of  11  Japanese  manufacturers,  labor 
representatives,  trade  association  repre- 
sentatives and  government  officials  in  their 
appraisal  of  business  methods. 

Leader  of  the  delegation  is  Kisoji  Hachiya, 
E.xecutive  Director  of  the  Taihei  Machinery 
Works,  Ltd.,  of  Nagoya. 

The  Japanese  spent  more  than  a  week  in 
the  Bay  Region  studying  management  de- 
velopment, marketing,  distribution,  labor- 
management  relations  and  other  aspects  of 
American  business,  with  a  view  toward  in- 
creasing productivity  in  Japan. 

They  were  greeted  on  August  19  at  the 
Chamber  and  participated  in  a  conference 
with  General  Manager  G.  L.  Fox,  John  J. 
Judge,  manager  of  the  Field  Office  of  the 
U.S.  Depai-tment  of  Commerce,  and  staff 
members  of  the  Chamber's  Industrial  and 
World  Trade  Departments. 

On  Monday  the  group  returned  to  the 
Chamber  for  a  press  conference  and  to  par- 
ticipate in  a  panel  discussion  with  labor 
leaders  and  employer  group  representatives. 


GENERAL  BUSINESS  ACTIVITY  REPORT  THROUGH  JULY,  1955 


Area  Trend:  San  Francisco  and  the  Bay  Area 
established  a  new  high  for  July  and  the  first 
seven  months  of  the  year.  The  combined 
financial  transactions  of  San  Francisco,  Oak- 
land, Berkeley,  San  Jose,  and  Santa  Rosa 
amounted  to  $4,307,954,000  in  July.  This  was 
$441,133,000  above  July  last  year,  or  11.9 
per  cent. 

All  industry  groups  excepting  manufactur- 
ing and  transportation  and  utilities  during 
the  first  seven  months  averaged  above  the 
employment  levels  of  a  year  ago. 

Reports  covering  the  volume  of  activity 
show  gains  over  last  year  in  carloadings, 
truck  movements,  airport  traffic  and  electri- 
cal energy  and  gas  sales. 

Large  San  Francisco  retail  stores  report- 
ing to  the  Bureau  of  Census,  first  six  months 
sales  of  1955  compared  to  a  year  ago  reveal 
grocery  store  sales  were  up  6  per  cent,  ap- 
parel store  sales,  7  per  cent,  women's  ready 
to  wear  stores,  8  per  cent,  shoe  sales,  20  per 
cent,  furniture,  4  per  cent,  lumber  and  build- 
ing material  dealers,  29  per  cent,  motor  ve- 
hicle dealers,  32  per  cent,  and  jewelry  store 
sales,  16  per  cent.

Joseph  A.  Moore,  Jr.,  Chairman  of  the 
Chamber's  Shipbuilding  Committee,  last 
week  expressed  gratification  over  the  Navy 
Department's  assignment  of  two  major  proj- 
ects to  the  U.S.  Naval  Shipyard  at  Hunters 
Point. 

Awarded  to  the  San  Francisco  yard  as  part 
of  the  Navy's  1956  shipbuilding  and  construc- 
tion program  were  construction  of  a  new- 
type  frigate  and  conversion  of  an  attack 
aircraft  carrier. 

"These  assignments  will  assure  stability 
of  employment  at  the  yard,  and  will  give  the 
San  Francisco  yard  and  its  personnel  valu- 
able know-how  in  construction  of  the  new 
type  frigate,"  Moore  commented. 

"While  we  are  disappointed  not  to  get  con- 
struction of  a  super-carrier,  we  feel  that  the 
Navy  Department  is  well  aware  of  the  poten- 
tial of  the  San  Francisco  yard  and  the  present 
news  assures  us  that  we  will  continue  to  be 
included  in  major  contract  awards  that  en- 
able us  to  maintain  a  reservoir  of  skills  in 
the  area  and  that  are  so  important  to  our 
local  economy." 

Shipyard  sources  stated  that  the  frigate 
will  be  the  first  of  an  entirely  new  type  naval 
vessel,  designated  as  a  "DLG,"  or  guided 
missile  frigate.  Modification  and  moderniza- 
tion of  the  attack  carrier  promises  a  $5  or 
$6  million  dollar  contract  for  addition  of 
new,  angled  flight  decks  and  installation  of 
a  streamlined  all-weather  bow  on  the  vessel.

Guppy  Stresses  Grouth  of

"Wherever  there  are  people,  there  will  be 
industry,"  Guppy  said. 

"As  an  example,  industrial  development  in 
April  of  1954  tripled  April  of  1953,  but  when 
we  look  at  the  first  four  months  of  this  year, 
we  find  an  increase  of  80  per  cent  over  the 
first  four  months  of  last  year. 

"Certainly  the  over-all  plans  in  the  San 
Francisco  Bay  Area  are  for  a  growing  and 
thriving  community,  one  that  will  be  growing 
and  prosperous  for  many  years  to  come."

Agricultural  work  of  the  San  Francisco 
Chamber  of  Commerce  has  been  described 
by  an  expert  in  the  United  States  Chamber 
of  Commerce  as  "one  of  the  most  outstand- 
ing and  effective  programs  in  the  land."

Chamber  as  one  of  the  most  outstanding  and 
effective  programs  in  the  land."

It,  first  of  all,  has 
done  a  thorough  job  in  promoting  under- 
standing and  respect  between  farmers  and 
other  business  men  in  your  area  and  through- 
out the  state.  Secondly,  some  of  Ihe  projects 
in  your  programs  have  been  uniquely  effec- 
tive in  paving  the  way  to  progress  not  only 
for  the  agricultural  businesses  you  serve  but 
also  for  those  other  business  firms  who  in 
California  serve  and  grow  wiih  the  agricul- 
tural businesses  of  your  communities. 

"I  am  taking  this  special  means  of  com- 
mending your  agricultural  work  because  for 
those  people  closest  to  the  work  it  is  often 
easy  to  become  so  familiar  with  fine  perform- 
ances by  day-to-day  contact  with  it  as  not  to 
appreciate  its  full  value.  I  thought  that  some 
of  the  members  of  the  San  Francisco  Cham- 
ber might  be  interested  to  know  that  your 
agricultural  programs  look  mighty  good  to 
an  "outsider."

Is  Boon  to  Employers 


Employers  will  be  better  able  to  analyze  the 
potential  of  young  job  holders  since  passage 
of  the  new  Reserve  Forces  Act,  signed  by 
President  Eisenhower  last  month,  according 
to  Brig.  Gen.  Stuart  D.  Menist,  U.S.A.R., 
Vice-Chairman  of  the  Chamber's  Armed 
Forces  Section. 

The  new  Act  permits  men  from  17  to  I8V2 
years  of  age  to  fulfill  their  military  obliga- 
tion with  only  six  months  of  full  time  active 
duty,  followed  by  an  eight-year  period  of 
weekly  evening  drills  and  summer  training 
programs. 

General  Menist,  who  is  Assistant  Com- 
manding General,  91st  Infantry  Division, 
U.S.A.R.,  under  Maj.  Gen.  C.  Lyn  Fox, 
pointed  out  that  the  program  would  permit 
young  men  to  continue  their  education  or 
business  careers  without  being  subject  to  the 
Draft  Act.

FOR  COMPLETION  OF   FLORAL  TERMINAL  NEXT  SPRING 


Completion  of  a  new,  million-dollar  Floral 
Terminal  next  Spring  will  be  the  signal  for 
a  spectacular  "Flower  Fashions  Pageant"  to 
be  co-sponsored  by  the  Bay  Region  flower 
industry  and  the  Chamber,  according  to  joint 
announcement  last  week  by  Al  Baccari.  Jr., 
representing  flower  growers  and  wholesalers, 
and  George  F.  Hansen,  Chairman  of  the 
Chamber's  Domestic  Trade  Committee. 

The  new  terminal,  to  be  constructed  on 
land  acquired  by  the  flower  industry  in  1945, 
at  Sixth  and  Brannan  Streets,  will  concen- 
trate the  extensive  cut  flower  industry  in 
one  area. 

Plans  are  to  be  formulated  for  a  city-wide 
observance  of  the  opening  of  the  new  Flower 
Terminal,  tentatively  scheduled  for  next 
April,  with  participation  by  all  elements  of 
San  Francisco  business  and  civic  interests,  to 
focus  attention  upon  the  importance  of  flow- 
ers both  in  San  Francisco's  economy  and  as 
typical  of  the  gay,  beautiful  and  light- 
hearted  way  of  life  in  the  Bay  Region  . 

Citing  importance  of  cut  flowers  to  .San 
Francisco  from  a  business  standpoint,  Bac- 


cari pointed  out  that  the  largest  greenhouse 
growing  area  in  the  United  States  is  in  San 
Francisco  and  its  environs. 

"Fifty-four  per  cent  of  the  air  freight  out 
of  San  Francisco  or  entering  by  air  from 
Hawaii  is  comprised  of  flowers,"  Baccari 
stated. 

"The  city  is  first  in  the  United  States  in 
appreciation  of  flowers  for  their  many  uses 
in  home,  .store  and  personal  beautification, 
and  there  are  $3.3  million  worth  of  flowers 
shipped  from  here  annually.  In  addition, 
San  Francisco  is  one  of  the  world's  greatest 
markets  for  tropical  flowers." 

Hansen  stated  that  the  "Flower  Fashions 
Pageant"  would  be  in  the  nature  of  a  "house- 
warming"  for  the  new  Flower  Terminal  and 
that  blooms  of  every  variety  would  be  dis- 
played throughout  the  city  with  participation 
in  special  displays  and  neighborhood  events 
by  all  phases  of  the  city's  business  and  civic 
life.

Support  of  the  proposed  $54,000,000  bond 
issue  for  power  development  of  the  Tuolumne 
River  Watershed  in  the  Hetch  Hetchy  Project 
was  voted  last  week  by  the  Board  of  Direc- 
tors of  the  San  Francisco  Chamber  of  Com- 
merce. 

The  bond  issue,  which  will  appear  on  the 
ballot  at  the  coming  November  8  election  as 
"Proposition  A,"  will  provide  funds  for  con- 
struction   of   two   additional    power   plants. 

The  proposal  to  support  the  bond  issue 
went  to  the  Chamber  Board  after  considera- 
tion by  the  Chamber's  Ta.x  Section,  Civic  De- 
velopment Committee.  Technical  Projects 
Committee  and  the  San  Francisco  Municipal 
Conference,  all  of  which  groups  concurred 
in  a  resolution  urging  endorsement  of  the 
proposal. 

Alan  K.  Browne,  Chairman  of  the  Civic 
Development  Committee,  told  the  board  that 
passage  of  the  bond  issue  proposal  would 
entail  no  increase  in  taxes,  since  revenue 
from  sales  of  power  would  be  sufficient  to 
meet  the  cost  of  the  bond  issue  and  interest. 
He  estimated  that  additional  power  produced 
would  yield  $72,000,000  in  revenue  over  a 
15-year  bond  redemption  period. 

"Foremost  reason  for  the  proposed  bond 
issue  is  to  improve  the  Hetch  Hetchy  Project 
in  order  to  protect  San  Francisco's  and  the 
Peninsula's  water  supply,"  Browne  said. 

"At  present  l.'35,0O0,000  gallons  of  water 
are  used  daily,  with  an  annual  increase  in 
demand  of  about  seven  per  cent." 

Browne  also  pointed  out  that  the  bond 
issue  is  essential  to  protect  the  city's  $350,-. 
000,000  investment  in  Hetch  Hetchy  in  the 
face  of  the  threat  of  the  Engle  Bill  which 
would  give  the  Tuolumne  Water  District 
No.  2  the  right  to  develop  a  power  plant  to 
the  detriment  of  the  project.

An  average  of  8,226  new  residents  every 
month  since  1950  has  increased  the  popula- 
tion of  the  San  Francisco  Bay  Region  to 
3,150,200  as  of  January  1,  1955,  according 
to  the  new  1955  Economic  Survey  prepared 
by  the  Chamber's  Research  Department. 

The  35-page  publication  disclosed  a  gain 
of  4fi8,878  persons  in  the  57  months  covered, 
for  the  nine-county  area. 

The  book  gives  detailed  figures  for  all 
phases  of  the  Bay  Region  and  San  Fran- 
cisco's economic  life  and  shows  a  record  of 
steady  growth  in  business  and  industry  to 
rank  the  six-county  area  second  among  major 
metropolitan  arca.^  in  per  capita  income.

In  support  of  its  position  that  San  Francisco 
needs  additional  air  service  to  Kansas  City 
and  eastern  points  on  the  transcontinental 
routes,  the  Chamber  last  week  filed  with  the 
Civil  Aeronautics  Board  in  Washington, 
D.C.,  its  brief  in  .support  of  exceptions  to 
the  C.A.B.  Examiner's  recommendations  in 
the  so-called  "Denver  Service  Case." 

The  Chamber  had  concurred  in  the  major- 
ity of  the  Examiner's  findings  which  recom- 
mended additional  serv- 
ice to  Denver,  via  Salt  ^^^^^     "^ 
Lake  City  and  Reno,  and 
further  non-stop  service 
to  the  eastern  seaboard, 
but    took    exception    to 
failure  of  the  Examiner 
to  recommend  addi- 
tional service  to  Kansas 
City  and  the  east. 

The  brief,  drawn  up 
by  Charles  C.  Miller, 
manager  of  the  Cham- 
ber's Transportation  De- 
partment,  emphasized 

that  the  Chamber  was  neither  supporting  nor 
opposing  applications  of  an.v  specific  carrier, 
hut  was  consistent  in  maintaining  the  Cham- 
ber's position  of  endorsing  competition  with- 
out wasteful  duplication,  and  maintaining 
that  San  Francisco  could  .support  the  addi- 
tional service  requested. 

The  brief  included  comprehensive  data 
showing  San  Francisco's  dominant  position  in 
industry  and  trade,  its  growing  population, 
its  financial  leadership  and  importance  as  a 
convention  center. 

It  pointed  out  that  present  air  service  via 
Kansas  City  is  neither  adequate  nor  con- 
venient in  relation  to  the  factors  cited,  stress- 
ing the  point  that  all  current  one-stop  flights 
operate  via  Los  .•\ngeles  with  resultant  delays 
to  mail,  freight  antl  the  traveling  public.

Panama  Canal  Reorganization 
Bill  Supported  by  Chamber 


A  "more  economical  and  businesslike  pro- 
gram at  the  Panama  Canal"  was  urged  by  the 
Chamber's  Board  of  Directors  who  declared 
their  support  of  Senate  Bill  2107,  providing 
for  a  periodic  review  of  canal  tolls,  public 
hearings  and  rights  of  review  in  the  courts. 

D.  J.  McGanney,  Chairman  of  the  Cham- 
ber's Transportation  Committee,  said  the 
bill  would  create  no  additional  government 
expense.  It  would  require  the  Panama  Canal 
Company  to  remit  to  the  U.S.  Treasury  all 
cash  in  excess  of  reasonable  working  capital, 
other  government  agencies  to  reimburse  the 
Canal  Zone  Government  for  work  it  does  in 
their  behalf.  The  legislation  would  require 
that  all  non-transit  activities,  except  sale  of 
goods  and  services  to  employees,  be  self- 
supporting. 

Non-transit  activities  at  the  Zone  such 
as  steamship  line,  hotels,  railroad  and  ship 
repair  facilities,  have  cost  $5  million  an- 
nually since  1951  and  have  been  paid  for  by 
tolls,  McGanney  declared. 

"Separation  of  the  expenses  of  non-transit 
activities  from  actual  Canal  operations  has 
been  sought  for  some  time,"  said  McGanney.

San  Francisco  Progressogram'' 
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ENGINEERS    CONSTRUCT     BAY     IN     MINIATURE 

Action  to  obtain  a  comprehensive  study  of  San  Francisco  Bay  with  a  view  toward 
overall  development  including  the  assurance  of  adequate  supplies  of  fresh  water  for 
domestic  and  industrial  use  and  irrigation  for  the  entire  Bay  Region  has  come  rap- 
idly since  Congressional  representatives,  the  Chamber  and  other  agencies  called  for 
construction  of  a  model  of  the  Bay  more  than  a  year  ago. 

Coordinated  steps  have  been  taken  by  both  the  Federal  and  State  Governments 
with  passage  by  Congress  of  a  Public  Works  Appropriation  Bill  granting  §250,000 
toward  construction  of  the  model  by  the  Corps  of  Engineers  and  signing  of  the 
Abshire-Kelly  Salinity  Control  Barrier  Act  by  Governor  Goodwin  J.  Knight. 

Federal  engineers  are  already  at  work  at  the  Operations  Base  in  Sausalito  pre- 
paring an  indoor  site  of  more  than  an  acre  for  construction  of  the  model.  Assem- 
bling of  necessary  data  proceeds  concurrently,  with  the  Corps  of  Engineers  utilizing 
all  material  previously  gathered  by  State  agencies. 

The  actual  model,  an  artist's  sketch  of  which  is  depicted  above,  constructed  on 
a  scale  of  one  inch  to  100  vertically  and  one  inch  to  1,000  horizontally,  will  faith- 
fully reproduce  in  miniature  the  full  reach  of  San  Francisco  Bay  and  its  tributaries, 
and  will  enable  the  engineers  to  duplicate  exactly  tides,  currents,  fresh  and  salt 
water  flow  and  silt  conduction. 

The  Engineers  state   that  funds  expected  next  year  wi 
the  model  as  the  first  step  in  a   "hve-year  plan"   costin 
study  involving  water  supply,  flood  control,  navigation, 
national  defense  needs. 
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Scale  Moilel  of  Proposed 
ISeiv  Produce  Market  to  be

Department  of  Agriculture,  and  unveiling  of 
a  scale  model  of  a  proposed  new  and  modern 
facility  at  the  South  Basin  Site  will  feature 
a  Chamber  luncheon  scheduled  for  Novem- 
ber 10. 

According  to  Ray  B.  Wiser,  Chairman  of

Chamber  Bats  High   in 
State  Legislative  Action 


More  than  two-thirds  of  the  bills  before  the 
1955  California  State  Legislature  on  which 
the  San  Francisco  Chamber  urged  specific 
action  were  voted  on  in  accordance  with  the 
Chamber's  recommendations,  it  was  revealed 
this  week  in  a  special  report  bv  Handle  P. 
Shields. 

The  Chamber's  "high  batting  average"  in 
recommending  legislative  action,  after  thor- 
ough studies  of  issues  affecting  San  Fran- 
risen,  was  spotlighted  by  Chamber  General 
Manager  G.  L.  Fox  before  the  Chamber 
Board  of  Directors.

Chamber  Opposes  Move  by 
Tariff  Bureau  to  Raise 
Motor  Freight  Rates 


HITTING  THE  HIGH  SPOTS 


A  move  by  the  Pacific  Inland  Tariff  Bureau 
at  Portland,  rate  publishing  agency  for  motor 
carriers,  to  increase  motor  freight  rates  be- 
tween northern  California  points  and  the 
Pacific  Northwest,  is  being  opposed  by  the 
San  Francisco  Chamber. 

In  a  letter  to  E.  J.  Barry,  general  manager 
of  the  Bureau.  Charles  C.  Miller,  Manager 
of  the  Chamber's  Transportation  Depart- 
ment, voiced  objections  to  the  proposed 
higher  rates  and  indicated  that  if  the  rates 
be  published,  the  Chamber  will  appeal  for 
relief  to  the  Interstate  Commerce  Commis- 
sion. 

Miller  declared  that  the  new  rates  would 
destroy  the  balance  in  rate  differentials  be- 
tween San  Francisco  and  Los  Angeles  which 
currently  reflect  northern  California's  geo- 
graphical advantage. 

Further  objection  was  based  on  the  asser- 
tion that  the  proposed  increases  are  revenue 
making,  unjust  and  unreasonable. 

Both  Miller  and  E.  A.  Read,  Manager  of 
the  Transportation  Department  of  the  Oak- 
land Chamber  of  Commerce,  have  pointed 
out  in  communications  with  the  Bureau  that 
present  class  rates  now  in  effect  between  Los 
-Angeles  and  San  Francisco,  on  the  one  hand, 
and  Pacific  Northwest  points,  on  the  other, 
were  voluntarily  arrived  at  by  the  carriers, 
and  have  been  increased  three  times  since 
1950.

Area  Trend:  San  Francisco  and  Bay  Area 
business  activity  for  August  and  the  first 
eight  months  of  1955  established  record 
highs.  August  financial  transactions  for

Kndorsenieiit  of  the  prop')^-ed  new  BuildiiiR 
Code  for  San  Francisco  was  voted  last  week 
by  the  Chamber's  ^o.-ird  of  Directors,  on 
recommendation  of  the  Building  Code  Section 
chairmanncd  by  Henry  J.  Degenkolb.  The 
nirectors  further  pureed  to  urge  that  the 
new  Code  be  properly  bound  in  hard  covers 
"in  keeping  with  the  status  and  dignity  of  a 
city  the  size  of  San  Francisco;"  that  it  be 
published  by  the  City  and  County  and  dis- 
tributed through  the  Director  of  Supplies, 
and  that  it  include  nn  rdenuate  index  and  a 
detailed  glossary  of  related  city,  state  and 
national  regulations. 

Sections  establishing  a  technical  Board  of 
Examiners  to  determine  suitability  of  alter- 
nate materials,  methods  and  types  of  con- 
struction are  incorporated  in  the  newly  pro- 
posed Building  Code  which,  according  to 
Degenkolb,  would  "represent  one  of  the  most 
important  steps  to  be  undertaken  by  San 
Francisco  in  establishing  a  modern  workable 
Code."

for  consideration  by  the  Supervisors  in  the 
near  future. 

Approximately  4.5  structures  will  be  re- 
moved or  demolished  in  the  program  which 
provides  for  complete  rezoning  in  logical  con- 
formity with  the  topography,  building  of  new 
streets  and  construction  of  multi-unit  and 
single  dwellings  by  private  enterprise,  Smith 
said. 

The  "final  plan"  is  the  climax  to  years  of 
studies  and  tentative  plans,  according  to  the 
Chamber.  In  lO.'iO  the  Board  of  Supervisors 
designated  the  boundaries  of  the  Diamond 
Heights  area  as  a  redevelopment  project;  on 
May  2fi,  19.52,  a  tentative  plan  for  redevelop- 
ment set  up  by  the  R.A.  was  approved  by  the 
Supervisors.  Since  then,  according  to  Smith, 
"all  preliminaries  have  been  carried 
through." 

At  present,  he  said,  about  fi5  per  cent  of 
the  .'{2.5  acres  is  in  public  ownership.  About 
55  per  cent  will  remain  in  public  ownership 
for  junior  and  senior  high  schools,  parks  and 
other  public  purposes.  Single  family  housing 
will  take  55  acres  with  600  dwellings.  Multi- 
ple family  dwellings  will  take  fia  acres  with 
1700  units.  It  is  estimated  that  7,500  will  live 
in  the  finally  redeveloped  area.

SMALL  BUSINESS 
SUCCESS  STOR^ 

America's  business  sys/im  is  not  tlomitiatid  ex- 
clusively, by  the  giants  of  iruiustry.  New  ideas 
and  initiative  still  pay  off,  too,  for  the  "small 
businessman"  —  as  this  story  of  a  new  firm  on 
San  Francisco's  industrial  horizon  proves.*  .  .  . 

September,   19SS 

In  1947,  a  small,  but  well-established  sprinjj 
company  on  Natoma  ^'t^eet,  with  eight  em- 
ployees operating  six  spring  coiling  machines, 
and  doing  about  S4,()00  a  month  in  gross  sales, 
passed  into  the  hands  of  new  owners. 

Today.  Gustav  Schwarz,  President  of  the 
Connor  Spring  Manufacturing  Company,  at 
75  l4th  Street,  presides  over  the  operations 
of  40  employees,  whose  1 1  machines  produce 
precision-made  coil  springs  grossing  approxi- 
mately S45.(K)0  monthly. 

The  plant's  operation  requires  purchase  of 
SSO.OOO  worth  of  wire  annually,  and  the  an- 
nual payroll  is  in  excess  of  S  180,000. 

And  there  are  two  more  Connor  plants, 
located  at  Los  Angeles  and  Dallas,  with  com- 
bined annual  gross  sales  of  $850,000. 

What  has  caused  this  operation  to  show  this 
steady  growth  and  expansion  within  the  short 
span  of  eight  years? 

Schwarz,  who  with  six  "silent"  partners, 
purchased  the  business  after  wide  sales  experi- 
ence in  the  east  and  a  five-year  stint  with  the 
Quartermaster  General's  office  during  the  war 
period,  has  a  number  of  answers. 

One  is  the  adaptability  and  know-how  of  the 
company,  which  is  equipped  to  turn  out 
springs  fabricated  from  wire  five-thousandths 
of  an  inch  in  diameter — twice  the  thickness  of 
a  human  hair,  or  hundreds  of  types  of  larger 
springs  for  use  in  industry  in  the  assembly  of 
fountain  pens,  lighters,  home  and  office  appli- 
ances, electronics,  aircraft  and  thousands  of 
other  items. 

Another  reason  is  the  enlightened  approach 
of  the  firm  to  public  service,  its  memberships 
in  civic  and  trade  organizations  and  chambers 
of  commerce  in  each  city  where  it  operates 
and  its  liberal  and  humL'o  personnel  policies. 

But  perhaps  the  main  key  to  success  has 
been  the  technical  expertness  of  the  operation. 
Most  of  the  firm's  salesmen  are  engineers  as 
well  as  salesmen.  They  sit  down  and  plan 
with  customers'  engineers  in  their  own  lan- 
guage, help  to  design,  and  thus  make  it  pos- 
sible for  the  firm  to  deliver  a  better  product 
and  render  a  better  se^^'ice.

San  FrancLsco  Bay  Region  industrial  expan- 
sion in  the  first  seven  months  of  1955  was 
approximately  one-third  greater  than  the 
like  period  of  1954,  the  Chamber's  Industrial 
Department  reported  this  week.  The  1955 
period,  according  to  the  report,  produced  338 
projects  totaling  $105,  352,  lOG  as  against 
l!)54's  297  projects  totaling  $73,375,114. 

San  fVanci.sco's  industry  recorded  no  new 
plants  in  July,  1955,  but  there  were  six  ex- 
pansions totaling  $82,000.  These  expansions 
provided  seven  new  jobs. 

Manufacturers  of  the  Bay  Region  com- 
mitted funds  for  44  expansions  during  July 
which  will  co.st  $2,954,537.  Plans  for  ten  new 
plants  costing  $4,018,000  were  recorded. 

Northern  California  as  a  whole  gained  12 
new  plants  at  a  total  investment  of  $4,233,000 
and  49  expansions  costing  $3,205,037  during 
July.

Bond  Proposals  '"C,"   "D" 
Get  Chamber  Approval

Municipal  Proposition  "C"  on  the  November 
8  ballot,  a  $7-million  bond  proposal  for  recre- 
ation and  park  facilities,  and  Proposition  "D," 
an  $ll-million  off-street  parking  bond  pro- 
posal, were  approved  last  week  by  the  Board 
of  Directors  of  the  San  Francisco  Chamber. 

Proposition  "C"  should  be  passed,  said  Ray 
D.  Smith  of  the  Chamber's  Capital  Improve- 
ment and  Land  Use  Section,  because  there  is 
an  urgent  need  in  certain  areas  of  the  cit\' 
for  new  playgrounds,  park  developments  and 
swimming  pools,  and  for  rehabilitation  of 
certain  existing  facilities  to  make  them  safe, 
modern  and  more  useful. 

On  Proposition  "D,"  William  J.  Wilkin  of 
the  Chamber's  Parking  Section  pointed  out 
the  .$11  million  would  be  earmarked  for  con- 
struction of  four  downtown  garages  at  vari- 
ous locations,  providing  for  a  total  of  .3,740 
stalls;  and  additionally,  parking  facilities  in 
the  neighborhood  shopping  districts  "where 
the  need  is  justified,"  and  construction  of  a 
Civic  Center  underground  garage. 

Wilkin  cited  studies  showing  automobiles 
entering  the  metropolitan  traffic  district  each 
day  have  increased  from  about  116,000  in 
1947  to  about  181,000  in  195.5.  During  19.54. 
7.S,7fi8  of  these  cars  sought  parking  in  the 
central  downtown  district,  and  only  18.124 
parking  spaces  are  today  available  in  this 
area,  he  declared.

Harvey  A.  McDougal  of  Collinsville,  Presi- 
dent of  the  California  Cattlemen's  Associa- 
tion, has  been  named  the  "California  Live- 
stock Man  of  the  Year"  by  the  San  Francisco 
Chamber  of  Commerce  in  its  annual  quest  for 
the  person  who  has  made  the  most  outstand- 
ing recent  contributions  to  the  livestock 
industry.

He  also  will  be  feted  at  a  Fairmont  Hotel 
luncheon  this  noon  in  his  honor  and  in  salute 
to  the  upcoming  exposition  which  attracts 
multi-thousands  from  all  over  the  state.

Chamber  Approves  Sivig  Plan 
For  Six-Block  Development 

Unanimous  approval  of  Ben  Swig's  plan  for 
redevelopment  of  a  six-block  area  south  of 
Market  Street  has  been  voted  by  the  Cham- 
ber's Board  of  Directors. 

Following  a  personal  description  by  Swig, 
hotel  owner  and  civic  leader,  of  his  plan  to 
raise  some  $150  million  in  private  capital  for 
investment  in  the  area  bounded  by  Mission, 
Harrison,  Third  and  Fifth  Streets,  the  Cham- 
ber's Directors  gave  the  plan  their  blessing 
and  offered  Swig  their  support  wherever 
possible. 

His  proposal  calls  for  acquisition  of  the  six- 
block  area  through  "eminent  domain"  action 
by  the  City  and  County,  and  construction  of 
a  9,000-car  garage,  a  1,000  room  hotel  with 
full  facilities  for  handling  large  conventions, 
an  auditorium  seating  5,000  persons,  a  20- 
story  office  building  with  decorative  features 
similar  to  Rockefeller  Center  in  New  York 
City,  and  a  three-block  shopping  center  with 
underground  parking  space  to  accommodate 
another  9,000  cars. 

Swig  told  the  Chamber  that  William  Zeck- 
endorf,  president  of  Webb  &  Knapp,  Inc.,  one 
of  the  country's  biggest  real  estate  invest- 
ment firms,  will  come  to  San  Francisco  some- 
time this  month  to  thoroughly  discuss  the 
plan  with  .Swig.

COW  PALACE...  BEST  IN  WEST! 
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FAMED  STRUCTURE  TO  TAKE  ON  NEW  LOOK 

A  program  of  improvements  calling  for  expenditure  of  $400,000  during  the  remainder 
of  1955  and  the  early  part  of  1956  will  increase  the  exhibit  space  at  the  Cow  Palace 
to  give  San  Francisco  the  most  adaptable  and  spacious  trade  show  and  convention 
facility  west  of  Chicago. 

This  timely  announcement  made  recently  by  J.  W.  Mailliard,  III,  of  the  Cow 
Palace's  board  of  directors,  came  as  the  final  preparations  were  being  made  for  the 
Grand  National  Livestock  Exposition,  October  28  to  November  6,  and  as  the  direc- 
tors  looked   forward   to  housing   the   Republican   National   Convention    next   year. 

Improvements  costing  an  average  of  S  100,000  a  year  have  already  been  made  on 
the  building  and  grounds  during  the  past  four  years.  From  the  new  expenditures 
this  year  and  next  will  come  major  construction  in  the  horse  barns,  including  making 
the  barns  portable  and  repaving  the  floors.  Other  conversions  will  include  enlarge- 
ment of  the  doors  for  access  by  large  trucks,  improved  electrical  service,  new  and 
expanded  restrooms,  added  lire  protection  and  construction  of  a  restaurant  in  a  multi- 
purpose building.

Since  removal  of  legal  restrictions 
in  1949,  it  has  housed  not  only  major  national  livestock  events,  but  has  been  the  scene 
of  shows  and  pageants  of  all  types,  sporting  events,  major  meetings  and  conventions. 

With  the  new  improvements,  the  building  will  have  298,000  square  feet  of  exhibit 
space,  which,  with  easy  access  from  the  Bayshore  Freeway  and  parking  for  4,000  cars, 
makes  it  an  outstanding  facility  for  conventions,  shows  and  exhibits  of  large  groups 
from  throughout  the  nation.

President  Thos.  J.  Mellon  will  attend  the 
Third  Biennial  Japanese-American  Pacific 
Coast  Mayors  and  Chamber  Presidents  Con- 
ference to  be  held  in  Yokohama  November  10 
to  12.  He  will  participate  in  discussions  under 
the  general  theme,  "The  International  Eco- 
nomic Outlook  for  Japan,  with  Special  Em- 
phasis on  Relations  with  the  United  States." 

Other  Bay  Area  officials  and  businessmen 
who  will  attend  the  conference  and  partici- 
pate in  a  10-day  tour  of  Japan  to  follow  in- 
clude Norris  Nash,  President  of  the  Oakland 
Chamber  of  Commerce,  Howard  Gardner  of 
the  League  of  California  Cities,  Oakland  City 
Councilman  Glenn  Hoover,  and  Mayor  John  J. 
Sheridan  of  Richmond. 

Delegates  and  observers  from  other  Pacific 
Coast  cities  will  rendezvous  with  the  Bay 
Area  conferees  in  Hawaii  on  November  7  and 
will  proceed  to  Japan  from  there. 

The  Conference  will  feature  discussions  of 
city  and  community  problems  and  will  include 
a  special  session  for  Chamber  of  Commerce 
e.xecutives  on  marketing  and  merchandising 
opportunities  between  Japan  and  the  Pacific 
Coast  states. 

Relations  between  chambers  of  commerce 
and  cities  will  be  discussed  at  one  conference 
session,  with  other  meetings  devoted  to  ad- 
ministrative, social  welfare  and  financial 
problems  of  municipalities. 

President  Mellon  stated  that  the  Confer- 
ence would  offer  an  unparalleled  opportunity 
to  foster  better  understanding  and  goodwill 
as  well  as  improved  trade  relations  between 
Japan  and  .'^an  Francisco  and  other  Pacific 
Coast  cities. 

On  the  itinerary  for  the  tour  of  Japan  fol- 
lowing the  Conference,  under  Japanese  Gov- 
ernment auspices,  are  visits  to  Kobe,  Tokyo. 
Nagoya,  Hiroshima,  Nikko,  Kyoto,  Nara  and 
Namazu.

There  were  39  projects  included  in  the  total 
for  the  Bay  Region,  including  the  largest 
single  project,  a  second  unit  of  the  E.  I.  du 
Pont  de  Nemours  Company  plant  site  near 
Antioch. 

San  Francisco  reported  five  expansions 
which  provided  13  new  jobs  and  $150,000 
committed. 

Metalworking  industries  accounted  for  12 
of  the  'i9  expansions,  with  the  chemical  and 
food  industries  accounting  for  nine  each. 

There  were  five  new  plants  totaling  $5,487.- 
nOO  and  34  expansions,  totaling  $1,793,059, 
making  up  the  Bay  Region  total. 

Fifty-two  projects  made  up  the  more  than 
$0  million  northern  California  total,  of  which 
11  were  new  plants,  co.sting  $6,542,000  and 
41  were  expansions  costing  $2,789,459.

PROPOSITION  A 


VOTE  YES 


S54  Million  Powerhouse  Bond   Issue 
U  ould  provide  necessary  funds  for  construc- 
tion of  tivo  electric  pouer  plants  in  the  Hetch 
Hetchy  system:  the  Cherry  f  alley  Powerhouse 
and  "Early  Intake  No.  2." 

These  proposed  powerhouses  are  in  accord 
with  the  long-range  development  program  of 
the  Hetch  Hetchy  water  and  power  system, 
necessary  to  protect  San  Francisco's  and  the 
Peninsula's  water  supply.  It  is  also  essential 
to  protect  the  city's  $350,1)00,000  investment 
in  Hetch  Hetchy  in  the  face  of  the  threat  of 
the  Engle  Bill  which  would  give  the  Tuolumne 
Water  District  No.  2  the  right  to  develop  a 
power  plant  to  the  detriment  of  this  pro.iect. 
The  bond  proposal  would  entail  no  tax  in- 
crease since  revenues  from  the  sale  of  new 
power  developed  would  be  sufficient  to  meet 
the  cost  of  the  bond  issue  and  interest.

.S13  Million  Court  House  Bond  Issue 
This  would  authorize  the  issuance  of  $13,000,- 
000  in  general  obligation  bonds  for  construction 
of  an  eight-story  Court  House  on  a  site  in  the 
Civic  Center,  ivith  576,584  square  feet  for  the 
courts  and  many  public  agencies. 

Present  facilities  are  grossly  inadequate, 
causing  crowdedness  and  inefficiency  which 
reflect  adversely  on  the  proper  administra- 
tion of  justice.  The  most  serious  handicap  at 
present  is  lack  of  proper  jury  space.  Addi- 
tionally, lack  of  ventilation,  poor  lighting, 
poor  acoustics  and  lack  of  rooms  for  inter- 
viewing witnesses  or  for  attorney-client  con- 
ferences are  severe  handicaps.  San  Francisco 
is  the  only  county  seat  in  California  that 
does  not  have  a  courthouse. 

PROPOSITION  C         VOTE  YES 

$7   Million  Park  and  Recreation 
Bond  Issue 

This  is  a  Recreation  and  Park  Department 
bond  issue  which  would  provide  for  27  individ- 
ual  projects  including  development  of  the  John 
McLaren  Park,  irrigation  system  repair  in  Golden 
Gate  Park,  sivimming  pools  and  other  recrea- 
tional facilities  and  playgrounds  throughout  the 
city. 

There  is  an  urgent  need  in  certain  areas  of 
the  city  for  new  recreational  facilities  and 
for  rehabilitation  of  certain  existing  facilities 
to  make  them  safe,  modern  and  more  useful. 
The  scope  of  this  proposal  is  city-wide;  vir- 
tually every  resident  of  San  Francisco  will 
benefit. 

PROPOSITION  D         VOTE  YES 

Off-Street  Parking!  Bonds 
The  Parking  Authority  submits  this  SI  1.000.000 
bond  issue  for  the  continuation  of  the  off-street 
parking  proiiram.  To  he  constructed  would  be 
four  neu  dim  mown  garages  offering  3740  stalls. 
Additionally  there  would  be  provision  for  park- 
ing facilities  in  the  neighborhood  shopping  dis- 
tricts ivhere  the  need  is  justified,  and  ctmstruction 
of  a  Civic  Center  underground  garage  to  meet 
increased  future  parking  demands. 

These  additional  garages  are  urgently 
needed.  Automobiles  entering  the  metropoli- 
tan traffic  district  of  San  Francisco  each  day 
have  increased  from  about  1  Hi, 000  in  1947  to 
about  181,000  in  1955.    During  1954,  73,768 


of  these  cars  sought  parking  in  the  central 
downtown  district,  and  only  18,124  parking 
spaces  are  today  available  in  this  area. 

PROPOSITION  E         VOTE  YES 

Confidential  Secretaries 
for  City  Attorney,  Public  Defender 
This  Charter  amendment  would  add  Section 
34.2  and  would  give  both  the  City  Attorney  and 
the  Public  Defender  the  power  to  appoint  a  con- 
fidential secretary.  The  new  positions  would  be 
non-civil  service,  and  the  appointees  would  serve 
at  the  pleasure  of  the  City  Attorney  and  Public 
Defender. 

A  number  of  city  and  county  offices  now 
have  the  positions  of  confidential  secretaries; 
therefore,  this  amendment  would  not  estab- 
lish a  precedent.  Additional  cost  would  be 
nominal  to  ta.xpayers.

VOTE  YES 


Leaves  of  Absence 

City  and  county  officers  could  be  absent  from 
the  state  for  21  days  without  obtaining  leaves  of 
absence  approved  by  the  Mayor  and  Board  of 
Supervisors  under  the  terms  of  this  proposed 
Charter  amendment. 

There  is  a  large  number  of  city  and  county 
officers  specified  by  the  Charter  to  come 
under  the  leave  of  absence  provision.  Since 
these  individuals  make  frequent  departures 
on  business  and  vacations,  unnecessary  nui- 
sance and  hardship  are  placed  upon  the 
Mayor  and  Supervisors  in  approving  the 
many  leaves.  This  amendment  would  mate- 
rially reduce  the  number  of  leaves. 

PROPOSITION  G         VOTE  YES 

Effective  Date  of  Ordinances 
This  measure  would  provide  that  o'-dinances 
not  subject  to  referendum  become  effective  upon 
passage.  At  present  there  is  a  ten-day  waiting 
period  before  ordinances  passed  by  the  Board  of 
Supervisors  become  effective. 

There  is  no  adequate  reason  for  such  a  de- 
lay on  legislation  which  is  not  subject  to 
referendum.  This  proposal  would  speed  up 
city  business  my  making  legislation  effective 
ten  days  earlier  than  at  present. 

PROPOSITION  H  VOTE  NO 

Election   Provisions 

T/ll,s  amendment  proposes  certain  language 
changes  in  seven  charter  sections,  revising  candi- 
dates^ filing  dates,  raising  the  amount  for  the 
special  election  fund,  and  adding  language  to 
Section  173  that  .-itates  a  policy  of  employing  suf- 
ficient clerks  for  the  convenient  registration  of 
voters — a  policy  noiv  carried  out  by  the  Registrar 
of  I'oters  by  placing  clerks  in  various  parts  of 
the  city. 

The  amendments  are  loosely  drawn,  but, 
more  important,  the  provision  for  appoint- 
ment of  clerks  for  year-around  registration 
of  voters  "at  times  and  places  most  conven- 
ient to  large  numbers  of  persons"  could  be 
advantageous  to  pressure  groups.  The  pres- 
ent registration  svstem,  with  clerks  in  vari- 
ous parts  of  the  city  during  a  specified  time, 
is  entirely  satisfactory.

VOTE  YES 


of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  to  canvass  the  vote 
cast  at  each  election. 

This  function  is  performed  by  the  Regis- 
trar of  Voters;  removal  of  the  language  re- 
ferred to  would  clarify  the  situation.  Fur- 
thermore, part  of  the  language  that  would 
be  deleted  relates  to  establishment  of  a  night 
university  by  the  Supervisors  and  the  voters. 
State  law  controls  this  matter,  so  the  existing 
Charter  provision  is  obsolete.

Police   Retirement   .Allowances 
Retired  police  officers   would  receive  an   in- 
crease in  their  retirement  alloivance  of  up  to  $25 
per   month,  with  a  ceiling  of  $220  per  month 
specified. 

This  proposition  affects  427  retired  police 
officers  or  their  survivors,  more  than  40  of 
whom  are  drawing  less  than  $95.00  per  month

It  would  raise  their  pen- 
sions to  the  level  of  current  retirement  for 
patrolmen,  while  adding  only  nine-tenths  of 
a  cent  to  the  tax  rate.

This  amendment  would  provide  an  iw-rcse  up 
to  $2!i  on  retirement  allowances  for  employees 
retired  prior  to  July,  1952  under  the  old  city 
retirement  system.  Persons  with  20  years  or  more 
sevice  ivould  gel  the  $25  increase  and  those  with 
less  service  would  receive  a  pro-rated  amount.

Police   and   Firemen's  Uniform 
Allowances 

Each  member  of  the  several  ranks  of  the  Police 
and  Fire  Departments  would  receive  annually  a 
S150  ca.di  uniform  allowance  in  addition  to  his 
salary,  through  this  measure. 

Salary  rates  in  San  Francisco  for  police 
and  firemen  are  higher  than  in  cities  w^here 
uniform  allowances  are  paid.  The  cash  grant 
for  uniform  allowances  would  be  $516,150 
annually,  an  increase  in  the  tax  rate  of  4 
cents.  Numerous  other  city  employees  such 
as  Municipal  Railway  carmen,  nurses,  ambu- 
lance personnel,  deputy  sheriffs,  etc.,  are  re- 
quired to  wear  uniforms  for  their  jobs  and 
this  proposition  would  give  these  employees 
a  precedent  to  ask  for  the  same  allowances.

Fire  Department  Hours 
fire-fighting  companies  uouhl  be  placed  on  a 
24-hour  shift  basis  through  lbi'<  amendment.  At 
present  the  Charter  specifies  lO-hour  day  shifts 
for  firemen  and  U-hour  night  shifts  from  (>  p.m. 
to  H  a.m. 

The  firemen  themselves  wish  this  change. 
A  six-weeks  trial  was  held,  which  showed  no 
need  for  additional  men  and  no  additional 
cost  to  the  taxpayer  through  this  jilan.

Allin  handed  his  statement  to  the  Sub- 
Committee  on  Water  Problems  of  Santa 
Clara,  San  Benito  and  Southern  Alameda 
County  which  held  three  days  of  hearings 
at  San  Jose  under  chairmanship  of  Assembly- 
man   Harold    K.    Levering;   of    Los   Angeles. 

The  Chamber  Committee  Chairman's  state- 
ment pointed  out  that  the  Chamber  has  long 
supported  "any  orderly  program"  to  make 
ma.ximum  u.se  of  total  water  resources  of  the 
State  for  the  benefit  of  all.  .Allin  urged  a 
study  seeking  supplementary  water  supplies 
for  the  Bay  .■Vrea  and  San  Benito  County,  in 
recognition  of  the  urgency  of  the  problem. 
He  also  cited  the  .\bshire-Kelly  Salinity  Con- 
trol Barrier  Act  of  19.i5  which  the  Chamber 
supported  and  which  called  for  such  water 
supply  studies. 

Cost  of  supplementary  water  should  not

Chamber  Opposes  Attempt 
Of  Eastern  Raihvays  to 
Reduce  Western  Revenue 


A  drive  by  eastern  railroads  to  secure  a 
larger  share  of  transcontinental  freight  rev- 
enue at  the  expense  of  western  lines  was 
vigorously  opposed  last  week  by  the  San 
Francisco  Chamber's  Board  of  Directors  and 
Transportation  Department. 

Acting  on  a  report  submitted  by  D.  J.  Mc- 
Ganney,  Chairman  of  the  Transportation 
Committee,  the  Board  directed  the  Transpor- 
tation Department  to  ask  the  State  Public 
Utilities  Commission  to  intercede  on  behalf 
of  western  railroads  in  I.C.C.  Docket  31503, 
the  action  which  the  eastern  lines  have  ini- 
tiated. 

In  the  action,  the  eastern  lines  complain 
that  they  are  not  receiving  adequate  "revenue 
divisions"  in  transcontinental  freight.  They 
ask  for  larger  percentages  of  the  total  rev- 
enue in  which  eastern  lines  also  participate. 
If  successful,  California  lines  alone  stand  to 
lose  approximately  $75  million  a  year  in  rev- 
enue. This,  according  to  McGanney,  would  re- 
sult in  increased  western  freight  rates,  cur- 
tailment of  services,  a  cutting  down  of  mod- 
ernization programs,  or  all  three  actions.

Higher  Wages.  Reduction  of  Hours  for 
Municipal  Railway  Employees 

This  initiative  measure  seeks  to  amend  tiio 
Charter  sections  conlroUin^  wages  and  hours 
and  an  increase  in  the  number  of  railway  per- 
sonnel. The  basic  work  week  would  be  reduced 
from  48  hours  to  40  hours  and  icage  rates  in 
effect  April  1,  J955  would  be  increased  20  per 
cent.  Employees  would  be  guaranteed  a  mini- 
mum of  8  hours*  work  per  day  to  be  completed 
tvithin  10  consectttive  hours,  with  a  minimum  of 
one  day  of  rest  per  week. 

The  present  15-cent  municipal  railway  fare 
does  not  provide  sufficient  operating  income 
now  and  will  require  $3,102,691  from  taxes  to 
make  up  the  loss  this  year.  Only  last  year, 
voters  approved  a  Charter  amendment  giv- 
ing the  railway  employees  the  highest  wages 
paid  on  large  transit  systems  in  California. 
Employees  also  receive  fringe  benefits  such 
as  vacations,  sick  leaves,  and  pensions  more 
generous  than  in  most  other  systems.

Flower    Marketing 

Cut  flowers  and  greens,  adjuncts  to  gracious  living  for  which  San  Francisco  is 
known  the  world  over,  constitute  a  major  industry  well  deserving  of  the  salute  which 
it  will  receive  in  observance  of  National  Flower  Week  which  opens  Sunday. 

The  flower  industry  of  San  Francisco,  both  wholesale  and  retail,  stems  from  the 
many  nurseries  established  on  the  Peninsula  to  the  south  and  in  Alameda  County  to 
the  east.    It  has  grown  so  rapidly  that  it  is  now  ready  for  its  first  major  expansion. 

The  expansion  will  take  place  next  Spring  when  the  San  Francisco  Chamber  of 
Commerce  and  other  civic  organizations  will  join  in  celebrating  with  the  flower 
industry  the  opening  of  the  million  dollar  Flower  Terminal  at  Sixth  and  Brannan 
Streets. 

Two  associations  of  flora!  growers  will  operate  the  terminal,  to  which  growers 
will  bring  their  blooms  for  sale  to  retailers.  Many  wholesalers  of  flowers  who  supply 
every  state  in  the  Union  will  also  lease  space  in  the  magnificent  new  structure. 

Some  idea  of  the  magnitude  of  the  flower  industry  may  be  gained  from  the  figures 
for  1954  released  by  the  State  Board  of  Equalization,  showing  that  146  retail  florists 
in  San  Francisco  reported  taxable  sales  in  excess  of  four  and  a  half  million  dollars. 

The  floral  industry  asserts  that  S33  million  worth  of  flowers  are  shipped  annually 
from  San  Francisco  to  florists  throughout  the  United  States,  to  Canada  and  to  Mexico. 

Flowers  constitute  54  per  cent  of  the  air  freight  moved  through  San  Francisco. 
Two  hundred  thousand  boxes  are  shipped  by  air  annually,  while  180,000  boxes  move 
by  Railway  Express. 

From  Hawaii  come  S2  million  worth  of  birds  of  paradise,  red  ginger,  anthuriums, 
vanda  orchids  and  other  varieties  of  tropical  flowers  and  foliage  to  add  color  to  the 
heather,  acacia,  chrysanthemums,  spiral  eucalyptus  and  other  varieties  claimed  almost 
exclusively  by  San  Francisco  floral  merchants. 

Because  of  greenhouse  "know-how,"  roses,  carnations,  gardenias  and  other  popu- 
lar varieties  are  available  in  the  San  Francisco  market  the  year  around. 

About  one  half  a  million  dollars  worth  of  floral  business  is  done  annually  in  San 
Francisco  on  orders  received  or  sent  through  floral  telegraphic  services. 

Fashion  shows,  thematic  window  displays  at  all  florists,  and  use  of  flowers  in  shop 
windows  throughout   the  city  will   focus   attention  next  week  on   San   Francisco's 

most  beautiful  industry.

A  big  San  Francisco  project  referred  to  as 
one  of  the  most  spectacular  developments  in 
the  city's  history  was  brought  a  step  closer 
to  realization  yesterday  when  the  United 
States  Department  of  Agriculture,  under  the 
auspices  of  the  San 
Francisco  Chamber  of 
Commerce,  presented  its 
tentative  proposal  for 
the  city's  new  wholesale 
produce  market  at  South 
Basin. 


Harry  Clowes,  Agri- 
cultural Department  of- 
ficial, unveiled  a  scale 
model  of  the  proposed 
new  market  and  pre- 
sented facts  and  figures 
pointing  to  the  financial  Harry  Clowes 
feasibility  of  the  long- 
dreamed-of  project  which  has  been  a  number- 
one  goal  of  the  Chamber  for  many  years. 

At  a  civic  luncheon  sponsored  by  the 
Chamber  and  its  Agricultural  Committee  in 
the  Fairmont  Hotel,  the  "big  plan"  was  thor- 
oughly discussed  and,  according  to  Agricul- 
tural Committee  Chairman  Ray  B.  Wiser, 
is  now  moving  rapidly  ahead.  Important 
announcements  are  expected  shortly,  he  said. 


San  Francisco  Wins  Motor 
Freight  Rate  Controversy 


Victory  for  the  San  Francisco  Bay  Region 
was  announced  last  week  in  the  drawn-out 
struggle  to  maintain  the  motor  freight  rate 
.structure  to  the  Pacific  Northwest  which  re- 
flects San  Francisco's  favorable  geographical 
location. 

Charles  C.  Miller,  Manager  of  the  Trans- 
portation Department,  disclosed  that  the 
Pacific  Inland  Tariff  Bureau  had  ruled 
against  a  proposal  outlined  in  Docket  .'i320 
which  would  have  adjusted  certain  motor 
freight  class  rates  from  the  Bay  Region.  The 
rates  would  have  been  put  on  the  same  rela- 
tion.ship  with  corresponding  rail  rates  as  the 
rates  from  Los  Angeles. 

The  proposal  was  opposed  in  correspond- 
ence with  the  Bureau  and  again  at  a  hearing 
held  at  the  Sheraton-Palace  Hotel  on  October 
2h  by  both  the  .San  Francisco  and  Oakland 
Chambers  of  Commerce. 

The  Chamber  took  the  position  that  the 
proposal  would  destroy  the  balance  in  motor 
freight  rate  differentials  cxi.sting  between 
the  San  Francisco  Bay  Region  and  the  Los 
Angeles  area,  would  be  prejudicial  to  North- 
em  California  and  would  be  unjust  and 
unreasonable. 


Local  Ship  Building,  Commerce  Supported 
By  Chamber  in  Three  Important  Actions 


Ferry  Building  Park  Plan 
Urged  by  President  Mellon 


In  three  separate  actions  last  week  the  San  Francisco  Chamber  of  Commerce 
reaffirmed  its  unqualified  support  of  local  shipbuilding  and  port  traffic,  tak- 
ing positive  steps  toward  assuring  continued  advantages  for  the  West : 

1.  In  testimony  before  Senator  Warren  G. 
Magnuson's  Committee  on  Interstate  and 
Foreign  Commerce,  meeting  October  31  in 
San  Francisco,  the  Chamber  entered  a  plea 
for  reorganization  of  Panama  Canal  Tolls 
aimed  at  giving  a  better  break  to  San  Fran- 
cisco .shipping. 

2.  Countering  Senate  Bill  2039  aimed  at 
wiping  out  the  Pacific  Coast  "six  per  cent 
differential"  for  shipbuilding,  the  Chamber 
restated  its  support  of  the  differential  and 
urged  its  extension  to  include  the  building 
of  ships  for  owners  not  on  the  Pacific  Coast. 

3.  Recognizing  the  importance  to  local 
yards  of  geographical  distribution  of  ship- 
yard w^ork,  the  Chamber  announced  its  sup- 
port of  Congressman  William  S.  Maillard's 
bill,  H.R.  7700,  setting  up  a  formula  for  as- 
suring such  distribution  so  as  to  maintain 
minimum  readiness  of  west  coast  shipyards 
for  national  emergencies. 

On  the  Panama  Canal  matter,  Charles  C. 
Miller,  Transportation  Department  Manager, 
appeared  before  Senator  Magnusson's  com- 
mittee and  urged  it  to  "do  all  in  its  power  to 
bring  about  enactment  of  S.B.  2iri7"  which 
would  effect  a  reorganization  eliminating 
certain  unfair  burdens  on  commercial  ship- 
ping and  on  commerce  through  the  Port  of 
San  Francisco. 

In  the  shipbuilding  differential  case,  the 
Chamber  not  only  upheld-  its  former  strong

".\1I  major  San  Francisco  groups  concerned 
with  vital  redevelopment  issues  are  united 
in  the  conviction  that  the  Ferry  Building 
Historical  Monument  proposal  should  have 
Number-One  priority,"  Chamber  President 
Thos.  J.  Mellon  declared  last  week. 

Mr.  Mellon  was  referring  to  consideration 
by  the  State  Park  Commission  of  a  citizens 
committee  proposal  that  the  State  designate 
San  Francisco's  famed  Ferry  Building  as  an 
historical  monument  and  use  tidelands  funds 
to  create  a  beautiful  landscaped  setting  for 
the  benefit  of  the  city's  hundreds  of  thou- 
sands of  visitors. 

The  Chamber  President  is  a  member  of  the 
citizens  committee  and  for  the  past  several 
weeks  has  been  exerting  powerful  leadership 
in  the  drive  which  he  describes  as  holding 
"more  promise  for  the  city's  economic  and 
cultural  advancement  than  any  single  proj- 
ect in  the  modern  history  of  San  Francisco." 

Besides  beautification  of  the  end-of-Mar- 
ket-Street  district,  the  plan  would  create  a 
strong  impetus  for  further  modernization 
of  the  city  and  would  serve  State  interests 
by  enhancement  of  property  already  owned 
by  the  state,  Mr.  Mellon  said. 

It  is  expected  that  the  Park  Commission 
will  make  a  recommendation  to  the  State 
Legislature  in  the  near  fuure.

SMALL  BUSINESS 
SUCCESS  STORY 


t's  biismess  system  is  not  dominated 
exditsively  by  the  giants  of  industry.  New 
ideas  and  initiative  pay  off,  too.  for  the  "small 
bttsinessman"  —  as  this  story  of  a  new  firm  on 
San  Francisco's  industrial  horizon  proves'^  .  . . 

November,   1955 

Warehouses,  sales  rooms  and  shelves  piled 
high  with  merchandise  in  other  firms'  places 
of  business  are  the  "raw  material '  upon  which 
the  William  A.  Burns  Company  has  established 
its  growing  prestige  in  offering  a  complete 
inventory  service. 

William  A.  Burns,  an  experienced  account- 
ant, established  his  own  business  in  San  Jose 
in  1949,  and  one  year  later  opened  an  office 
in  San  Francisco  with  only  desk  space  at  2166 
Market  Street. 

Today,  in  a  new  headquarters  at  380  Sanchez 
Street,  Burns  recalled  thai  in  1950  he  handled 
inventories  totaling  51,600,000  for  85  clients, 
and  had  a  payroll  of  S3500. 

Last  year  the  firm's  payroll  of  five  permanent 
and  nine  "fulltime  temporary"  employees  han- 
dled inventories  value  at  58,666,000  for  333 
accounts. 

The  firm  operates  without  the  usual  inven- 
tory sheets,  taking  inventory  rapidly  with 
electronic  equipment  for  later  transcription 
and  calculation  of  cost  figures. 

In  one  instance,  when  the  firm  was  called 
upon  to  recheck  an  inventory  for  a  large  firm, 
an  S8,000  error  in  the  original  inventory  was 
discovered  and  the  inventorying  was  com- 
pleted in  42  man-hours — while  the  original 
inventory  which  produced  the  error  had  taken 
280  man-hours. 

The  firm's  process  makes  inventorj'ing  pos- 
sible during  the  working  hours  of  any  busi- 
ness and  is  adaptable  to  the  largest  department 
store  or  a  small  corner  grocery  or  drug  store. 

Rates  for  the  service  have  been  reduced 
three  times  in  the  past  few  years.  Burns  at- 
tributes the  firm's  growth  not  to  this  factor 
but  to  his  ability  to  prove  to  merchandisers 
that  his  inventory  service  cannot  fail  to  save 
them  time,  money  and  hidden  costs,  while 
eliminating  the  possibility  of  error. 
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Losh  Represents  Chamber

Losh,  who  is  also  a  representative  of  the 
city's  Regional  Ser\'ice  Committee,  and  a 
regional  vice  president  of  the  R.R.C.C,  is  at 
the  day-long  meeting  in  the  Eureka  Inn  to 
report  the  Chamber's  anti-forest  fire  activity 
and  to  "find  out  how  our  'Keep  Green'  Com- 
mittee can  help  further." 

Every  summer  for  the  past  .3  years, 
Losh's  Chamber  Committe  has  spearheaded 
a  promotional  campaign  for  fire  precaution 
through  the  use  of  extensive  radio  spot  an- 
nouncements, billboards,  news  stories  and 
direct-by-mail  literature.

Start  earlier  and  dri\e  slower;  4.  Don't  drive 
when  \'ou  drink ;  5.  Remember,  danger  increases 
with  darkness:  At  sundown,  reduce  speed  so 
you're  within  range  of  >our  headlights;  6.  Sta>' 
in  line — don't  weave;  7,  Don't  pass  unless  there's 
plenty  of  room — and  never  on  hills  or  curves; 
8.  Allow  sufficient  stopping  distance  between 
you  and  the  car  ahead ;  9.  Be  extra  alert  at  inter- 
sections; 10.  Always  signal  your  intention  to  turn 
or  stop;  II.  If  the  weather  is  bad,  don't  drive 
unless  you  must.  If  you  drive,  double  your  care; 
12.  Check  your  brakes,  lights,  windshield  wipers, 
tires  and  steering.

Chamber  Representatives 
Credited  for  Big  S.F. 
Freeway  Allocations 


Winning  of  $11,470,000  for  freeway  construc- 
tion in  San  Francisco  in  allocations  recently 
announced  by  the  California  State  Highway 
Commission  will  see  top  priority  programs 
of  the  Chamber  go  forward  rapidly.  President 
Thos.  J.  Mellon  declared  last  week. 

Mellon  pointed  out  that  of  the  total  San 
Francisco  allocation,  $9,200,000  was  author- 
ized for  construction  of  the  Embarcadero 
Freeway  and  Golden  Gate  Bridge  approaches 
which  were  key  points  of  the  Chamber's 
recommendations  presented  to  the  Highway 
Commission. 

"Great  credit  for  achieving  so  much  of  our 
program  is  due  to  Carroll  Newburgh,  Chair- 
man of  the  Freeways  Subcommittee,  and  to 
Leonard  S.  Mosias,  Chairman  of  the  Streets, 
Highway  and  Bridge  Section  and  to  their 
Committee  members,  for  the  months  of  in- 
tensive study  given  to  the  freeway  program," 
Mellon  said. 

"I  feel  that  the  straight-forward  and  logi- 
cal presentation  made  by  the  Chamber's  rep- 
resentatives to  the  Highway  Commission  was 
largely  responsible  not  only  for  the  alloca- 
tions assuring  us  of  steady  progress,  but  will 
also  be  reflected  in  future  allocations  needed 
to  complete  our  needed  freeway  expansions." 

Mellon  also  expressed  gratification  at  the 
allocation  of  $2,270,000  iointly  to  San  Fran- 
cisco and  San  Mateo  County  for  completion 
of  the  overwater  section  of  the  Bayshore 
Freeway,  considered  by  the  Chamber  as  a 
vital  necessity  to  break  current  bottlenecks 
on  the  main  artery  to  the  south.

state-owned  property  under  and  adjacent  to 
freeways  is  adaptable  for  use  both  for  indus- 
trial building  and  for  parking  areas,  the  In- 
dustrial Development  Committee  reported  to 
the  Chamber's  Board  of  Directors  last  Thurs- 
day. 

A  Chamber  Subcommittee  headed  by  Rex 
A.  Daddisman  has  conferred  with  representa- 
tives of  the  State  Division  of  Highways,  the 
San  Francisco  Assessor's  office  and  City  At- 
torney's office,  reported  Industrial  Develop- 
ment Committee  Chairman  James  Q.  Brett. 
It  was  determined  at  this  meeting,  he  said, 
that  the  city  could  assess  and  collect  taxes 
on  private  improvements  built  on  State- 
nwned  leased  land. 

Following  this  determination,  members  of 
the  Subcommittee  studied  individual  sections 
of  property  under  and  adjacent  to  recently 
constructed  freeways  south  of  Market  street, 
and  made  detailed  reports  which  suggested 
availability  of  the  areas  for  either  parking 
use  or  building  development. 

The  Highway  denartment  has  cooperated 
"vholeheartedly  with  the  Subcommittee  and 
has  indicated  that  the  State  would  enter  into 
leases  with  either  private  enterpri.'ie  or  pub- 
lic bod'es  at  rates  of  from  one  cent  to  two- 
and-a-half  cents  per  square  foot  per  month. _ 
Brett  said.  Construction  would  be  permitted 
in  accordance  with  stated  standards  of  fire 
prevention  and  .safety,  provided  such  con- 
struction meets  requirements  of  unobstructed 
access  to  the  freeways,  and  is  of  uniform 
appearance.

INNOVATION  GIVES  INSTANT,  LOW  COST,  TWO-WAY 
TRANSOCEAN  COMMUNICATION 

San  Francisco's  stature  as  one  of  the  world's  two  most  important  centers  of  communi- 
cation took  on  even  greater  significance  last  week  when  RCA  Communications,  Inc., 
from  its  new  ultra-modern  center  at  135  Market  Street,  held  the  first  two-way  "con- 
versation" with  Manila  by  means  of  its  new  customer-to-customer  Overseas  Tele- 
printer Exchange  Service. 

A  message  to  RCA's  Manila  ofifice  was  typed  on  a  teleprinter  machine  in  the  San 
Francistd  office  and  the  printer  immediately  recorded  an  answer  from  Manila.  Next, 
an  instantaneous  four-way  "conversation"  was  held  with  Manila,  New  York  and 
Berne,  Switzerland.  The  San  Francisco  Chamber  of  Commerce  officials  who  took 
part  in  this  demonstration  were  viewing  for  the  first  time  a  revolutionary  new  means 
by  which  San  Francisco  businessmen  from  now  on  may  have  instant  two-way  communi- 
cation direct  with  their  offices  overseas. 

San  Francisco  thus  became  one  of  three  cities  in  the  nation  (the  other  two  are 
New  York  and  Washington,  D.C.)  to  offer  its  businessmen  the  machine-to-machine 
communication  which  obviates  the  time-consuming  necessity  for  messages  to  be 
relayed  through  regular  telegraph  channels. 

The  new  service  puts  San  Francisco  business  firms  in  direct  instantaneous  contact 
with  27,000  teleprinter  machines  in  use  in  20  countries  of  the  world ! 

Because  the  Overseas  Teleprinter  Exchange  Service  (called  "TEX")  is  two-way, 
any  questions  the  calling  parties  have,  as  the  communication  proceeds,  may  be  imme- 
diately asked  and  answered.  The  written  record  is  especially  valuable  because  it 
serves  as  immediate  confirmation  of  dates,  prices  and  other  vital  information.  And 
the  rates  are  low:  from  San  Francisco  to  Manila  or  to  any  point  in  all  of  Europe, 
the  cost  is  S3  a  minute.  To  the  Belgian  Congo,  the  rate  is  only  $4.20  a  minute. 

This  innovation  in  communication  facilities  for  San  Francisco  business  is  the  latest 
offering  of  RCA  Communications  whose  San  Francisco  office  last  year  handled 
approximately  3  million  international  messages,  purchased  $300,000  worth  of  equip- 
ment and  supplies,  and  had  a  payroll  of  SU/^  million.

Chamber  work  of  some  14  years  bore 
fruit  last  fortnight  when  the  long- 
awaited  plans  and  model  for  San  Fran- 
cisco's proposed  new  wholesale  pro- 
duce terminal  were  unveiled,  inspected 
and  approved  by  an  important  per- 
centage of  the  city's  leaders. 

While  hundreds  of  businessmen  and  muni- 
cipal government  officials  this  week  were  di- 
gesting tjie  implications  to  the  city's  economy 
of  the  $.3-million  project  suggested  by  the 
Chamber  of  Commerce,  the  latter  was  put- 
ting the  final  touches  on  its  presentation  to 
be  made  Monday  before  the  Board  of  Super- 
visors, asking  approval  of  the  plan. 

The  unveiling  of  the  proposal  came  Novem- 
ber 10  at  a  civic  luncheon  sponsored  by  the 
Chamber  and  its  Agricultural  Committee  in 
the  Fairmont  Hotel.  Harry  G.  Clowes,  the 
U.S.  Agricultural  Department  economist  who 
earlier  this  year  headed  an  on-the-spot  sur- 
vey requested  by  the  Chamber,  revealed  the 
government's  pnswer  to  the  local  cry  for  a 
modern  and  efficient  market: 

A  $3,210,000  fruit  and  vegetable  terminal 
on  .33  acres  at  South  Basin,  forming  the 
nucleus  of  a  200-acre  "wholesale  food  center" 
offering  potential  savings  of  more  than  $3 
million  yearly  in  food-handling  costs. 

Although  the  larger  food  center  was 
deemed  worthy  of  consideration,  the  imme- 
diate goal  was  conceded  to  be  construction 
of  the  produce  terminal  which  holds  prom- 
ise of  saving  $l,fifi7,n()(l  a  year.

Through  the  efforts  of  Chamber  leaders  and 
other  downtown  businessmen  serving  on  the 
San  Francisco  Census  Tract  Committee,  the 
city's  Central  Business  District  has  at  last 
been  specifically  defined.  According  to  noti- 
fication received  by  the  Chamber  last  week 
from  the  U.S.  Bureau  of  the  Census,  the 
boundaries  are: 

North:  the  zig-zag  line  formed  by  Ellis, 
Leavenworth,  Bush,  Stockton,  California, 
Kearny  and  Pacific  .Streets;  East:  the  Em- 
barcadero;  South:  Howard  .Street;  West: 
Eleventh  Street  and  Van  Ness  Avenue. 

The  designation,  first  in  the  city's  history, 
was  the  result  of  the  Census  Bureau's  ap- 
proval of  a  recommendation  made  earlier 
this  year  by  the  local  Census  Tract  Commit- 
tee chairmanned  by  Ray  S.  McConnell,  mem- 
ber and  former  President  of  the  Chamber's 
Retail  Merchants  Association. 

McConnell's  committee,  whose  secretary 
is  Ralph  B.  Koeber,  Manager  of  the  Cham- 
ber's Research  Department,  is  representative 
of  a  broad  cross-section  of  the  downtown 
business  and  civic  community. 

Retail  trade  reports  and  other  vital  com- 
pilation of  statistics  henceforth  will  be  made 
on  the  basis  of  the  newly-defined  Central 
Business  District.  In  the  forthcoming  Cen- 
sus of  Business,  Manufacturing  and  Mineral 
Industries,  to  be  released  by  the  Census  Bu- 
reau, San  Francisco  City  and  County  break- 
downs will  for  the  first  time  be  made  for  the 
Central  Business  District. 

"We  now  have  an  accurate  measuring 
stick,"  said  McConnell,  "to  apply  against  the 
continuing  growth  of  our  revitalized  down- 
town area  and  to  point  up  the  intrinsic  value 
this  dynamic  business  district  has  to  the  city 
as  a  whole."

GENERAL  BUSINESS  ACTIVITY  REPORT  THROUGH  OCTOBER,  1955 


San  Francisco  and  Bay  Area  general  busi- 
ness activity  reached  new  levels  for  both 
October  and  the  first  ten  months.  The  San 
Francisco  Chamber  of  Commerce  Business 
Activity  Index  for  October  climbed  to  a  new 
October  high  at  141.8  and  the  ten  months' 
average  at  135..3  surpassed  the  same  period 
last  year  by  8.8  per  cent. 

October  bank  debits  in  the  five  reported 
Bay  cities — San  Francisco,  Oakland,  Ber- 
keley, San  Jose  and  Santa  Rosa — amounted 
to  $4,510,618,000  and  topped  a  year  ago  by 
$618,158,000  or  15.9  percent.  The'ten-months' 
total  transactions  of  $4.3,625,984,000  were 
12.3  per  cent  above  the  similar  period  last 
year. 

Dwelling  unit  construction  in  the  nine 
counties  in  October,  with  3,82.3  starts,  were 
slightly  above  last  October,  and  the  ten 
months'  total  is  14.2  per  cent  higher. 

Retail  department  store  sales  in  San  Fran- 
cisco during  October  topped  last  year's  by 
4.1  per  cent;  the  ten  months  were  up  3.7  per 
cent.

The  San  Francisco  Bay  Region  came  up  with 
a  Pacific  Coast  industrial  record  this  week: 

Figures  jusi  compiled  showed  the  Region 
to  be  the  only  major  industrial  center  on  the 
coast  making  an  appreciable  gain  over  1954 
for  the  first  three-quarters  of  the  year. 

A  45  per  cent  gain  over  last  year  in  the 
Region's  12  counties  brought  cumulative  nn- 
nounced  projects  for  1955  to  403  with  a  total 
dollar  value  of  $1.33,()()(;,2(!(). 

September  itself  was  a  good  month.  In 
San  Francisco  alone,  seven  expansions  com- 
mitting $150,500  provided  40  new  industrial 
jobs.  Bay  Region  compilations  of  $20,374,095 
were  4';  times  the  .September,  1954  amount.

PACKAGING  KEEPS  PACE  WITH  INDUSTRY  DEMANDS 

Completion  of  the  new  $2,000,000  addition  to  the  American  Can  Company's  Pacific 
Factory  at  Third  and  20th  Streets  now  gives  San  Francisco  the  largest  container 
manufacturing  installation  west  of  Chicago  —  adding  impressively  to  California's 
share  of  the  nation's  $5  billion  dollar  packaging  and  container  industry. 

The  new  three-story  container  fabricating  plant,  located  adjacent  to  present 
facilities,  adds  346.521  square  feet  to  the  facility's  existing  466,974  square  feet  of  floor 
area.   This  brings  the  total  factory  size  to  813,295  square  feet. 

The  currently  completed  expansion  is  the  sixth  for  American  Can  since  the  company 
started  operations  here  in  1915,  and  makes  the  Pacific  Factory  the  third  largest  in  size 
for  the  company.   Only  plants  at  Chicago  and  Jersey  City  are  larger. 

Growth  of  American  Can's  operation  in  San  Francisco  is  testimony  to  the  industrial 
development  of  California,  as  the  company's  facilities  here  have  been  expanded 
to  keep  pace  with  demands  by  container-using  industries  for  metal  and  fibre  packaging. 

Construction  of  the  new  plant  was  begun  in  July,  1954.  It  is  a  reinforced  concrete 
structure,  nearly  two  blocks  long,  and  is  planned  to  anticipate  future  requirements  of 
more  than  1,000  container  customers  of  the  company  for  at  least  a  decade. 

Principal  output  of  the  plant  will  be  metal  and  fibre  containers  for  the  dairy,  coffee, 
brewing,  soft  drink,  spice  and  paint  industries. 

In  full  operation,  the  plant  will  have  capacity  for  turning  out  one-and-a-half  billion 
containers  annually.  Employment  in  American  Can's  operation  here  will  average  1.400 
persons. 

At  peak  operation,  three  shifts  around  the  clock  produce  3.800,000  containers  each 
working  day. 

American  Can  asserts  that  the  new  expansion  in  San  Francisco  is  part  of  a  nation- 
wide plant  improvement  program  involving  investment  of  $290,000,000  in  the  past 
decade.

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Present  Produce  Market  Area 
Redevelopment  Is  Next  Step 
In  Attaining  Netv  Facility 


A  special  Chamber  committee  created  to 
seek  answers  to  the  question  of  what  to  do 
with  the  present  site  of  the  wholesale  pro- 
duce market  area,  held  its  second  meeting 
today  in  anticipation  of  submission  of  the 
final  plan  for  the  new  South  Basin  produce 
terminal  to  the  Board  of  Supervisors  late  in 
February. 

The  supervisors,  in  approving  the  tenta- 
tive plan  submitted  by  the  Redevelopment 
Agency  last  month,  made  it  clear  that  their 
future  approval  of  the  plans  for  the  $3,210,- 
000  terminal  would  depend  upon  solid  plans 
for  development  of  the  present  market  area. 

The  Chamber,  which  has  spearheaded  the 
fight  for  a  new  terminal,  immediately  created 
the  special  committee,  headed  by  Randell 
Larson,  and  including  technical  experts  and 
representatives  of  city  agencies,  to  deter- 
mine what  economic  and  engineering  studies 
would  be  required  to  solve  problems  of  the 
present  terminal  site,  and  to  press  for  an 
appropriation  from  the  Board  of  Supervisors 
to  finance  the  study. 

President  Thos.  J.  Mellon,  following  ap- 
proval of  the  tentative  plan  by  the  Board, 
declared  that  a  sound  and  definite  plan  for 
redevelopment  of  the  old  area  was  essential, 
and  lauded  the  Board  for  its  intelligent  con- 
sideration of  the  entire  problem  and  the 
unanimous  vote  to  move  the  project  ahead. 


Chamber  Asked  to  State  Case 
On  Firebuals  al  Harbor  Meet 


Representatives  of  the  Chamber's  Fire 
Safety  Section  have  been  invited  to  appear 
before  the  Board  of  State  Harbor  Commis- 
sioners at  their  meeting  next  Wednesday, 
December  14,  to  present  their  case  for  ac- 
quisition of  an  adequate  fireboat  for  protec- 
tion of  San  Francisco's  six  miles  of  water- 
front. 

The  Chamber  has  gone  on  record  in  oppo- 
sition to  proposed  acquisition  of  a  Navy  tug 
which  the  Harbor  Board  had  planned  con- 
verting to  a  fireboat,  on  the  basis  of  a  careful 
study,  the  result  of  which  was  to  characterize 
the  tug  as  inadequate  for  San  Francisco's 
fire  protection  needs. 

The  Chamber  pointed  out  that  the  city  had 
only  a  meager  margin  of  safety  protecting 
its  present  No.  2  classification  for  insurance 
rates,  and  stated  that  anything  less  than 
first-class  protection  for  the  waterfront 
would  jeopardize  the  rate.

San  Francisco,  sparked  by  economic  prosperity  in  1956  at  least  as  great  as 
1955's  all-time  high,  will  play  an  increasingly  important  role  as  the  strategic 
center  of  an  ever-growing  Bay  Region  whose  13-county  poi)ulation  will  pass 
the  four-million  mark  sometime  during  the  new  year,  Edmund  W.  Littlefield, 
President-elect  of  the  San  Francisco  Chamber,  declared  this  week. 

General     business,    industrial     expansion, 

population  increases,  trade,  financial  trans- 
actions, construction — all  of  the  important 
indices  of  economic  prosperity  point  to 
another  record  this  year  and  a  continuation 
of  the  upward  trend  throughout  1956,  he  said. 

Ba.sed  on  a  steady  Hay  Region  population 
increase  of  r2.5,IH)()  a  year  since  1950,  the 
region's  population  will  reach  3,987,000  by 
New  Year's  Day  and  will  surpass  4,000,000 
probably  during  the  first  quarter. 

.San  Francisco's  population,  Mr.  Littlefield 
declared,  is  now  at  about  807,000  and  should 
reach  810,000  during  1956. 

Increased  purchasing  power  to  be  brought 
about  by  these  population  increases  in  the 
Bay  Region  ne,\t  year  should  amount  to 
about  $243  million.

Causes  and  possible  remedies  for  an  acknowl- 
edged shortage  of  competent  clerical  workers 
which  has  been  plaguing  San  Francisco  em- 
ployers were  discussed  last  week  at  a  meet- 
ing called  by  the  San  Francisco  Chamber  of 
Commerce  and  attended  by  personnel  offi- 
cers of  private  industry,  representatives  of 
public  and  private  placement  agencies  and 
secretarial  school  operators.

1.  Earlier  marriage  of  young  women  to- 
day, with  resultant  leaving  of  jobs  to  estab- 
lish families. 

2.  Resignations  of  many  women  commut- 
ing to  work  as  they  find  jobs  closer  to  their

The  Chamber  had  expressed  its  concern 
that  San  Francisco's  favorable  fire  insurance 
rates  would  be  jeopardized  by  failure  to  pro- 
vide sufficient  fire  protection  for  its  six  miles 
of  waterfront  and  teeming  shipping.

home  communities  with  resultant  saving  of 
time  and  expenditure  for  transportation. 

.3.  The  era  of  prosperity  which  has  raised 
standards  of  living  and  induces  far  more 
young  people  to  go  to  college  and  university, 
thus  removing  them  from  the  labor  market 
after  high  school. 

4.  Competition  from  unskilled  or  semi- 
skilled positions  outside  the  field  of  business, 
which  offer  comparatively  higher  immediate 
pay  scales. 

5.  Lure  of  professional  careers,  including 
teaching,  nursing,  etc. 

Employers  and  employment  agencies  alike 
admitted  that  business  firms  were  resorting 
to  "raiding"  tactics  to  secure  competent  help, 
and  that  smaller  firms  with  a  dozen  or  so 
employees  were  able  to  hold  their  employees 
only  by  salary  adjustments  well  above  the 
prevailing  scale  for  the  work  classification 
standard  throughout  the  business  world. 

Among  solutions  considered  were  possi- 
bility of  working  with  the  schools  to  increase 
teaching  of  business  practices,  better  "job 
engineering"  to  free  skilled  personnel  from 
time-consuming  unskilled  tasks,  various 
methods  of  creating  employee  loyalty  by 
making  jobs  more  attractive,  use  of  a  re- 
serve labor  pool  of  high  school  children  and 
married  women  on  a  part-time  basis,  possi- 
bility of  attracting  office  workers  from  other 
areas,  and  increased  hiring  of  members  of 
minority  groups. 

Consideration  at  future  meetings  of  the 
group  will  be  focu.sed  particularly  on  four 
programs,  including  advantages  and  possi- 
bilities of  hiring  older  persons,  increased 
business  training  in  the  schools,  coupled 
with  part-time  use  of  high  school  students, 
adjusting  job  requirements  to  attract  mar- 
ried women  on  a  part-time  basis,  and  a  cam- 
paign to  bring  n"w  workers  to  the  area.

Chamber  Presents  Strong 
Petition  to  C.A.B.  for 
Third  Non-Stop  Carrier 

"San  Francisco  cannot  continue  to  be  rele- 
gated to  a  position  inferior  to  Los  Angeles," 
the  San  Francisco  Chamber  of  Commerce 
told  the  Civil  Aeronautics  Board  last  week, 
asking  reconsideration  of  a  recent  decision 
denying  San  Francisco  a  third  non-stop  air 
route  to  the  east  coast. 

In  a  petition  which  did  not  mince  words, 
the  Chamber's  Transportation  Department 
Manager,  Charles  C.  Miller,  said  that  the 
"Denver  Service  Case"  decision  of  last  No- 
vember 14  "substantially  improved  San 
Francisco's  service  pattern"  to  Reno,  Den- 
ver, Kansas  City  and  Chicago,  but  that  this 
"only  meets  part  of  the  San  Francisco  Bay 
Area's  existing  air  service  deficiencies." 

"Failure  of  the  Board  (C.A.B.)  to  grant 
an  additional  San  Francisco-east  coast  non- 
stop carrier  will  continue  to  relegate  the  Bay 
Area  to  an  air  pattern  which  is  inadequate 
and  inferior  to  that  of  other  important  east 
and  west  coast  cities,  paricularly  Los  An- 
geles," said  the  Chamber  petition. 

It  pointed  out  that  the  request  for  a  third 
non-stop  carrier  was  made  in  the  Chamber's 
original  petition  in  the  "Denver  Service 
Case"  and  was  ignored,  although  one  of  the 
C.A.B.  Examiners,  Ferdinand  D.  Moran, 
found  that  "extraordinary  public  needs  re- 
quire that  San  Francisco  receive  unrestricted 
transcontinental  sers'ice  for  a  third  carrier." 

"The  Board  did  not  disagree  with  this  find- 
ing; it  simply  ignored  it,"  said  the  Chamber 
petition.  "The  .San  Francisco  Chamber  of 
Commerce  respectfully  urges  that,  upon  re- 
consideration, the  Board  recognize  the  com- 
pelling public  need  .  .  .  and  grant  the  relief 
sought." 

"After  lagging  behind  Los  Angeles  for 
seven  months  in  receiving  its  original  non- 
stop schedule  to  New  York,"  the  Chamber's 
petition  went  on,  "San  Francisco  today  has 
only  two  non-stop  routes  as  against  Los  An- 
geles' three,  and  less  than  one-half  the  num- 
ber of  schedules  Los  Angeles  has.  This,  de- 
spite the  fact  that  the  San  Francisco-New 
York  traffic  is  over  three-quarters  of  the 
Los  Angeles-New  York  traffic." 

"We  would  like  to  point  out,"  the  petition 
continued,  "that  the  growth  elements  in  San 
Francisco's  economy  will  provide  substantial 
numbers  of  new  air  travelers  which  will  give 
support  to  a  new  carrier  in  the  non-stop 
transcontinental  market."

Former  members  of  the  armed  forces  or 
others  with  skills  that  can  be  devoted  to  the 
service  of  their  country  are  urgently  needed 
in  the  Air  Force  Reserve,  members  of  the 
Chamber's  Armed  Forces  and  Aviation  Sec- 
tions were  told  last  week  when  they  visited 
Hamilton  Air  Force  Base  as  guests  of  Brig. 
Gen.  Harold  P.  Little,  Commander  of  the 
349th  Fighter-Bomber  Wing. 

Major  General  Robert  B.  Landry,  Com- 
mander of  the  4th  Air  Force,  addressed  the 
group  at  an  informal  luncheon,  urging  em- 
ployers to  cooperate  with  the  program  to 
stimulate  Reserve  recruitment. 

The  Chamber  members,  headed  by  Clay 
Bernard,  Chairman  of  the  Aviation  Section, 
and  J.  G.  Motheral,  Chairman  of  the  Armed 
Forces  Section,  attended  a  briefing  section  on 
the  mission  of  the  Western  Air  Defense 
Command  and  saw  the  actual  operation  of 
the  air  defense  filter  center. 
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ter  of  the  Pacific  Coast,"  maps  showing  the 
city's  proximity  to  major  western  states 
cities,  figures  and  facts  on  population,  edu- 
cation, finances,  construction,  agricultural 
wealth,  manufacturing,  and  wholesale,  retail 
and  world  trade;  and  a  complete  analysis  of 
the  air  passenger  factor. 

Significant  among  the  multitude  of  facts 
presented  in  the  report  were  figures  showing 
San  Franci.sco's  greater  potential  from  the 
viewpoint  of  B.O.A.C.  as  reflected  in  com- 
parative air  freight  and  ocean  traffic  with 
Los  Angeles  and  other  Pacific  Coast  cities 
and  the  implied  fact  that,  with  the  longest 
commercial  runway  on  the  coast,  San  Fran- 
cisco's airport  would  be  more  logical  for  jet 
plane  landings. 

It  is  known  that  B.O.A.C.  has  on  order  20 
Comet  IV  jet  passenger  planes  and  that  the 
longer  the  runway,  the  more  attractive  is  the 
city  that  has  it.  San  Francisco  airport's  long- 
est runway  is  8,870  feet  compared  to  8,500 
in  Los  Angeles'  International  Airport,  8,100 
at  San  Diego,  6,200  at  Oakland,  8,800  at  Port- 
land and  7,500  at  Seattle. 

J.  Udall,  head  of  the  B.O.A.C.  planning 
team  surveying  west  coast  possibilities, 
praised  the  Chamber's  report  as  a  "very  com- 
plete and  informative  document. 
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GENERAL  BUSINESS  ACTIVITY  REPORT  THROUGH  NOVEMBER,  1955 


November  business  in  San  Francisco  and  the 
Bay  Area  broke  all  records  for  that  month 
and  helped  lift  the  1955  eleven-month  cumu- 
lative figures  to  record  levels.  (See  chart  to 
right.) 

San  Franci-sco  November  bank  debits  of 
$3.7  billion  were  $545  million  or  17%  over 
last  year.  Port  revenue  tonnage  gains  over 
November  and  the  11  months  of  last  year 
were  outstanding;  airport  and  bridge  traffic 
increased  substantially;  value  of  building 
authorized  in  November  more  than  doubled 
that  of  a  year  ago  and  non-residential  soared 
4'2  times. 

The  Chamber's  Business  Activity  Index  at 
149.7  made  a  new  November  high,  10.6'r 
above  last  November.  The  11-months  aver- 
age of  136.6  surpassed  last  year  by  99r. 

Department  store  sales  in  San  Francisco 
and  the  Metropolitan  Area  for  the  11  months 
were  49r  ahead  of  last  year;  in  San  Fran- 
cisco grocery  sales  were  up  8%,  apparel,  99f , 
furniture  and  appliances,  I'^r,  lumber  and 
building  materials,  307r,  and  the  automotive 
group,  37%.

San  Francisco's  trade  with  the  Pacific 
Basin  is  "very  favorable"  and  trade  with 
Japan,  both  export  and  import,  will  continue 
at  a  very  high  level.  Trade  with  Korea,  the 
Philippine  Island.^  and  Thailand,  he  pre- 
dicted, would  be  .substantial,  provided  "we 
at  least  maintain  our  tariff  barriers  and 
quota  restrictions  at  no  higher  than  present- 
levels." 

"The  sustaining  factors  in  the  current 
high  levels  of  business  and  in  our  optimistic 
predictions  for  1956,"  Mr.  Littlefield  de- 
clared, "rest  squarely  in  the  positive  con- 
sumer attitude  toward  spending.  An  attitude 
of  security  and  confidence  seems  to  be  pre- 
vailing at  all  levels  of  trade."

a  month,"  the  President-elect  said,  "will  re- 
quire some  2,500  new  operating  businesses 
to  meet  their  needs." 

As  for  new  industry,  Mr.  Littlefield  pointed 
out  that  the  Bay  Region's  industrial  e,xpan- 
sions  through  the  first  ten  months  of  1955 
totaling  almo.st  $1.'?8  million  were  .38  per  cent 
higher  than  the  same  period  for  1954  "and 
show  every  sign  of  being  equally  dynamic 
throughout  1956." 

Retail  Irade-wisc,  the  Chamber  leader 
foresaw  a  record  of  nearly  two  billion  dollars 
to  he  .spent  on  taxable  sales  in  San  Francisco 
during  19r)6. 

.As  for  wholesale  trade  next  year,  he  saw 
San  Francisco's  "growing  stature  as  a  dis- 
tributive center,"  with  the  volume  of  buying 
at  scheduled  Market  Week  showings  for  the 
first  quarter  of  1956  up  to  10  per  cent  over 
19.55. 

Wholesale  and  distributive  activities  in  the 
city  reflect  Pacific  Coast  trends  which  are 
running  Ki  per  cent  ahead  of  last  year,  com- 
pared to  10  per  cent  for  the  nation. 

In  foreign  trade,  the  outlook  "appears 
promising,  with  the  level  of  business  through 
the  Port  of  San  Francisco  at  least  as  good 
as,  and  probably  better  than,  1955's  substan- 
tial volume."  Mr.  Littlefield  said  "outstand- 
ing gains"  in  port  tonnage  have  been  re- 
corded through  November  of  1955  and  that
